From the death-bed of liia brother the new king with- 
drew to his closet, and, afier s, decent pause, proceeded 
to the apartment in which the council was asseraliled. 
He desired tlie members to retain the several oliarges 
which they held during the lale reign, and declared it to 
be his wish to imitate the good and gracious sovereign 
whose loss thejt deplored, " I have been reported," ha 
continued, " a man for arbitrary power ; but that is not 
the only story which has been made of me. I shall make 
it my endeavour to preserve this government, both in 
church and slate, as it is now by law established. I 
know the principles of the church of England are for 
monaroby, and the members of it have shown themselves 
good ano loyal subjects: therefore 1 shall always take 
care to defiind and supprat it. I know too that the laws 
of England are sutiicient to make the king as great a 
vol.. xiu.

monarch as I can wish; and, ss I shall never depart 
from the just rights niid pi-erogativea of the crown, so I 
shall never invade any man's property. I have often 
heretofore ventured my life in defence of the naiion, and 
I shall still go as far as any man in preserving it in all 
ils just rights and liberties.'' This speech was joyfully 
anil gratefully received; James asseuteito the request 
that it might bo puUiahed ; and, as he had not com- 
mitted il to paper, a copy was made on the spot hy Finch 
Ihe Bolieilor-general, and approved as correct by the 

The moment the council was dissolved, the lonls pro- 
claimed the new sovereign at the gale of Whitehall, Dt 
Temple-bar, nnd at the Royal Exthange. In imitaiion 
of the precedent set at the accession of James I. wine 
was distribuled among the speclatois to drink the king's 
health, and the crowd, after the usual ace lam a lions, 
peaceably dispersed. During bis brother's sickness 
James had ordered the ports to he closed, and had 
stationed strong bodies of troops in different parts of 
the city. But the result proied that these precautions 
were unnecessary. Not a murmur was heard ; no

him with the breach of hispmmise, and /;e would charge' 
them wilb aposlacy fiora tlipir principles *. 

The first queslion which cljimed llie attenlion of tha 
new monarch was ihe stall; of the revenue. The jiarlia- 
menlary grant of ona-lialf of the excise, nnd of tlia 
whole of the customs, expired at the death oC his brother f: 
was he then to content himself with o mutilated income, 
confessedly inadequate lo the wants of government, or 
to continue the foraiw duties till the meeting of parlia- 
ment, by his own authority and contrary to law? He 
chose Ihe latter part of the alternalive ; but at the same 
time, to gratify the wishes of the people, he resolved to 
call a parliament, and, that he might claim the whole 
merit, to call it before the request should be urged by 
any public body, or the advice be sugijested by the 
privy council. A parliament was accordingly sum'^*''' 
inoiied lo meet on the 1 9Ib of May, and a proclamation "' 
issued, which, alleging; state necessity as the cauie, 
ordered the usual duties to be levied on merchandise, 
till parliament should have settled the revenue of the 
crown. Tlial such a measure was illegal did not admit 
of doubt; nor were the enemies of James slow to point 
to it as a |iL-aof of the meaning whicli be attai^hed to his 
promise of" never invading any man's pi-upcrty J." But 
the nation cheerfully acquiesced. The necessity of 
levying' the duties was considered as a satisfactory 
apology ; and the very languageof the proclamation im- 
plied an acknowledgment of the constitutional maxim 
that money could not be lawfully raised without the 
authority of parliament.

Temple presented to the liing an address of thanks ; the 
great companies of merclmnts trading lo ihe Baltic, to 
the East Indies, to Afiit^a, and to Maryland. Hudson's 
Bay. and Jamaica, usiiureil him uf their ready compliance, 
and imposts contrary to taw, ^vhieh iii the reign of 
Charles I. would have thrown Iho uhole nation into 
commotion, were submitted to without opposition or 
complaint *. 

Of the ministers of the late kin^, the only man who 
held (and for his undeviatln^^ devotion to the interests 
of the duko he deserved to hold) a high*place in ths 
favour of James, was the earl of Rochester. He had 
not, hitherto, taken possession of his government of Ire- 
land, and the death of Charles opened a more brilliant 
prospect to his amhition. James did not wait to he 
asked, but wilhout previous solicitation placed the staff 
of lord high Ireasurer in the hands of his friend. The 
near relationship of Roohester to tlie flrst duchess of 
York, joined to his more recent servicre, justified the 
partiality of the king ; and the avowed altachment of 
the new treasurer to the interests of the church, in 
which point he professed to inherit the sentiments of his 
father Clarendun, assured him of the support of all who 
sought the welfare of the establishment*. 

Lord Godolphin, who, by the elevation of Rochester, 
lost his place of first commissioner of the treasury, had 
little claim to the gratitude of the new king. But James 
had learned lo appreciate his value from the seri'ices

which he had rendered to the last monarch, and ap- 
pointed him charaherlain to the queen, whose esteem hs 
soon BCquireii, and whose confidence he repaid by along 
and devoted attachment. Even aftei' the revolution, 
when he had attained to Ihe bi|;hest honours under the 
new dynasty, Godolphin continued to maintain a clan- 
destine correspondence H'ith Maria d'Este till hu 
death *. 

Halifaic had more reason to dread the royal resent- 
ment : yet, when he attempted to apologize, James in- 
terrupted him with this gracious declaration, that of his 
former conduct he remembered nothing except his oppo- 
sition to the bill of exclusion. But the courtier soon dis- 
covered that he possessed no real influence, and that the 
arts which he had so lately practised might he turned 
against himself. He was compelled to accept the higher 
but empty honour of lord president, that he might quit 
the more lucrative office of privy seal to the eati of 
Clarendon, Rochester's brother*. 

But of all the earl of Sunderland had sinned the most 
deeplv. After his first offences had been forgiven, after 
lie had sworii inviolable fidelity tu the interests of the 
duke, he had recently been delected in a new intrigue 
with the duchess of Portsmouth, hnvius for 'ts object 
the removal of James from the court. But Sunderland 
possessed a wonderful facility of disarming Ihe resent- 
ment, and worming himself into the conlldeiiee, of those 
whom he had offended. He observud to the kinj; that 
now, if he were retained in office, he could have no hope 
of fiivour or preferment but from the merit of hi* ser- 
vices ; he converted the enmity of the two brothers 
Clarendon and Rochester into friendship, by persuading 
them that he had privately advocated their interest 
with the sovereign ; he procured through Barillon « 
strong recommendation in hia fevour from the king of 
France ; and, to secure the good will of the cathoUca, ho 
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ship he hoped to derne conswlerJhle ortvantase, Richard 
Talbot, an Irish gentleman, Henry Jermyn, nephew 
to the late eai'l of St. Albans, and Edward Peti'e, a 
Jesuit, and probably a near relation of the lord Petre 
whodied in tbe Tower'f. Talbot and Jermyn had bean 
faithful and devoted servants to the duUe in all the vicis- 
situdes of his fortune, and Petre had long been dis- 
tinguished by him with particidai- marks of friend- 
fihip. These four, if ne may believe the kin^; himself, 
met in pmate, talked over their services and preteii- 
Eions, and engaged to aid eacli other in the acquisiiiim 
of the objects of iheic ambition, of the tteasuryaliip for 
Sunderland, of a peerage and the government of Ire- 
land, subject to a douceur to Sunderland, for Talbol, of 
a peerage and Ihe captaincy of the horse guards for 
Jermyn, and of a cardinal's hat for Petre. In pnrsuit 
of the same object Sundeiland established, with Ibe con- 
sent of the king, a secret board to walub over the in- 
terests of the catholics, which should meet at his ollice,

or at the lodgings of ChifBiiiKh, ^lage of the back-stairs. 
Tbfl first memhers were the lords Arundell and Belosyse, 
Jermyn who was created lord Dover, and Talliot who 
obtained the command of a regiment in Ireland; to 
whom father Petie was soon added, and sulisequently 
tlie eails of Poivis and Castlemaiiie. Of these Powis, 
Arauilell, and Belasyse were considered as the more 
moderate in their Tiews: the others advocated bolder 
measures, and were supported by the policy of Sunder- 
land *. 

With this board James debated a question of con- Ft 
aiderabledelicacy and importance, respcting the prao- 1 
tice of his religion. Of his attachment to llie cliurcli of 
Rome, after the sacrifices which he had made, every 
man must have been convinced; and the question now 
was wiieiher, after his accession to the throne, he ought 
to be content with the clandestine exercise of the 
catholic worship, or openly to alteiid a form of religious 
service still prohibited by law. The latter accorded 
better with that hatred of dissimulation which was 
believed to mark his character, and was moreover re- 
commended to hia choice by the reflection, that if he 
were ever to make a public profession of his religion, he 
might do it with leas inconvenience at the beginning, 
than at any subsequent period of his reign. As early as 
tlic second Sunday after his brother's death, in opposi- 
tion to the advice of the council, he ordered tl» folding 
doors of the queen's chapel to be thrown open, that his 
presence at mass might be noticed by the attendants in 
the antechamber. This circumstance revealed nothing 
which was previously unknown ; jet the boldness with

alarmed the zeal of the bishop and the clergy of London, 
and the pulpits hegan to rewound with declamations 
against popery, and predictions of danger to protestan- 
tism. James in hts turn gren' alai'med : he sent foi al! 
tliepreiaies in town; he complained of such treatment 
as dangerous to the slate, and unprovoked on his part ; 
aod he i-enewed his promise of protection to the church, 
but with a significant hint, [hat he should think himself 
ahsolved from his word, the moment the church should 
swerve fi-om its enK8SS'''*i^'s to him. The conclusion 
vas that the hisliops undertook to restrain wiihin due 
limits the zeal and intemperance of the preachers*. 

In a few days tlie murmurs which had been excited 
died away ; but they were quickly revived by the ira- 
April patience or the imprudence of the kin;;. He could see 
IB- no reason why ditference of religion should make any 
ditTerence in the respect usually paid to the sovereign ; 
and therefore announced Eo the council his intent' 
going with the usual state to the queen's chapel o 
ticular occasions, and his expectation that the mir 
and officers of the household would accompany liim as 
far as the door, and attend on him there on his return. 
Sunderland offered no objeolion, and Godoiphin by his 
office of chamberlain was compelled to wait on the 
queen : but Rochester, aware that his reputation for 
orthodoxy was at stake, absolutely refused to be present 
witliout an express order fiom the king;, and was with 
difficulty persuaded to accept of the royal permission to 
16. spend a short time in the countryt. The next day, lieing 
Holy Thursday, James, accompanied by his guards and 
the gentlemen pensioners, proceeded to the cliapel and 
19. received the sacrament, and on Easter Sunday he was in 
the like manner attended by the knights of the garter in 
their collars, and by a great number of the nobility, 
both as he went, and as he returned to his own apatt-

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ment*. The proceeding itself proved nothing more 
than hisatlochment to the parade of royalty: but in tho 
minds of many it excited consideralile uneasiness : mow 
thougiil that they discovered in it a design of restoring 
step by step the public celebration of the catholic wor- 
ship, and tliey exhorted each other to walch witli jea- 
lousy tho aubaeijuent conduct of the new monarch, and 
to hold themselves in readiness to defend on the first 
aggression the rights of the established h h t

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It haa been of late a subject of dispute, whether at 
this period of his reig:i the king bud fitrmedan intention 
of rHStorin;^ the calhoUc relisiiin lo its ancient ascend- 
ency, by making it ihe religion of Ibe state, or merely 
soufjiit to relieve its professors from the galling restric- 
tions and barbarous puuishinents to wbich ihey were 
still subject by law. To me, fiom his frequent and con- 
fidential communications with Barillon, it seems evident, 
tliat he limiled Itk views to the accoraplishnent of tn-o 
objects, which he called liberty of conscience and freedom 
of worship, and which, had be been successful, would 
have benelited, not the catholics only, but every class of 
religionists. By liberty of conscience, he understood the 
removalof religious tests as qualificaiiona for office; by 
freedom of worship, Ihe abolition of those penal and san- 
guinary inllimions wbich had been enacted for the pur- 
pose of extini5uiabing etery form of teliaious service 
except ihat of the established churcli. It is not pre- 
tended [hat he was led to the attempt by any enlightened 
views of toleration — though he never hesiiaied to con- 
demn the persecution of the dissenters— neither was 
he principally actuated by a vehement zeal for prose- 
lytism — a zeal which frequently animates converts to a 
new religion ;— there existed a much more powerful 
motive (ban either of these, his own sec^urity : for he had 
persuaded himself that his throne must necessai'ily rest 
on a very precarious foundation, as long as the faith 
wbich he professed should form a disqualiflcation for 
holding office in the state, and the worship which he 
practised should continue to he prohibited under the 
penalty of dealh. To Barillon, acquainted with the fears, 
and jealousies, and prejudices which agitated the public 
mind, neither of these objects seemed to be of easy at- 
tainment But the more sanguine di<po3ition of James 
made light of such difficulties: he rested bis hopes of 
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success on the known loyalty of the church of England ; 
and he suffered himself to be deluded by the professions 
of attathment to the crown, and uf passive obedience to 
the miinaroh, which formed the burthen of 'the ad- 
diessBs from the elurgy and universities, ignorant, it 
would appear, of that which every page of history might 
have taujjbt hira, that great bodies of men will never 
permit Ihemselves to be swayed by abstract principles, 
when the actual practice of those principles is opposed to 
their prepossess bus and their interests *, 

With respect to foreign nations, it was to be expected 
that the new monarch would adhere to that pacific policy 
which he had advised in the reign of his late brother. 
He came, indeed, to the throne at a period of oontinenial 
tranquillity, but tranquility of that dubious and ill- 
dafined description which is usually the precursor of a 
storm. Though the conflicting claims, which had srown 
out of the peace of Nimeguen, had been suspended by a 
truce fir eighteen years, concluded at Ratisboii in the 
precedingmonthof August, yet the jealousies and heart- 
burnings kindled by those claims had never ceased to 
exist. Spain and Holland sought by union between 
themselves, and by new confederacies with other slates, 
to form a counterpoise to the enormous powerof France, 
and men looked forward with fear to the approaching 
death of the old kin£5 of Spain, as the signal of a new 
and more sanguinary contest for the succession to his 
exfensive dominions. Under these circumstances Louis 
deemed it prudent to secui-e the good-will of the new 
king of England. He had been negligent in the dis- 
chai^ of his pecuniary obligations to Charles : but the 
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moment he heard of the decoase of that monarch, he des- 
patched the sum of 500,000 livres to his ambaeaador, to be 
placed at the disposal of James. This timely act of friend- 
ship was acknowledged with gratitude hjJawes; but Louis 
Hoon discovered that the new king was not of that easy, in- 
dolent and compldaaat diapoation which had distbguisiied 
hia late brother. James, though aware of the oflbnce whioh 
it would give, had already summoned a parliament ; Louia 
dissembled his displeasure ; but his jealousy was already 
awakened, and he ordered Barillon to keep secure posses- 
sion of the money. The French peusion to Charles had 
not, however, been completely discharged at the death of 
tliafc prince ; and James, in quality of iieir to his brother, 
claimed the arrears as a debt. The claim was allowed ; 
still the English king was not satisfied ; he demanded an 
annual subsidy for three years, the same in amount as had 
been paid to the last monarch. Louis was, or affected to 
he, surprised. He could not understand why he should 
be called upon for money, without any equivalent m re- 
turn ; nor how his English brother could be in want of 
pecuniary as^stanoe, now that the parliament (as the 
reader will learn in a few pages) had voted for liim a com- 
petent revenue. Barillon, however, did not yield ; and 
the eamestncBB and importunity with which he perasted 
in ui^bg the claims of James provoke a suspicion that he 
must have had a personal interest in the success of the 
applicaljon. He employed every argument and artifice 
which his knowledge of the character of Louia could sug- 
gest. Some reasons he put into the mouth of James, 
some he pretended to have received from the English 
ministers, others he presumed to suggest as proceeding 
from his own attachment to the interest of his sovereign. 
He esa^erated the wants of the now king, and the dan- 
gers which threatened him ; he pMoted in the most favour- 
able colours his designs for the restoration of the cathoUo 
worship, and his devotion to the person of the French 
monarch ; he appealed to the pride, the pity, the piety of 
Louis ; remonslrated against his parsimony ; persevered in 
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deSance of his diapleaaure, nd n tared to diaobe; 
hia commaDda ; till, by dint f te t 1 had pro- 
cured, through 6uc<!e3slve m ttanee m ey to the 
amount of 2,005,000 livrea. St 11 t f tl lai^e sum, 
he couid not obtain pecmiaBion to part with a crown to 
Jamea, unleas he should reoeive a written order from 
Paris. It vraa in vain that the amtiaseador continued to 
leaaon and solicit. Iiouis wa« ineaorable. He would 
only coDseot that the money should be kept in safety as 
a fund for the aid of the king, if drcumstances should 
afterwards compel him to dissolve the parUament, and to 
defend himaelf by arms againat hia rebellious subjects *. 

From the despatches of Barillon (and it is in Ihem 
only that the history of thia negociation is to be found) , 
many readers have been induced to conclude that on thia 
occasion James disgraced the majesty of the Englieli 
crown, by hia aycophantic adulation of Louia, by his 
apology for having called together the parliament without 
the previous advice and consent of the French monarch, 
and by his abject aupplications to that prince for money and 
proteodon. Now, it muat be confessed that the statements 
of the ambassador, if we believe them to be literally correct, 
supply abundant grounds for such an opinion. But we have 
no other guarantee for their truth than the suspicious pen 
of Barilbn, who, throughout the correspondence with his 
soyer^gn, appears to act the part, not of an indiSerent nar- 
rator, but of an advocate pleading the cause of his client, 
and who therefore puts into the mouth of Jamea, not the 
language actually employed by that prince, but such lan- 
guage as might, by flattering the vanity and policy, obtain 
the good will and consent, of Louis. The money which the 
Sngtish king obtained through him did not exceed 800,000 
livres (about 60,000/.) a sum barely sufficient to cover 
his acknowledged, claims. There the negotiatjnn closed, 
and nothing more was asked or received by him from Louis 
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under the aams of pension or of pecuniary assistance dur- 
ing the whole course of his reign ». 

The king )iad also summoned a parliament in Scot- 
land, where, during the last years ot the reign of Charles, 
religioufl persecution had aasumed a new feature. The 
theological errors of the Cameroniana were mei^ed 
in their politieal offences : formerly they had heen Ireaied 
as ohdiirate ami ineorriirible seclarists ; now, they were 
regarded in the light of men professing and practising 
assassination and rebellion. For the first of these 
charges some ground had been afforded by iheiv express 
or tacit approbation of the murder of archbishop Sharp ; 
and the second was fully proved by their renunciation of 
the kinir's rieUt and authority in their declaration at 
Sanquhar. The lords of the countil, though they must 
have been aware that the crimes which they punished 
had been provoked by Iheif own unjnsliBable severity, 
deemed themselves bound, as depositaries of the royal 
authority, perhaps also by the danger to which they 
were exposed, to suppress or extirpate this indomitable 
sect ; and for that purpose they had recourse to the 
usual inflictions of fines, and imprisonment, and torture, 
and death. IVlany of their victims gladly exchanged the 
horrors of a close and loathsome confinement far the 
service of the planters in Barbadoes ; some suflered on 
the gallows by the band of the executioner, and othera 
were shot by order of a military commission. Tlie 
writers of the party have drawn a veil over the weakness 
of those who concealed or abjured their principles ; while 
they have o?tentatiously recorded the names of the prin- 
cipal confessors and martyrs, of those whose constancy 
refused the offer of liberty when it was to be purclissed 
by renouncing the declaration, or who prefeiTed to for- 
feit theij lives rather than pollute their oonscienies by 
uttering the words " God bless the king." At first the 
n of James offered tl(f prospect of some allevi-

he wafl proclaimed, they were, indeed, idmonished, in I0-' 
opposition to their farourite dottnne, that he waa the 
"only righteous liing and sj\ertign o^er all peraons and 
"in all causes, as holding his imperial crown from God 
"alone;" bnt this was followed by an aoinesty to all 
persons who would consent to take the t«st, with the 
eioeption of the itinerant preachers, of theit protectees 
among the higher classes, and of the murderers of aich- 
bishop Shaip, and of the minister of Cairsphairn, If 
many accepted; yet many refused ihia beneftt ; and the 
rumour ofiin approaching invasion, by the fugitive mar- 
quess of Argyle, added to the seveiity of the council. 
The [iroseculions were continued in the capital; and 
Graham of Claverhouse displayed his zeal fur loyalty 
and epuicopacy by hunting dowu the conventiclers in the 
fields, and by putting tl<e most obstinate or most ob- 
noxious of his prisoners lo death *. 

James had summoned the Scottish parliament to meet 
on an early day. He expected much from the attach- 
ment of those Mends, whom hS had secured during his 
fiirmer I'esidence in t.dinburgh, and from tlie hopes uf 
others, who icnew that the royal fai'uur was the shortest 
road to wealth and authority ; and he entertained the 
expectation that the example of the Scots would prove a 
useful slimulua to the more doubtful obsequiousness of 
the English parliament. This object was honestly 
avowed in his public letter ; and the avowal, being taken 
as a compliment by the estates, provoked from tlieir 
gratitude a declaration of abhorrence of "all principles 
" and positions contrary or derogatory lo the king's 
" sacred, supreme, soverei<rn, aud absolute power and 
" authority.",. He asked for the revenue whicli had been 
enjoyed by his brother: they annexed the excise to the 
crown of Scotland for ever, and made him " a dutilul 
" oiler" of 260,000'. yearly, during his life : he called on 
them to support the established church (that church, be 
• Wodra*. 11.397—807. 
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it rememberec!, was not presbjterian, but epiBCOpaliao), 
and they passed a moat iKirbarous axst, not only ratifying 
all former statutes for the security and liberty of the true 
church of God, but also impowng the penalty of death on 
the preachers at the home, and both preachers and 
hearerB at the field, conventicles', and compelling tho 
inhabitaDta of any parish, where a miniater should be 
murdered, to provide for the suppoi't of his fduiily ac- 
cording to the discretion of the privy council: he had 
exhorted them to put down rebels and assassins ; and 
they enacted that all persons should take the test under 
the penalty of an arbitrary fine ; made it treason to frtve 
or take the two covenants, and to own, or refuse to dis- 
own, the apologetic declaration ; ordered that in the 
processes then depending before the justiciary, in cases 
of treason, or conventicles, or church irregularities, every 
person refusing to ^ive an answer should be punished as 
if he were guilty of the crime, respecting which he was 
interrogoled ; and lastly they passed an act of security 
and indemnity in favour of the privy council, the secret 
commitlee, the judges, themilitary officers, and all com- 
missioners hilherlu employed in the proseuutiiin of those 
who are denominated rebels and assassins. There can 
be no doubt that in these enactments there was much to 
reprehend, much that trenched on the rights of tho 
subject, that opened a way to barbarous punishniGnts, 
and gave encouragement to oppression on the part of Che 
council : in apiilogy it may be observed that they took 
place at a time when either a hostile armament was at 
sea, or a civil war was actually raging in the interior of 
the kingdom f. 

In England the convocation of a parliament (no parlia- 
ment had been called during the last five years) was hailed 
with joy by all parties. It was followed by a proclamar 
tion announcing that the king intended to he crowned on 
St. George's day, a measure which, though it had been

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BOggosted to him bj a motive of personal interest, gave 
an additional impulse to his popularity. It had been for 
centuries a prevalent opinion that a new king, before his 
coronation, was sovereign only in a very qualified sense ; 
and that he must be an anointed king to come into full 
Md indisputable possession of all the prerogatives of roy- 
alty. Hence, aware of the antipathy of the majority of 
hb subjects to the religion which he had just embraced, 
he was anxious to provide for the stability of his throne by 
the reception of this rite. But how could he, mthtlie 
zeal of a convert to the Roman oathoHo creed, submit to 
receive a religoua conseoration from the prelates of a hos- 
tile church! or how could he promise upon oath to keep 
and preserve the legal rights of those prelates and of that 
hostile church ? To many of his co-religionists this seemed 
an insurmountable difficulty ; but he found eaauiBta willing 
to pronounce in his favour, and to furnish him with a pre- 
cedent in the conduct of Si^smund, prince of Sweden, who, 
though a catholic, had received the rite of consecration 
from the Lutheran archbishop of Upsal. On the feast of 
St. George, the king and queen were crowned by the 
hands of arehhishop Sancroft, in Westminster Abbey, after 
the usual form, but with the omission of the communion 
s rvi and a f w minor ceremonies, which were confess- 
dly f mod n origin, and had been introduced since tho 
E f m This act of condescension on his part gave 

g ral f tion ; yet many looked with suspidon on 

th fet 1 ty w th which be had sworn, without any quali- 
fi at to k p and preserve the rights of the churoh ; 
and h m B afterwards ohai^d him with deliberate 

perjury, as if he had taken the oath with a fixed resolu- 
tion of violating it aftervfards. But it is hardly credible 
that at the very time when he felt so anxious a dewre to 
win the good will of the great body of hia suhjeota, he 
should contemplate an act of perjury which must inevi- 
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tably aerer their affection from him for eTer. More prob- 
ably he had persuaded himself that no erent would sub- 
Beqvienlly happen to bring the rights claimed by the church 
into direct o<illision with those rights which he, in quaUty 
of sovereign claimed for himself os rights iodefeasiMj in-

During th h t terv 1 betw n the ctjronation and 
the optem g fp Im tth pblo mind was occupied 
with th tn d p lal m t f Titua Oates, who had 
distinguished h If th list i^, as arch-informer 
with re pect t th p te d d pojiali plot. In Hilary 
term he h d p! d d t g Ity ti two indictraento for per- 
jury ; but th p d d th f ting Charles caused tba 
trials to b p p ed t th t term, and now they 
came on oco di ly th t f king's bench. He 
was convitted on both mdicfcments, — 1, of peijury, when 
he swore that on the 24th of Ayni, 1678, he had been 
present at a consult of JesolCa, in London, the object of 
■which consult was to devise measures for the murder of 
the king ; and, 2, whea he swore that in the months of 
August and September of the same year he had been 
present, and had witnessed several treasonable acts com- 
mitted by Ireland the Jesuit. Ilia guilt was proved be- 
yond the possibility of doubt ; and the court, in passing 
judgment, lamented that he could not be made to suffer 
death in atonement for the innocent blood which his per- 
juries had caused to be shed. He was condemned to pay 
a fine of one thousand marks on each indictment, to be 
alript of his canonical habit, to be twice publicly whipped, 
once from Aldgate to Newgate, and, two days later, from 
Newgate to Tyburn, and to stand, every year of his life, 
five Mmes in the pillory. By some he is said to have 
suffered his punishment in silence, and with a resolu- 
tion which was thought supernatural ; by others that his 
cries and shrieks harrowed beyond endurance the feelings 
of the spectators. There still e^ted many, especially 
among the more fiinatical sectaries, who clung to a be- 
lief in the popish plot; maintiuning that the discloEures of 
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Oal«s, though perhaps erroneous in a few circum- 
Btanoea of time and plaee, were substantially true. 
These, revering him as a martyr to the protestant 
cause, attributed the proseoudon to the king's antipar 
thy to the reformed creed. But such insinuations met 
with little credence. The popularity of the monarch 
was too firmly estahtiahed to he shaken through the 
legal punishment of a man convicted of the most alro- 

The parliament met on the appointed day, and James, 
as soon as the necessary forms had been complied with, 
addressed the two houses in a short speech, which he 
re.id leisurel)' and (listiucily from the throne. He ha^M'T 
made, be said, a declaration to ihe piivy council on the ^^ 
day of his accession ; he now repealed it in parliament, 
and in the very same words, to show that it was not a 
hasty promise suddenly called forlh by the osciiement 
of the moment, hul a fixed purpose, the result of long 
and mature deliberation. He then stated his expect- 
ation, that they would settle on him for life the revenue 
which had been enjoyed by his brother. Their own 
judgment would satisfy them that in this he asked ftir 
nothing which was not required for the benefit of tiade, 
the supputt of the navy, tlie esigencies of the crown, and 
the well-being of government, which ought to stand on 
a sure and stable foundation. To some, perhaps, it 
might appear more politic lo dole out the revenue to him 
in successive portions, and thus place him under the 
necessity of calling fi'equent pirliaments. But such 
persons knew him not : the best way to engtrge him to 
meet them often, would be always to (ise him well. In 
conclusion he informed them that a body of rebels had 
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lately landed in Scotland under the conduct of Ai^yle, 
wlio liad puWUhed (wo dcolarations cliaiging liini with 
usurpation and tyranny. It would be his care that the 
invaders should meet with their reward, it would ha 
theirs to support his government, and establish his 

By later writers this speech has been subjected to a 
most rigorous ordeal. It has been considered as an open 
avowal of the king's contempt for the laiva, as a threat 
that he was prepared to assume arbitrary power, and as 
a bold attempt to intimidate and silence the advocates 
of a free eanstitulion. By those who were present, it 
was heard and understood with very different feelings. 
They did not conceal their satisfaction. At the close of 
each period their shout* tent the air; and subsequently 
both houses wailed in a body on the king to express their 
loyalty and gratitude t. 

They began by assuring him of their support against 
the treasonable projects of Argyle, and by seltlinj; (ha 
revenue in the manner which he had wished. As he 
made no claim in virtue of the prerogative, so they ab- 
stained from any complaint of his having levied the du- 
ties without authority. He told them that tlie despatch 
with which they passed the bill was as j^'ateful to him 
as the bill itself; but in addition circumstances reijuired 
an immediate aid to provide for the equipment of the 
navy, the discharge of his brother's debts, and the extra- 
ordinary expenses to which he was driven by the rebel- 
lion. To James the charge of extravagance had never 
been objected : he was rather parsimonious in his habits, 
and had already reformed the estravayance and manners 
of the court. His wishes were gratified even beyond 
his demand ; and additional duties were laid on wines, 
vinegar, tobacco, and sugar for eight, and on foreign 
linens for five, years J.

questions of considerable interest, under the cover of 
which it was possible to carry on a masked opposition to 
the measures of government. Several of the new char- 
ters had restrieied the right of voting for member! of 
parliament to certain bodies iu the interest of the crown ; 
und it was reported that previous to the recent elections 
the earl of Bath had repaired to Cornwall with thirteen 
charters of that descriplion in his possession. By this 
innovation the ioHuence of the Seymours had been 
greatly weakened in that country; and Mr. Seymour 
touk an early opportunity, the very Rrat debate on tlie 
revenue, to call the attention of the house to that griev- 
ance. He maintained that the new charters were ille- 
gal and invalid; that the right of election still resided 
in those to whom it belonged by ancient usage; and 
that no person returned in opposition to that right 
could be a lawful member of the lower house. There 
never was, he observed, a time in which it could be 
more necessary lo watch over the punty of the repre- 
sentation. The laws, the religion, of the country were 
at stake. There existed an intention of abolishing the 
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test, the great bulwark of protestantism, and thg writ of 

habeas corpus, the chief safeguard against arbitrary 

po«er. If the crown couid control the elections, Iha 

liberties of the nation were forfeited for ever. Hence it 

was his opinion that their first measure should be an 

inquiry into the returns, that they might determine 

whelhertlie house, as it was then constituted, could be 

said faiily and legally to represent the nation.

applying to the king for a remedy, and receLved the sup- 
port of several among the more inrtuentiftl members. 
But it was then a late hour, and the debate was ad- 
journed for two days, when the kin^, sending for the 
house, asked for an additional aid. By this interruption 
Lowther's motion was made to give way to another 
question of more immediate urgency, and, for reasons of 
which we are ignorant, was never aftetivards resQmed *. 
On the same day was debated another question of still 
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higher interest, and even more ciloulated to awaken the 
angry passions of the membeis. Under preleniie of 
dan^ei- to the thurch, it had been proposed in the eom- 
mitlCB for religion to ])etition the king that all the penal 
laws ageinst dissenters should be put Iti imniGdiate exe- 
cution. Though James liad many friends in the eom- 
mittee the motion met with no opposition. He sent for 
Ihem the same evening, complained of their timidily, and 
ordered all who prized his favour to oppose the resolu- 
tion. I'he following morning it was submitted to the 
house, where, lo the surprise of those with whom It ori- 
ginated, it waa condemned as an Insult lo the sovereign, 
whose word it seemed to call in question, as an attempt 
lo impose on the house, whith could not expect the king 
to punish men for professing the same faith with him- 
self, and as a secret manmuvre to excite. In aid of the 
rebels, dissension between the sovereign and his people. 
The frionds of the resolution defended it but faintly: 
it was rejected without a division, and in its place was 
lubstituted a declaration that the housu relied with per- 
fect security on the solemn promise of the king to defend 
and support the estahlishod church which was dearer to 
them than their lives *. 

On these questions the opponents of the court acted 
openly and fati'ly : hut a more astucious leader devised a 
new and extraordinary plan of annoyance. Under the 
mask of attachment to the royal person, he moved that 
all who had formerly voted for the exclusion of Jumes 
from the throne, should rluring his reign he excluded 
themselves from places of trust and emolument. It was 
expected that the majority of the house would eagerly 
snatch at the opportunity of displaying their loyalty, that 
the dissensions of a former period would be revived, and 
that the present favourites, Sunderland and Godolphin, 
who had voted wiih the esclusiunists, would be put on 
their defence. But these n ' ' 
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of the design ; they admonished their partisans to ba 
upon the watch; and the moment the proposal was 
brought forward, it met with so fierce and general an 
opposition, that its authors suffered it to tail to the 
ground*.

'5. Dorsetshire, appeared to give a new stimulus to the loy- 
ally of the parliament. Monmouth was imraedialeiy at- 

ir. tainted, and u price set upon his headt; an additional 
supply of 400,001)^. was granted to the king ; and 

19, a bill for the greater security of the royal person was 
prepared. Such bills, arising out of particular circum- 
stances, and making temporary additions to the origi- 
nal statute of treasons, had heen passed in the reigns of 
Elizabeth and Charles II., but had always been attended 
with some sacrifice of right on the part of the subject 
The present bill seems to have had three objects : to meet 
the difficulty urged at their trials by Riissell and Sydney, 
ttnd for that purpose to make words and writings overt 
acts of treason ; to intimidate the partisans of Monmouth 
by enacting penalties against all who should pranounoe 
him the legitimate son of Charles II. or the heir to the 
crown ; and to check the licentiousness of the press by 
disabling all persons from holding office in church or

8j. established by law J. Seijeant Maynard forcibly objected

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lead to the punishment of iiinooeoce and the commission 
of perjury : facts must he seen, words might be mis- 
understood; and thedetectioii of jjarjuryrespenting facta 
was comparatively easy, respecting words difficult and 
often impossible. Mnynard was overruled : but in con- !„__ 
sequcDce of his objections two provisoes were added, one, 27. 
Ihat no writing or teaching in defence of the doctrine or 
discipline of the established church against popery or 
other dissenting opinions should be considered an ofTenco 
within the meaning of the act ; the other, that the ijitbr- 
matioo should be laid within forty-eij^ht hours after the 
words spoken, or the fact discovered, thut the prosecution 
should liegin within sis months after the offeace, and 
that the indictment should follow within the three suh- 
setjuent months. In this state the bill passed ihe com- 29. 
mons : but the proceedings of Monmouth began to claim 
the whole attention of government; James requested 
the memliers to repair lo their homes, and watch over 
the public tranquillity, and the two houses separaied by j„iy 
adjournment, that the bills already in progress might 2. 
not be lost by a prarogatioii *. 

The bouse of lords, where James in iinilotion of his May 
deceased brother was coiiatanliy in attendance, dis- ^^■ 
played.ils loyalty by joining with eagerness in the dif- 
ferent voles and bills ii-ansmitlfld from the commons. 
On the first day of the session the earls of Powis, 
Danby and Tyrone, with the lords Aruiidell and Be- 
lasyse, mode their personal appearance at ihe har, and 
ohtained a final discharge. In addition the house re- 
scinded the former order stating that impeachments by 
the hoAiae of commons did not abate by the prorogation 
or dissolution of parliament i-.

They were 
men who looked on themselves as martyrs in ihe cause 
of religion and liberty, who gave to the praiended reve- 
lations of Titns Gates the credence due to the best au- 
thenticated testimony, and who never suffered a doubt

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to rise in their mhds of the existence of a popish con- 
spiracy to eradicate the profession of protestantism, and 
establish as a necessury consequence the sivay of arbi- 
trary [lower boih in England and Scollaiid. The progress 
of that conspiracy had. indeed, been checked by the 
executions in 1678 and the subsequent years; but the 
mystery of iniquity was still working in darkness ; it had 
acquired new facilities of carrying on its design ; it was 
fostered by the indolence or connivance of the king, and 
by the apathy of the people, who were "intoxicated by 
*' ease from war and taxes, and a free course of traffic 
" and trade." The death of Charles was taken by them 
as a confirmation of those notions. He had most cer- 
tainly been poisoned by the pajiists ; the same factinn 
had raised his brother James to the ihrone ; and, should 
that prince have leisure to consolidate his power by 
raising a military foree, I'elifzion and liberty would in- 
evitably be banished from Uie two kingdoms, and not 
only (him them but from every country in Europe, 
which dared to profess the reformed creed. From such 
premises (hey drew the conclusion that no time was to 
he lost ; that an immediate opportunity should be of- 
fered <o the people of England and Scoiland of rallying 
round tlio standard of protestantism and ri'cedom, and 
that the duke of Monmouth and the eari of Argjle, as 
their natural leaders, should be invited to aid them with 
their counsel and concurrence. Messengers with these 
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approbation of Charles, set at defianco the n 
of James and the reraonstranoes of the amhassador. 
But on the accession of ihe new kioi; the prospect was 
changed, William saw the necessitj of propitiating his 
father-iO'Iaw, nnil Monmouth, after several seci'et con- 
fereni«s wilU the favourite Bentinck, withdrew pi-ivately 
to Brussels, where he sought to persuade himself, in the 
company of his misti-ess, Henrietla Wentworth, that the 
quiel eujoyment of a retire<I life was preferable to the 
turmoils and disappointments of amWtion. But the 
nrrival of the messenger from the exiles dissipated the 
delusion, and revived liis former hopes and projects. He 
repaired to them at Rotterdam, approved of their plans, 
offered to risk his life in the common cause, and ex- 
pressed his readiness either to accompany the English to 
Enjjland, or to serve as a volunteer under Argj-le in the 
expedition to Scotland*. 

3, Arpyle raanifesled less pliancy of dspostion 
After his escape to Holland he had tl d -awn from 
public notice to Leeu warden, where he f u d the means 
of maintaining an active corresponde ce v tl h s fr ds 
in Scotland, and of making secret preparat ons to re 
\eage himself at some propitious moment on his enemies 
in both kingdoms. Hia English friends had already 
supplied him with a considerable sum of money, said to 
be the donation of a rich widow in Holland, and the 
intelligence of the king's death summoned him to Am- 
sterdam, where he purchased a ship, and arms, and 
ammunition. Thenca he folioned the messenger to Rot- 
terdam, not, as ho had persuaded himself, to consult but 
to command. He explaine<l his prepaialions to the ex- 
iles, bade them commit themselves to his guidance, and 
thai the {irlDC, <o fhjgr Monmniith. com^Urd Ihs (irinrrsi la li^arn In 
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proposed to sail without ilelny to Scotland. He was, 
however, embarrussed by the presence of Monmouth, of 
nhose pretensions he betrayed tonsideiable jealousy. 
But the two chieftains met in prirate, adjusted their re- 
spective claims, and ^reed that there should be two ex- 
peditions, one consisting of English adventurers UDder 
Monmouth to land in England, the other of Scots under 
Argyle to try their fortune in Scotland*. 

3. There remained, however, a third party, whose con- 
curwHce was necessary, the exiles themselves. They 
were generally men of republican principles, who felt no 
particular reverence for the superiority of hereditary 
rank, nor cared to expose themselves to danger for the 
mere purpose of setting up one monarch in the place of 
another. Before they would move, tliey drew tVom Mon- 
mouth, though he stitl gave himself out fur the legiti- 
mate son of his father, a solemn promise not to take the 
title of king, unless it were advised by his associates as 
requisite for their common success: and, even in that 
case to resign it afterwards, and to content himself with 
such rank as the nation should judge an adequate re- 
ward for his services +. Argyle was more obstinalo. 
He hod already, and without their aid, farmed a plan of 
invasion : his birth and exertions gave him. in his 
opinion, a title to their obedience; and the prediction of 
ftn astrologer had dazzled his imagination with inilis- 
tinct but flattering visions of future greatness. Con- 
ferences, disputes, and explanations followed: at lastj^ril 
necessity compelled him lo submit; and he sealed him- /. 



tbe SniliJtli. " He ( Miinmnuih) tuuh rinp ruMvnstiuiii In tli« pfx-nn 
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self at the board as one uf twelve eounsellora with sir 
John Cochnine for iheir praeses or chairnian. They 
conslituted themaeivesa supreme cooneilfor coiiilueting 
the enterprise, with authority lu add to their number, 
after their arrival in Scotland; appointed the earl of 
Ai-gyle general of the ai'my, "with as full power as 
" was usually given to generals by the free slates in

In the mean time Monmouth having received strong 
assurances of support from his adherents in England, 
pawned his jewels to make the necessary preparations, 
and Argyie added two more ships to that which he hod 
previously purnliased. Each party composed a mani- 
festo adapted to the particular circumstances of the re- 
spective countries, which was communicated to the other, 
and subsequently amended, till it obtaiiied the appro- 
bation of both. To preserve the union between them, 
two Enghshmen, Ayblfe the lawyer, and Rumhold the 
maltsler, both of Rye-house notoriety, were attached to 
the Scotfish, and two Scots, Fletcher of Saltoun, and 
Ferguson the minister, to the English expedition. They 

April separated : Monmouth promineii to follow within six 

28. days, and the Scots, in number about three hundred 

men, proceeded to their ships in the Texeh It was in 

vain that the English envoy demanded their arrestation 

on the faith of treaties: through the connivance of the 

May Dutch authorities they were permitted to pass the Ulie

6. On the fourth day the adventurers with a fair wind

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reached Cairston in the Orkneys, where Spei 
earl's secretary, and Blackadder the surgeon, wei 
prisoners by the natives* ; nn unfortunJw 
Bs it revealed lo the council in Edinburgh the strength 
and the destination of the expedition, and taught tbem , . 
to prepare for the reception of the invaders. A procla- .f^ 
mation bad already ordered the kingdom to be put in a Muy 
posture of defence ; and the vassals of Argyle had been 7, 
compelled to deliver hostages for their fidelity ; now 14, 
bodies of militia and regulars were despatched info the 
western shires ; several frigates sailed for the isles, and 
ail suspected persons were impiisoned unless they gave 
security for their loyal behaviour. In the mean time '" 
At^yle, taking with him four of the natives as hostages for 
the lives of the captives, continued his voyai^e from the "■ 
Orkneys, and landing in Lorn and afterwards in Cantire, 
published in both plares the declaration, which he 
brought with him from Holland. It stated at great 
length, and in most inflammatory languajre, all the 
grievances real or imaginary of the reign of Charles II., 
attributed them to " a i-onspii-acy between popery and 
" tyranny, which had been evidently disclosed by the 
" cutting off of the late king, and the asrending of the 
" duke of York to the throne," pronounced ihat prince 
incapable of giving the security indispensably required 
of him before his entry on the government, and de- 
clared that their object was two-fold, first, the restoration 
of the true protestant religion, by " the perpetual ex- 
" elusion of popery, of its most bitter root and offspring 
" prelacy, and of its new and nicked head the supre- 
" macy,"' and secondly, the replacing of all men in their 
just rights and liberties; that they would never enter 
into capitulation or treaty with the said duke of York, 
and would indemnily all persons, even their former 
enemies, who should assist them against a persecuting

May tjTint, and an apostate party. At Tiirbet he published 
2'- a second declaration, displaying his own vironga, llis for- 
mer patience under oppression, and tlie leason of hia 
present appearance in arms, and immediately sent mes- 
sengers with the fiery cross in all directions to summon 
his former vaaaals to the aid of their natural lord *. 

It would exhaust the patience of the reader to detail the 
subsequent particulars of this ill-coficerted jind ill-fated 
enpedition. Few were [bund to rally round the boasted 
standard of religion and liberlv; Ihe Cameronians, though 
they renewed their renunciation of the government of 
James, could not in conscience support a cause owned hy 
men of a different interest from their own ; and each day 
was marked by new disappoinimenia, and new causes of 
dissension between the earl and his assoeialea. He re- 
lied on the atlachment of his cbnsmen in the highlands ; 
the council of exiles on the deep resentment and more 
obstinate character of the bwlanders ; he sought to clear 
his own country of tlie enemy ; they demanded to be led 
into the western counties, which had so long been the 
tbeatw of religious persecution. The controreray was 
determined by tlie appearance of a hostile fleet on the 
coast ; and Aryvle having piloted his vessels through 
the narrows, and left his stores with a garrison of one 
June hundred and fifty men in the castle of Ellengreg, de- 
1<*- parted with the rest of bis force, intending to fight his 
way to the city of Glasgow. At high water the king's 
ships under sir Thomas Hamilton passed in safety be- 
tween the rocks : the garrison fled before a single gun 
li had been Bred ; and the vessels of the invaders, the fouc 
' hostages, five thousand stand of arms, three hundred 
barrels of powder, and the earl's standard with the iii- 
seription "Against Popery. Prelacy, and Erasiiamani," 
fell into the hands of the royalists+.

Level) : but wherever lie directel h s ma b he fou d '^ 
himself opposed or fullawe'l b} St ung b I e of e ula a 
and militia. Driven from the duect road, he attempted 
totiiread his way among the hdls and tnoraases; but 
his fullowers deserted him ; his force dwindled hiim two 
thousand to five hundred meu ; and, during the dark- 
ness of the ni^'ht, Argyle himself, either by his own 
counsel or at the suggestion of his friends, deemed it 
prudent to withilraw. Accompanied by FuUarton, he "■ 
re-crossed the Clyde, but was overtaken and made pri- 
soner at the water of the ford of Inohanan. Of the men, 
whom he had abandoned, about one hundred, the volun- 
teers from Holland, resumed their march, passed the 
Clyde in boats, and maintained a sharp skirmish with 
the royalists at Lulon-bridge. Here they heard of the 
capture of their leader, and, despairing of success, lied 
during the night in various directions. Thus ended this 
unfortunate expedition *. 

Thirty-fli*e years heCore (so it was reported) Argyle 
from a private window in Edinburgh had giatifled his 
retengc with the sight of the indignities heaped on the 
unfortunate marquess of Montrose. It was now his 
doom to meet with a similar recsption. Bareheaded, ^ 
with his*onds tied behind him, and preceded by the 
hangman, he was made to pass under the same gate, 
and through the same streets, to the castle. The judg- 
ment pronounced on him in 1681 was still in force, and 
the council waited only for the royal permission lo put 
it into execution. His conduct as an insurrectionary 
leader had been marked by want of judgment and deci- 
sion : but as a prisoner under a capital sentence, he dls- 
plajed a serenity and firmness of mind, wiiieh extorted 
Ihe praise of his bitterest enemies. Of the lawfulness of 
his late attempt he cherished a firm conviction: it was

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justified by the recollection of the wronft* which ho had 
8ufferi?d, nnd by the prospect of the calamities whieh to 
his apprehension the reijjn of James would inflict on the 
three Itingdoms ; and the cause, in which he was about 
to lay down his life, was, he could not doubt it, the cause 
of his country. Nerved by these considerations, he 
mounted the scaffold with the high feelings of a martyr, 
June forgave all his enemies, and uttered with his last breath 
30. an indignant testimony against " popery and prelacy and 
" ali superstition whaCsomever *." 

Among his fellow captives the principal were his two 
sons, sir John Cochrane, and Ayioffe and Rumboid, His 
sons were banished ; Cochrane by an ingenuous confes- 
sion to tlie king obtained his pardon ; but Ayloffe's 
obstinasy or fideiily was proof against the offer of life, 
and. after a fruitless attempt al suicide, he suffered in 
England the death of a traitor. Rumhold, who had 
served as a private in the parliamentary army, and as 
an officer under Cromwell, was brought before the court 
of justiciary, where he indignantly denied the first part 
of the charge against hira, that he bad conspired the 
death cf Charles II. and his brother at the Rye-house 
farm, but acknowledged the second part, that he had 
been the associate of Argyle in his lale attempt. He re- 
26. ceived judgment, and was executed the sanie after- 

Monmouth had engaged to follow Argyle in the course 

of six days ; yet three weeks elapsed before he left 

May Amsterdam, a whole month before he joined the expe-

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dition riding at the mouth of the Texet. It consisted of 
a frigate of thirty-two guns, with four smull tenders, of 
which one was detained by the Dutch authorities, and 
of eighty exiles, accompanied by an equal number of 
servants or followers. Witli this inconsiiierahle force 
the unfortunate adventurer undertook to win the crowns 
of three kingdoms; hut his hopes were buoyed up with 
the expectation that multitudes would hasten to liis 
standard ; and under this persuasiou he carried with 
him, instead of soldiers, equipments for an army of 
cavalry and infantry to the amount of five thousand 

The boisterous state of the weather had relaxed lhe„ 
vigilance of the royal cruisers; and Monmouth seized ^^ 
a favourable moment to set sail, siole unobserved down 
the Channel, and on the 1 1th of June appeared in Iront'""* 
of the small port of Lyme in Dorsetshire.

" land.'' In this instrument, (the tone and acrimony of 
which betrayed its real author, Ferguson the minister,) 
James is pronounced an usurper, and therefore desig. 
nated by his Ibrmer title of duke of York ; the whole 
course of his life is described as " one continued con- 
" spiracy against the reformed religion and the ri^^hts 
" of the nation ;" and to him are attributed the burning 
of London, the confederacy against the pratestant state 
of Holland, the support of the popish plot, the murder 
of Godfrey, the subornation of witnesses to swear away

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the lires of the patriots, the asaasai nation of the earl of 
Eiiaex, and of those who were privy to that assassination, 
and the dissolution of several siii^ceeding parliaments, 
that tliey might not biini^ him to justice, and niake hira 
suSer the putiishment due to these crimea. From his 
offences during tbe lifu of the late king, the dei^laration 
passes lo those which he committed " after he had 
** snatched the crown from the head of his brother." He 
had authorized the practice of idolatry, he had invaded 
the property of every Englishman hy levying taxes with- 
out authority, he had polluted the fountains of justice 
by placing on the bench men who were a scandal to the 
bar, he had packed juries, had granted illegal charters, 
and had converted the fences against tyranny into the 
means of establishing despotism. On all these accounts 
the duke of Monmouth and his associates declare war 
against him as a murderer, a traitor, and a tyrant, and 
engage never to admit of any accommodation with him, 
but to continue the war till they shall have liraugiTt him 
and all his adherents lo condign punishment. 

It then proceeds to describe the object of the invaders. 
They intend to establish the protest an I religion "beyond 
" all probability of its being supplanted ;" to aboiish all 
penal laws against protestant dissenters, and all san- 
guinary laws against any religionists whatacover; to 
procure annual parliamenia, which cannot ba dissolved, 
or prorogued, or adjourned, before petitions have been 
answered and grievances redressed ; lo have upright 
judges, holding their places during their good behaviour, 
and subject to tbe approbation of parliament ; to restore 
the anc^ient charters, to repeal the militia and corpora- 
tion acts, lo place the choice of sheriffa in the freeholders 
of the counties, and to allow no standing army but by the 
anthcrity of parliament. 

In conclusion it charges the kins withhaving, in order 
to expedite the idolatrous and bloody designs of the 
papists, to gratify his own boundless ambition, a.id to 
prevent all inquiry into the murder of the earl of Essex, 
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poisoned his late brotlier, a brother who loved him so 
as to endanger his own erown to save him from punish- 
ment; wherefore the duke of Monmouth, in revenge of 
tho horrid and barbarous parricide committed upon his 
father, will pursue the said James duke of York as a 
morlal and bloody enemy, and will endeavour to have 
justice executed upon him. Not that Monmouth dovh 
at present tnsiat on his own title— that he leaves to the 
wisdom, justice, and authority of parliament— bui he 
acts as head and cap tain -general of the pioteslant forces 
of the kingdom, and in that quality be piMmises to pro- 
mote the passing into laws of all the impi-ovenients pre- 
viously mentioned, that it may never more be in the 
power of a single man to subvert the rights and liberties 
of the people*. 

When Monmouth published this declaration, so in- 
temperate in its language, so slanderous in its assertions, 
he must have been intoxicated with the assurance of 
success, or have made up his mind to conquer or die. 
From the king it is evident that after such wanton and 
bitter provocation he could expect no mercy. Neither 
was it calculated to make a favimrable impression on the 
public. 'ITie falseliood and enormity of many of the 
charges shocked the feelings of considerate men: the 
liberty offered to dissenters and the allusion to hia own 
claim united against him the friends of the established 
church and those of hereditary descent ; and the notion 
that he aspired to the ci-own, a notion which his affected 
moderation served rather to confirm than discounte- 
nance, taught thousands to stand aloof, whom their pre- 
dilection for a commonwealth would otherwise have 
collected round his banners. Not a nobleman, not a 
gentleman of interest or opulence openly ventnred to 
declare in his favour. But the religious and politicai 
prejudices of the populace were excited: they ciowiled 
to offer their services ; arms were distributed, companies

Previously, however, two events had happened, cal- 
culated to make liim think seriously on the want of 
discipline and subordination among his followers. 1. The 
two men, on whose immediate services he chieHy relied, 
were Fletcher of Saltoun in Scotland, and Dare of 
Taunton in Somersetshire. The intrepidity of Fletcher 
had been proved in several encounters, ihe superiority 
of his military knowledge was universally acknowledged. 
Dare had once been agoldsraith at TaunWn; afterwards, 
in quality of a hroker at Amsterdam, he had conducted 
the correspundence between the malcontents in both 
countries; and now he held the oBic'es of secretary and 
paymaster, and had proved his influence among his 
countrymen by inducing forty horsemen to join the army 
13, the day after landiiig. It happened that Dare made his 
appearance at their head on a beautiful and spirited 
charger, better adapted in the opinion of Fletcher forilie 
use of a military officer than of a civilian. Tlie Scot 
seized and claimed tlie horse : Ihe secretary resisted, and 
in the struggle whs shot with a pistol through the head. 
Tlie new levies instantly assembled, and demanded the 
punishment of ihe assassin ; and Monmouth, to screen 
him tToia their vengeance, placed Fletcher under arrest, 
sent him on board one of his vessels, and ordered the 
captain to sail to the coast of Spain. This unto-jrard 
occurrence was a subject of regret and a source of mis- 
fortune to the duke; It deprived liim both of the only 
officer to whom he could safelytrust the military com- 
mand, and also of a man who possessed the most exten- 
sive intluence among the lower classes of the natives'*. 
2. A body of four hundred men under the t^minaad

conduct of major Wade, who repeated y t med on he 
pursuers, the retreat was effected with inconsiderable 
loss : but the skirmielt proved to the conviction of the 
duke that little reliance waii to be placed on the military 
prowess of lord Grey, or on Ihe steadiness of men 
unused lo the casualties of a field of battle *. 

In no part of England liad the fan-itieol and anti- 
monarchical principles, which prevailed under the com- 
nionwealth, taken deeper root than in Dorsetshire and 
Devonshire. If their growth had been checked by the 
restoration, they were still kept alhc by religious perse- 
cuti<m : and it was welt known that the great bwly of 
the inhabitants, a haidy and turbulent race, clierished a 
strong antipathy to ihe existing jroveroment, and were 
ready to rise at the call of any man, who should profesa 
to fight the battle of the Lo d BKainst popery and arbi- 
trary power. Hence it was to them that the council of 
six in the last reign bad loL'ked for their principal sup- 
port in the event of an insurrection, and among them 
that Monmouth had now determined to seek an army of 
resolute and enthusiastic followers. From Lyme he 
hastened to Taunton, a rich and populous town, where 
lie was received with loud acclamations, as the saviour 
of the country. The inhabitants presented him with a 
Bland of colours richly embroidered ; twenty young 
maidens, in their gayest atlire, came In [.recession 
to offer him a naked sword and a pocket bible, and [he 
duke assured them in return, that his chief object was to 
defend the truths contained in ihat sacred book, and to 
Boal them, if it were necessary, with his blood. But

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this flattering reMption revived hia ambilion, and he 
began to feel uneasy under the promise whioh had been 
extorted from him at Rotlevdam, and which he liad so 
recently pubUshed in his dedaration. It was asked in 
council whether, eonaidering all the circuaistdnoes, it 
were not expedient and neeessnry that he should assume 
the insignia of royalty ; the republicans found them- 
selves outvoted by his favourites and Hatturers; and the 
adventurer look on himself by solemn proclamation the 
pg title of king Janaea II Nor did he delay to exerciBe 
). his new powers He touched children for the e*il, 
declared the duke of Albemarle, who laj with a body 
■ of militia at a short distance, a traitor*, pronounced the 
two houses of pailiE.ient, unless they should disperse 
within ten days, seditious assemblies, ordered the cua- 
toms and excise lo be levied for his service and set a 
price on the head of the usurper of the crown, James 
duke of York +. 

That prince, though cheered by the \otes of pailia- 
mont, was not witliout stiong grounds of disquietude. 
He dared not trust the deoi'^ion of the contest to the 
militia of the counties, whosefidehty wis as doubtful, as 
their inexpeiieneo «as certain of the reguiar fone, 
which in the whole kingdom did not exceed five thousand 
men, a great portion watt required to awe the metropolis, 
in which it was supposed that Monmouth had a con- 
siderable party, and where two hundred suspected per- 
sons were plaeed under arrest as a measure of precau- 
tion ; and in the three Scottish regiments, which were 
sent to his assistance by the States, it was discovered 
that many of the officers had been previously seduced 
from their allegiance by the exiles. Unable for the mo- 
ment to arrest the progress of his opponent, he gave tiie 
command to lord Feversham, with instructions lo secure

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Bristol, but not to ha/ari) a battle without a regular 
force; ordered iba bodrPs of militia to surrounJ the 
enemy at convenient distance-, that they mi[>ht clieck 
his motions, and inturcept In:, supplies; and gave the 
Seottish regiments lo undeislond tliat, as soon as they 
had recevered from the fatigue of their voyage, thoy 
should proceed to the defence of their own country *. 

Monmoutli, on the other hand, reaped little benelit 
from the assumplion of royalty. He wandered from 
plai'e to place without any apparent object. No person 
of quality offered his services ; his friends in the capital 
and the country remained quiet ; Bath and Bristol 
refused to admit him within their gates; and, if the 
militia constantly retired before him, yet his rear was as 
constantly pressed by several si|uadroiis of cavalry. 
Despondency succeeded to confidence; he became fret- 
ful, melancholy, and indolent ; and, when he I'eceived 
at Frome the news of the fate of Arjiylo, he ex.'laimed 
that his last hope was gone, and in an agony of despair June 
proposed to the principal officers to desert their followers 27. 
in the night, ride to the nearest sea-port, seize on a 
boat, and commit themselves to the mercy of 11 e winds 
and waves. But from this uniiorthy counse' he was 
liverted by the spirited expostulation of lord Griy, who, 
irhatever he mii;ht be in the field, showed no want of 
anergy in the cabinet After several contradictory reso- 
lutions, it was resolved to cross the Avon at Keynsham- 
bridge, the Severn at Gloucester, and to marah along 
'he right bank of the last river till they should be joineil 
ly their friends tl'om Cheshire : hut Venner and Mason, 
:wo of his most distiuguuhed partisans, dissenting from 
his advice, and conceiving themselves reLeased from 
heir obligation to him, made their escape t. 

The rebel army returned to Bridgewater. Feveraham, 
rith about two thousand regulars, and a smaller body of 
nilitia, reached Somerton. On the Sunday morning he leffe 
Jiat town, and quartering bis cavalry in the village of Wes-

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ton, ordered the in&ntry to encamp in front of two hamleta 
on the eiteDsive swamp of Sedgemoor. Monmouth saw that 
his projected escape into Wales had been antidpated. Some 
one suggested an attack upon the royal array in the dead of 
the night. It was indeed a dangerous expedient to be at- 
tempted with a mass of undisciplined followers ; but, con- 
sidering the distances at which the divisions of the army lay 
from each other, it ofiered a chance of success, and, after 
some deliljeration, was adopted. Late in the evening Mon- 
mouth ted his men in silence out of Bridge water, and took a 
very circuitous route, to avoid the patrols on the accustomed 
road. Suon after midnight he reached the edge of the moor, 
which, fortunately for his purpose, was covered with a dense 
fog. His guides led him ^thfuliy to the causeway, across two 
wide and deep trenches which intersected the moor. There 
still remdned a tliird to be passed ; but by this lime the alarm 
had been given, and every preparation had been made to re- 
ceive the assailants. The duke ordered the lord Grey to 
chaise into the camp at the head of the cavalry. Will the 
reader believe, as was aftecwards pretended, that the guide 
had concealed from them the existence of the third trench 
and causeway ! Yet Grey carefully avoided the causeway, 
and rode along the margin of the trench, as if he wore in 
search of a fijrd ; but a volley of musketry from the oppo- 
site bank threw his men into confusion ; they turned, fled, 
and, after a skirmish in the dark with their own infantry, 
entirely dispersed. Another body, of three squadrons, under 
colonel Jones, had followed the first. . They made a gallant 
attempt to force the passage of the ditch, but were repulsed, 
and formed again at a distance. Monmouth, as soon as the 
action began, ordered the ibot to advance with the utmost 
expedition : thoy halted at the distance of eighty paces irom 
the enemy, and continued to fire for a conaderable time, 
though they were answered only by the royal artillery. In 
the meanwhile Feversham had bro gl t th ,& i y f m

the insurgents, afte h t t (« with scyth nd 
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the butt-ends of their muskets, were broken ; and the 
moor waa covered wilh scattered parlies of runaways 
and pursuers in every directions. The victors lost three 
hundred men in killed and n-ounded : of the van- 
quished five hundred fell on the field, and thrice that 
number were made prisoners*. 

It might have been expected that Monmouth, aware 
of the doom which must be his lot. if he should fall into 
the hands of his enemies, would have preferred to 
perish in the company of the brave men, whom he had 
induced to risk their lives in his service. But he was 
already several miles from the field of battle. Under 
the persuasion that his followers, however numerous, 
were unable to cope with a disciplined force, he had 
pioced all his hopes of success on the confusion which 
might be created by a nocturnal surprise ; and the 
moment he learned from lord Grey that the royalists 
were on their guai'd, and had repulsed the cavaliy, he 
left the army under the covert of darkness, and in the 
company of Grey and Busse, an oifirer formerly in the 
service of the elector of Brandenberg, proceeded at full 
gallop along (he road leading to the north. From the 
summit of an eminence they turned to lake a last tiew 
of the field, witnessed the sanguinary defeat of their 
adherents, and, resuming their pace, hastened to the 
Mendip-hilis, where they disguised their persons, and 
turned towards the New Forest, in ihc hope of procur- 
ing on that coast some conveyance beyond the sea. On 
Cranborn Chase they quitted their horses, and, letting 
them loose, jiroceeded on font. But the result of the 
action at Seiljjerauof was already known ; and parties of 
cavalry from Kinj;wood and Pool were scourinj; the 
country to prevent the escape of the fugitives. Early 
in the morning lord Grey and the guide were made pri-

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July soners at tlic junction of two cross-roads : Monmouth 
'■ and Busse bad time to burst through a hedpi, and con- 
ceal themselves in the fields: but Ihey had been seen 
by a woman, who gave information ; lord Luniley and 
colonel Portman, the commanding officers, agi'eed to 
divide Ihe reward, 5vaQl., between their respective par- 
ties ; a line of sentinels was drawn in a circle round the 
spot ; and the rest of the men were employed to heat the 
enclosures. During the remainder of the day the two 
fugitives eluded the search of the pursuers; but at Ave 
the next morning the Brandenburgiier was laken, who 
owned that he had parted from the duke only four hours 
before. At seven, Monmouth himself was discovered, 
8> lyinj; in a diich, and covered with fern. The captors 
conducted him to Kingwood, whence, after two days' 
repose, he was removed to the iiapitttl*. 

From the timidity of Monmouth in the flold, it could 
not be expected that he would face with steadiness tlip 
death which nowawaiietlhimon the scaffold. By the act 
of attainder he was already condemned, and could have no 
hope of life but from the pity or generosity of the king. 
But what claim had he on tliat prince ? Twenty months 
had not elapsed since he had obtained the pardon of 
James on a solemn promise to be the first to draw the 
swoi-d in defence of his rights ; and yet he had ungrate- 
fully levied an army ajiainst him, had set the crown on 
his own head, had publicly declared the king a mur- 
derer, a tyrant, a d n p ad had announced to 
the world that on aci. f I mes he would pursue 
hiin to the death. St U Ih f e of this provocation, 
the love of life ta jth h m t to despair, and from 
Kingwood he wrot t J me a pphcatory letter, ex- 
pressive of his d p m f his ingratitude and 
rebellion, atlribut g t bl m he counsels of "false 
" and horrid " companions , and soliciting the fovour of 
a personal interview, as much for the king'e sake as for

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his own. He had that to reveal whi«h he could not 
commit to paper, that which would secure to the 
monarch a long and happy reign. A single word, did 
he dare write it, would be sufficient to prove his repen^ 
ante for the past, and his loyally for the future. To this 
letter he added two others of similar import, one to 
Rochester, the favourite minisler, and another lo the 
queen dowager, who had repeatedly interceded in his 
iavour with ihe last soiereign *. 

Monmouth, on his arrival in London, was conducted, July 
incompany with Grey, to tlie apanmentofChifBnich at '3- 
Whiljihall. After dinner, having his arms loosely tied 
behind him he was intioduced to the king, who i-e- 
ceived him m the presenue of Sunderland and Middle- 
ton, the two aecrelaiies of state He threw himself on 
his knees, ind implored fora;iveness m the most passion- 
ate terms but to Jiraes his piotestalions of remorse 
and attachment appetied too lehentent and' extrava- 
gant to deserve credit and his solicitations for I'ife too 
abject for one «ho boasted of Joyal blood in his veins, 
and had undertaken to act the part of a king. In ex- 
tenuation of his offLncK he urtjed that he had boon 
deceived by messages ftom England and by the advice 
of Che exiles in Holland on iilom he liberally bestowed 
the appellation of rogues and i Hams The declaration 
had been composed by Fe gusun and the royal title bad 
been forced upon htm a^icmst hts own judgment and 
inclination This he siid in general : what particular 
information he communicated did not transpire; but 
BO much is certain that he made no disclosure answer- 
able lo the prete sions set forth m his letter. He then 
threw himself a second time on his knees, supplicating 
for mercy ; but James replied, that by usurping the title 
of king he had rendered himself incapable of pardon ; 
and, reminding him of his early education under the 
" " ■ s in Paris, requested to know if he wished for 
1072. Dou. Cl»[. CorrMji, [. 143. EUii, Hi 343. B«. 
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the aid of a cathalic priest? Monmouth instantly 
asked, Was there then no hope ? but the hiiii; was silent, 
and liiid Dartmouth received orders to conduct him lo 
the Tower. In the carriage he impioied the iiroleclion 
of that nobleman, offered to accept of life on any terms, 
threw the blame of his usurpation on every one but him- 
self, and betrayed a meanness of spirit, which excited 
pity and surprise*. 

The interview with Monmouth has subjected the 
hing to much severe, but perhaps unmerited, censure. 
He has been accused of want of feeling, in consenting to 
behold a nephew on his knees with a predetermination 
not to grant him mercy, and of cruelty in adding to tha 
sufferings of Ins victim by exciting hopes which he was 
resolved to disappoint. But his predetermination to 
refuse the prayer of the criminal has been assumed with- 
out any proof; and the interview itself was not of the 
king's seeking : it was reluctantly granteii by him as a 
favour lo the prayers of Monmouth, and of Monmouth's 
intercessors, and on the representation that the disclo- 
sures to be made by the prisoner would, on account of 
their superior importance, cancel his crimes of treason 
and usurpation. In such circumstances the refusal of 
the interview might, with greater reason, have been ad- 
duced as a proof of cruelty. As to the alleged retation- 
ship of uncle and nephew, it could not operate with 
much force on the mind of a prince, \tho disputed the 
history of Monmouth's birth. Lucy Barlowe had other 
lovers at the Hague, in addition to Charles Stuart ; and 
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it was thebelief notonly of JaaieB, but of many beaidea 
James, that tlie real father of her cliild was colonel 
Robert Sydney '. 

On the removal of Monmouth, Grey was introduced. 
His manner and Ictnguage offered a striking conliast to 
that of the leader, whom he had followed. His beha- 
viour to the king was respectful, and his answers to the 
loyal questions were delivered with modesty and firm- 
ness : but he made no disclosure, and asked for no 
favour, James himself could not abstain from allowing 
him the praise of resolution. Monmouth received no- 
tice to prepare for death within forty-eight hours; Grey, 
who had not been attainted, was reserved for trial ac- 
cording to the due course of law +. 

The first person who visited the duke in the Tower, 
was his wife, incorapany with the lordprivy seal, theearl 
of Clarendon. Few persons thought that she could feel 
much interest in the fate of a husband who, though she 
had brought him a princely fortune, had always treated 
her with neglect, and ibr the last two years had deserted 
her for a rival, Henrietta Wentworlh. But she deemed it 
hfr duty to prescri'e the inheritance of the Buccleugh 
family for her children, and with that view was anxious 
to prove to the king that she had no participation in the 
treason of her lord. Monmouth received her coldly, but 
imprnved the opportunity to plead his cause with lord 
Clarendon, in tb^ same manner as he had so recently 
done with lord Dartmouth. Clarendon replied that the 
sole object of their visit was to afford him the opportu' 
nity of speaking in private, if he wished it, with the 
duchess : that t« excuse himself by accusing his ad- 
visers was useless. The plea had been once admitted, 
and he had been pardoned. He could not -expect tli8 
same result a second time. Monmouth, however, per- 
sisted in the use of similar arguments till he was inter- 
rupted by the duchess inquiring, whether she had ever

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received any information from him respecting his late 
attempt, or had approved of his pohtical conduct tbr 
some years, or had ever given him occasion of displea- 
sure on any question, except, it were his attachment lo 
other women, and his disobedience to the late king. He 
replied that he had found her a loving and dutiful con- 
sort, had no charge to make against her as wife, mother, 
or subject, and had been frequently advised by her to 
pay greater deference than be had done to the commands 
of his deceased father *. 
Jaly After their dep^ture the unfortunate prisoner con- 
" tinued lo delude himself with the hope of saving his life, 
and spent the night in devising plans to move the pity, 
or subdue the resolution of the king. In the morning 
he despatched letters or messages to James ■(■, to the 
queen regnant, to the queen dowager, and to the lords 
Annandale, Dover, Tyrconael, and Arundell. He of- 
fered to profess himself a catholic: he solicited a second 
interview with the king; he prayed at least ibra respite 
of a few days ; a petition which might naturally arise 
from his love of life, but which was attributed to his 
faith in the prediction of an astrologer, that if lie should 
BUtvive the feastoi St. Swithin (the ue\t day), he should 
live afterwards many years. But these efforts were 
fruitless. Lord Feversham came, indeed, to receive his 
communication for the king ; but it proved a mere repe- 
tition of his discourse of the preceding day, and the 
bishops of Ely and Bath and Wells scon afterwards ar- 
rived to prepare him for death on the following morn- 
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ing". At the atinouncsment lie seemed lijst in an 
agony of teuior; but the strup-gle was quickly over- tha 
vei-y absence of hope restored the serenity (if his mind ; 
and from that moment he was able to look death in tho 
face with ati air of composure which assumed almost tlie 
appearance of indifference. 

It was not long belbre the two prelates discorered. 
that they had uiideitaken no very grateful task. Mon- 
mouth had imbibed opinions which shocked iheii" ortho- 
doxy, and adhered to them with a pertinacity which 
embarrassed their zeal. They considered the profession 
of the doctrine of passive obedience an indispensable test 
of adhesion to the church of England; he strenuoualy 
maintained tlie lawfulness uf resistance to authority in 
cases of oppression. 1'hey looked upon him as guilty of 
the sin of rebellion, and responsible for the blood which 
had been shed in his quarrel : he denied that there was 
anything sinful in the attempt, though he should cer- 
tainly feel regret if it had occasioned the loss of a single 
EOul among the men who perished on his account. They 
culled on him to repent of his adulterous connection with 
lady Harriet Wentworlh : he replied that his union with 
tliat lady (though she had alreaily borne him a child-)') 
was innocent in the sight of heaven. He had, indeed, 
married the heiress of Buceleugh ; but he was then too 
young to understand the nature of the contract; and 
the consequence of this premature union was, that for 
several years he indulged without restraint in every 
vicious gratification. At lengtli he saw the lady Har-

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riet. He loved, and was loved by her : both prayed that 
God would root out this mutiml affeciioii, if it were dis- 
pleasing to him. But it eouliiiued to groiv : its growth 
was to them a pioof of the divine approbation ; and tiom 
that moment he sought by prayer and lasting to obtain 
the mastery over his passions, and carefully abslamed 
ftora all commerce with other women. The lady Har- 
riet was hia real, the AucheBa of Monmouth nothing 
more than his legal, wife. Unable to convince him of 
his error, they refused to administer the Bacrament, and 
with dilRi:ulty obtained from him a promise to recom- 
mend tlie matter to God during the night, and to pray 
that his mind might be enlightened by the Holy Spirit. 
July The next morning he was visited at his request, and 
W. with the royal permission, by Dr. Hooper, afterwards bi- 
shop of Bath and Wells, and by Dr. Tennison, aftenvards 
archbishop of Canterbury. These divines cnucurred in 
doctrine with the two prelates: but Monmouth had 
prayed; nocbangeof sentiment followed his prayer ; and 
on that account lie was more confirmed in his formeropi- 
nions. His children by the duchess, who for precaution 
had been sent to the Tower when their father took the title 
of king", were now introduced, and were followed by 
that lady herself, whom he received with a greater show 
of kindness than on her former visit. He repeated what 
he had previously said in her praise, acknowledged that 
for the last year she had held no correspondence with him 
even by letter, and begged her to forgive his failings, 
and continue her kindness to their children. At these 
woids she sunk to the gmund, embraced his knees, and 
requested him to pardon her, if she had given him just 
cause of offence. Bather fiamewas too delicate to sup- 
port the poignancy of her feelings, and she was cariiad 
away senseless in the arras of bur attendants. " Noo 
'■ bystanders," says the author of the narrative, " could 
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" see this, the mourn ingest scene in the world, without 
■"melting in lears: he tMonmoiiih) did not show the 
" least concBriiednes3." 

At leu the prisoner was conducted to the place of cx- 
eeuiion on Tower-hill. On thescaflbldhiareverendaiid 
rii'ht reverend asiiistants renewed ilieir exhortalions 
wiih an importunity, which, (hough it arose from a sense 
of duty, appeared to many to savour of hard-hearted ness. 
They extoj'ted from him an acknowledgment of sonow 
for the blood which had been shed, and prevailed on liim 
afier some demur to utter a lardy and reluciai.t amen to 
the prayer for the kingr but on the two other Bubjecla, 
the doctrine of non-resistance, and the lawfulness of his 
connection with Hairiet Wentworlh, he retained his 
former opinion. The only speech which ho had pre- 
pared was in defence of ihat lady. He declared that she 
was " a woman of vjitue and honour, a vktuous and 
" godly woman: that he had committed no sin with her, 
" and that what had passed between ihem was honest 
" and innoceni in the siyht of God.'' Wliile he was pre- 
paring himself for the block, the four divines prayed, but 
in terms which indicated tlieir opinion of his spiritual 
blindness, " that God would accept bis repentance- bis 
*' imperlect repentance— his general repenlunce." Hut 
Monmouth was siili unmoved. He had already told 
them Ihat he repented of wiialever evil he bad oom- 
milled ; that God had forgiven him his sins ; and lliat 
he should die with cheerfulness and like a lamb, not 
because he was naturally uilhout fear, but because he 
felt within him a supernatural assurance that he was 
ascending lo heaven. 

There is something most appalling in the conclusion of 
this irayedy. Monmouth warned the headsman nut to 
mangle him, as he had riiangled lord Russell ; and the 
very admonition seems to have unnerved the man for 
the ONccution of his task. He took his aim so unskil- 
fully, or slruck so feebly, that he inflicted hut a slight 
gash, and the sufferer, raising his body from the block

of criminal justice. With this Mew a commission was 
appointed, coDsisting of Jeffiejs who thiee months 
oefore had been raised to the pei.rai;e of Montague the 
chief baron, and of three puisne judges On iccount of Aug 
the danger to which they might be exposed m the re ^"^ 
volted counties, they were accompanied by a strong 
military escort, the command of which, with the tempo- 
rary rank of lieu ten ant' general, was entrusted to Jef- 
freys ; and it was probably this singular union of the 
military with the judicial character, that induced the 
wits to gite tohis progress during the circuit the nick- 
name of " Jeifreys' campaign t." 

They opened the commission at Winchester, where 
the only trial connected with Mojimouth's invasion, was ~- 
that of Alicia Lisle, the relict of him who had been one 
of the judges of Chai'les I., a joint commissioner of the 
great seal, and chief judge of the Hi2;h Court of Justice 
under the commonwealth. The offence with which this 
aged female was charged offers a Bufficient reason why 
she was called to plead for her lif^ ; though some writers 
have sought it in the revengeful disposition of the cava- 
liers, anxious to punish on the widow the sins of her 
husband, and others in the displeasure occasioned by 
the countenance which she had always given to the doc- 
trines of the " good old cause." After the battle two of 
the corahalants, Nelthorpc, an outlaw on account of tho

minister, haJ found an asylum in her house, and had 
been denied bv her to colonel Penfuddoiik, who hail re- 
ceived information of liieir concealment. At her trial 
sbti put to tlie court thisverypei'tiuent question, whetlier 
she could bo convicted of hacbouring a traitor, before ihe 
person so harboured had himself been convicted of 
treason : and, when Jeffreys overruled the objeotiou on 
the ground that it was sufiicient to prove that she had 
been costnlzant of the treason*, she maintained tliat of 
Nellhorpe she knew nothing, as she had not even heard 
his name, and Hicks she had received under the suppo- 
eition that a warrant was issued against him for some 
breath of the conventiole act That (his excuse was in 
truth a mere pretence must be evident to any one who 
attends to thu unwilling testimony of tbe witnesses but 
the jury, consisting of some of the first commoners in 
the county, sought to give her the beneiit of Ihe least 
doubt, and inquired of the court if there were suffii'lunt 
proof of her knowledge that Hicks had been in the rebel 
Briny. Jeffreys in strong language expressed his sur- 
prise at such a question. They might, indeed, doubt, 
and of the fact they were the judges ; but for his own 
part he thought ihe proof as strong as proof could be f.

He substituted, however, deca|iita- „ , 
tion for ihe legal punishment of burning: a miti^ration i^' 
ofthe judgment which his opponents have termed an 
usurpation of power contrary to law, as if our princes 
had not always exercised that power, on the ground that 
he who may lawfully remit the whole punishment by a 
pardon, may at his discretion commute it fur another 
iiiKiction less painfal or less infamous*. j„ 

From Winchester the court proceeded through Salis- 23 
bury to Dorchester, Exeter, Taunton, Bristol, and Well^ 
in each of which places a multitude of prisoners awaited 
their doom from the mouth of their stern and inex- 
orable judge t. That they had forfeited their lives by 
the laws of their country cannot be denied ; and that 
many among them were incorrigible enthusiasts, who 
publicly avowed the righteousness of their cause, and 
their readiness to renew the attempt, is also true: yet 
the demands of justice might surely have been satisfied, 
and a salutary example have been made, without that 
deluge of blood so unsparingly poured out by Jeffreys 
and his associates. All who at tlieir trials were con- 
victed, suffered in the course of twenty-four hours : the 
great majority, who pleaded guilty, were gratified with 
a short reprieve, during which they made with different 
success applications for mercy. Out of the whole number

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Bome were pardoned ; many whipped and imprison- 
ed ; above eight hundred given , to different persons 
to be transported for ten years to the West In- 
dias ; and three hundred and tliirty executed as fel- 
ons and traitors. The cHef justice seems to have 
taken for a precedent the sanguinary conduct of 
those who, in the reign of Elizabeth, punished the 
northern insurgents ; and like them he permitted 
no tovm or hamlet in the rebellioua district to es- 
cape, without the useful lessoii to be derived from 
the execution of soiae of tho guilty. Many in- 
stances are also related of the indecent haste with, 
which he consigned his fellow-creatures to the gal- 
lows, and of the sarcastic levity with which he stung 
the feelings of those who interceded in their fovour; 
but these tales, though perhaps not abhorrent Irom 
the disposilion of the man, depend for their credit 
on the veracity of those whose hatred he had deserv- 
edly earned by his cruelty, and who gratified their 
revenge by heaping disgrace on his character. There 
is better evidence to show that Ms zeal to punish 
the wrong done to the king did not withdraw his 
attention from his own interest ; and that during 
the circuit he amaMed a considerable sum of money, 
probably by the sale of his friendship and protec- 

The reader, however, should be cautioned not to 
form his judgment of these proceedings from the 
mild and orderly administration of criminal justice 
in more modem times. In former ages severity of 
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for a certain term of jears. 4. There was another 
species of gift, which, to ua, with our present no- 
tions, will appear eqaajlj indefensible, — that by wliieh 
delinquents were granted to favoured individuals, that 
the latter might recover for their own profit the 
fines to which the others bad become liable by 
their delinquency. 5. In addition, scarcely a year 
paeaed in which some were not burnt at the stake 
for the capital oflence of high or petty treason. 
These ' instances certainly form no justification of the 
atrodties attributed to Kirk and Jeflreys ; but they 
show that the practices mentioned above, if carried 
into execution by them, should not be described 
as innovadons never heard of before, nor as re- 
finements of vengeance and cruelty now introduced 
for the first time. They were of ancient date, 
and had been in use for centuries, without exciting 
any question of their legality, either under preced- 
ing kings, or even, I bdiovo, during the commoa- 
wealth. 

But if Kirk and Jefirejs executed their task with 
a rigour far beyond that which tlie circumstances 
of the case required, where are we to look for the 
cause of their severity ? To the personal character 
of the agents, or to the orders of the monarch ? On 
the one hand, according to Burnet, James received a 
daily account of the proceedings from Jeflreys, and 
spoke of them in terms of satisfaction both at his 
table and in the drawing-room * ; and speaker Ons- 
low informs us that Jeflreys on his death-bed de- 
clared to Dr. Soot, who attended him, that "what 
" he did, he did by express orders, and that he 
"was not half Uoody enough for the prince who 
sent him thither." But Burnet was not in England 
at the time ; he derived his information from Dyk- 
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velt, the Dutch ambasaador, a known enemy to the 
king : and Onslow's teadmony ia no better than a tra- 
ditionary tala received by liim at the fourth hand from 
the iiriginai narrator*. Oa the other side a wit 
ness who had the means of knowiiij; tlie tiulh, the I'ui'l 
of Mulgrave. afterwards duke of Normanby and Uuck- 
jnghini, assures iia tliat James " compassiiinaled his 
" enemies so much, as never lo forgive Jeffreys in es- 
" eculingsucii multtludes of them in ihe west, contrary 
" lo bis express orders ■*■ ; '" and we are moreover told that 
when bishop Kenn and sir Thomas Culler, the com- 
manding oiHeer at Wells, solieited mercy for some of the 
convicts, the king not only granted their request cheer- 
fully, but afterwai-ds meeting sir Thomas, thanked him 
for his intercession, and expressed a wbh that others had 
imitated his humanity ;£. 

James was now triumphant over his enemies : and 
this very circumstance, which seemed to have established 
his throne, mainlycontribuled lo its downfall, by inspir- 
ing him with an erroneous notion of his own security, 
and teaching him to despise the murmurs and opposi- 
tion of liis subjects. During the last session of parlia- 
ment he had obtained, what he eould hardly espect, an 
augmented income fur life; in the next he hoped lo ac- 
complish throe tilings on which he had set liis heart, the 
establishment of a standing army, the employment of 
catholic officers, and a modification of the habeas corpus 
act. 1. In common with his late brother he hud always 
considered a king without an army as possessing little 
more than tlie name of a sovereign; and therefore viewed 
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witli regret the disbaiidini; of the numerous force which 
had been raiseil by Charles lo oppose the encioaclimenta 
of Louis in Fliindcrs. On the landm;; of Monmouth he 



found liimself i 


lompelled to inirusC ihe defewie of the 
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result. , Jamos was thus eonlirmed in his former opinion. 
During the danjrer he gave out commissions for the levy 
of new regiments, till he raised the army to the amount 
of fourteen thousand men* ; and now he was re-iolved to 
-keep the whole force embodied, wiih, as he hcii-ed, ihe 
approbation of parliament. 2. Among the oflicera who 
had obtained command in the new levies were several 
catholics, men who had faithfully served the crown on 
former occasions, and on whose fideliiy the king relied 
the more lirmly, because they professed the same religion 
with himself. But by law they were not only incapable 
of holding any commission in the army, but also liable 
to penalties fur the part which ihey had taken in the 
suppression of the rebellion. James determined toshelier 
them from prosecution, to retain them in their respec- 
tive offices, and even to procure the repeal of the lest 
act, of which, lhou<>h he himself bad been the object, 
they had become the victims. 3. The statute of the 31 >-t 
of Charles II., which enforced and improved the writ of 
habeas corpus, was not less objectionable in the i-oyal 
estimation than the test act itself. It abridged the right 
formerly claimed by the crown of retaining suspected

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persons in custo<ly; and though its iieneficiol effects 
had been repeatedly experienced by the friends of the 
monarch, yot in the cotnmitCala on account of the Rye- 
house plot and of Monmouth's invasion, it had furnished 
many, whom James believed criminal, with the means 
of obtaining their discharge, before legal evidence of 
their guilt could be collected. On this account (he king 
declared that till some alteration should be effected in 
that act, the government was left without the arms 
necessary for its own protection *. 

It was not to be expected that on these three questions 
all the members of the cabinet should coincide in opinion 
with tjie sovereign. The example of foreign nations 
showed that the establishment of a standing army 
generally led to the introduction of despotism ; and it 
was ucguod that the two acts, tlie objects of his aversion, 
were the cliief bulwarks of religion and liberty ; that, if 
the teat were abolished, the church could not stand 
under a catholic monarch, and that, if the writ of habeas 
corpus were taken away, the rights of the people might 
be Iramjjled under foot at the pleasure of any prince 
who should chance to sit on the throne. Such had long 
been the avowed sentiments of the raarqueesof Halifax, 
lord president of the council, and such, though more 
warily expressed, were the real opinions of the earl of 
Rochester, who, whatever might be his attachment to 
the doctrines, sought like his father to be looked up to 
Bs thepatron, of the church +. But James, who did not 
approve the temporizing policy of his brother, had laid 
it down for a maxim, that it was folly in a sovereign lo 
allow any man to remain in office, who would employ 
the inHuenee of office to thwart the measures of povern- 
ment. After a decent interval he removed Halifax Ort. 
from the council, with expressions, indeed, of regard and ^

Bat hia conduit was 
watched, and his news were penetrated by the subtle 
and insinuiting Sunderland, who to ingntiate himaelF 
with the king, warmly advocated all ihe pr jecta of 
James, and to piejudicehiB rival as warmly complained, 
that the resistance to thoiie projects was i.aused or en 
couraged, if not by the mtriguei, at least hv the known 
hostility of the bid tiedsurer Bj the expecfanta of 
place and emolument ic «as soon pereeuei thit Ro 
Chester dechned daily in intluence, «hile Surideilind 
slowly but steadily crept up to the euilneiice stitL occu- 
pied by that mi iistei * 

The same duersily of opinion which e\isted in the 
council prevailed among the lea ling catholics Of the 
immediate advantage to be der»ed by them from the 
repeal of the test att no one couid doubt )el miny, 
aware that the spirit of discontent waa stiinng, depre 
cated any alteration which mi^ht aftei wards pmvoke a 
reaction Thev deemed it imprudent lo risk Ihe tr-in 
quillity which they enjoyed, for the pursuit ol a greater 
but uncertain benefit, and were content to submit to the 
privations imposed by tbe Inwa, provided they mi^ht be 
reheved from the penal and aanguinary statutes pro- 
hibiting even the private exercise of their worship. But 
those among them, who posiieased the confidence of 
James, and formed the board at Sunderland's office, 
concuri-ed in opinion with that minister. They conjured 
the king not to forfeit by priH^rastiiiation the present 
oppurttmity: this was the time to demand the consent 
etkilljHdaSaoct., 1 Nire. Dalijmpla, 
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of the two houseB to bis three favourite m 

mies lay proetrate at his feet ; and no man would hare tha 

boldness to dispute hia pleasure •. 

By the king's cxunmand the two houses had artjoarned from 
July 2 to Nov. 9. Now, as the time for the meeting of par- 
liament approach cd, the mindaofmen hecaiuedailj more and 
more a^tated. During the rebellion thelevy of forces and the 
appointment of catholio officers created no great alarm, — the 
urgency of the case supplied a suBiciert justiHi itioti — 
but months had now passed since ihe h itilu of Sedge 
moor, and the army was still kept up t) its I unci ci m 
plement. It liegan to be lumoureil that the king 
cherished designs against the libertiLS of the country 
and it was soon knoivn tliat he pro,osed to a con [ 1 sh 
the repeal of the two acts. B a strange tttdlity itOct 
chanced that at ihismoiaeutofsuipenBeaiid disquietude ^^■ 
the king of France iwolied ihe edict of Nanles, and 
numhers of French protiistants sought an asylum in 
England troat tbe persecution wlnh t ey gulteied in 
their own country f The jeiluusi, wLich alrealy 
existed, was instantly blown into ■k llauie , and the press 
and the pulpit concurred m pour ng out i iccljiea m 
every shape against the iiiloleranl spiiit of popery It 
was to no purpose that Jameti labouied 11 y L f

KoT- On the appointed day the king npeneil the session with 
ft a speech from the throne. Having conjjralulated the 
ttvo houses on tbe restoration of domestic tranquillity, he 
called their attention to the conduct of the militia dur- 
ing the invasion, which had revealed to the world how 
little reliance could be placed on the resistance of that 
fbree lo the progress of a foreign and enterprising enemy. 
On this account iie had deemed it necessary for the 
safety of the nation and the alabilitj of the government 
to augment the regular army, and he now called on par- 
liament to provide the means of defraying the additional 
expense. He was aware that some persons bore com- 
missions in that army who were not qualified by law. 
But they ^ere for the most part personally known to 
him, and on many occasions had given convincing proola 
of their loyalty. "And," ho added, " lo deal plainly 
" with you, after having had the benefit of tlieir services 
" in the time of danger, I will neither expose them to 
" disgrace, nor myself to the want of their assistance, 
" should a second rebellion make It necessary,'' In tn 



elusion he expresse<l a hope that this matter would pro- 
duce no dissension between him and the two houses; 
and promised that, if they were only steady and loyal to 
him, he u'Ould make them the best return in his power, 
and venture his life in the defence of their interests t. 

The house of lords returned an address of thanks ; 
the house of commons resolved to consider tbe speech 
by paragraphs. The leaders of the court party were the 
two secretaries, lord Middieton, and sir Richnid Graham, 
lately created viscount Piv^ton of Scotland ; of the oppo- 
sition Seymour, Clarges, Twisdcn, and Maynard, men of 
considerable weight, and long parliamentary experience. 
; On the first division tbe latter obtained the majority by 
a single vote : in a day or two they held at command a

Having thus 
signifie'l then nishea, they pmeeded to the amount of 
the supply The min.ster^ had asked for twelve, their 
opponents offered four, the hou«e voted seien hundied 
thousand pounds But this sum wa« in le dity held out 
as a lure lo the king, the more tempting because, bein^ 
unapproprnted to any piirlieular object, it iiiifrht be 
applied b) him as he pleased James however n as not 
a tlioughlleas lenurious spendthrift like his biolhei 
His economy nas equivalent to an augmentation of 
revenue: and heresohed to sacrifiee the mo ley rather 
than yield to the discbaifie of the ofHoers Sendmg for \j 
the commons he dedaied to them in a tune uhich 
marked his displeusuie more stron,:!) tbjn his words, 
that he nas surpiispd at their address, that he had 
already warned ihem againsl the e\ils flbich might 
spring from jealousv and dissension , and that he had 
hitherto persuaded himself that his character for sin- 
ceiity was a suthcieut motiie for confidence in his word 
Honrever, their jealousy did uot make him repent of the 
promises which he had given, nor would he ever be pro- 
voked to break them, ill as he might be treated by the 
suspicious temper of that house. 

The next morning, as soon as this speech had been ig, 
read, Mr. Coke exclaimed, " I hope we are Englishmen, 
" and not to be frightened from our duty by a few high 
" words.'' But the house, looking on hia language as 
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disrespectful to the kinff, sent him, on the motion of 
loid Preiton, to tlie Tower : for it was the advi<;e of the 
leaders to pursue theiv plan steadily but warily; to 
maintain at all events the inviolability of the test act, 
but at the same time to avoid every unnecessary cause of 
offence *. 

At length the spirit displayed by the commons awak- 
NoT. ened a similar spirit among the lords. The praise of 
*^' originating the question was seized by the marquess of 
Winchester, who called the attention of the house to the 
illegal employment of catholic officers in the army, and 
was warmly supported by the lords Anjilesey, Halifax, 
Nottingham, aiid Mordiiunt, and by no one nilh more 
eftect than by Compton, bishop of London, who stated 
that he spoke the united sentiments of the episcopal 
bench, when he pronounced the test act the chief secu- 
rity of the established church. The ministers, with the 
exception of Jeffreys, offered but a faint and doubtful re- 
sistance, and it was ordered that the house should be 
Eummotied for the following Monday to take the king's 
speech into consideration. James, who, like his biDiher, 
atlcnded daily, listened to the debate with feelings of 
vexation and disappointment. He saw the strong oppo- 
sition which was arrayed against him, and perceived that 
many of his dependents, even while Ihey spoke in his 
favour, hoped for his defeat. But it was not in his dis- 
position to yield: whether it were (irmness'of minii, as 
his flatterers called it, or obstinacy as it was termed by 
his enemies, he usually pursued his object with the 
greater ardour in proportion to the number of obstacles 
thrown in his way ; and now, instead of conceding to the 
ascertained opinion of the two houses, he suddenly pro- 
rogued the parliament to the 10th of February, with the 
80. secret resolution of accomplishing by his dispensing 
power that object which he was not permitted to effect

On the supprnasion of ihB rebellion the vengeanr* of 
the law had fallen chiefly on the insurgents actually ia 
arms: ailer the prorogation several persons of higher 
rank, the suspected, though not avowed, associates of 
Monmouth, were called upon to establish their inno' 
cenco. 1. Of these the first was lord Brandon. During 
the summer lord Grey, the companion of Monmouth in 
his flight, had betrayed a disposition to make disclosures j 
the mariner in which the overture was accepted, encou- 
raged him to proceed ; and he sent to the king in writing 
a detailed narrative of the Ejehouse plot in the reign of 
Charles, and of the recent rebellions of Argjle and Mon- 
mouth, There might be reason to doubt the aceuraey of 
his statements, for his moral character did not stand verjr 
high, on account of the seduction by him of his sister in- 
law, the lady Henriettii Berkeley, and he would naturalljr 
be tempted to merit the royal &vour by removing the blame 
from his own shoulders to those of his accomplices : yet hia 
testimony must have been sribstantiaJly correct, dnce it was 
not only not publicly called in question after the revolution, 
but he himself was created, by king William, earl of 'Pan- 
kerville, and appointed lord privy seal and first lord of the 
admiralty. James was satisfied with his narrative. Grey Uor. 
reoeived a pardon ; and being now a legal witness, was sworn 12, 
at the trial of Lord Brandon, and repeated in the presence gg 
of the court the substance of his previous confession. Not- 
withstanding the odium which naturally attaches to the man 
who impeacheshis associates, the jury gave credit to his tes- 
timony, and the prisoner received judgment of death, but 
afterwards, on the confession ofhis guilt, obtained a pardon 
through the influence of Mason, his wife's sister, and one, it 
was siud, of the king's mistresses t- 2. The nest person ar-

To 
his pl«a tliut he had Wuri ahtiHdy triCU tur ihui uI1;:iii;h, 
it was answered, that in the first inttaiice iheru appeared 
but one witness against him, and he was lh«refore 
chor^d only with a raisdemeanot ; now a second, the 
lord Grey, would be produced, and he was therelbre 
charged with a different offenire, that of high treason. 
The prisoner, aware of the consequences prelerred to 
plead gnilty, and throw himself on the nijal mercy. 
He was reprieved, a pardon ioUuwed , and tlie eoui t, m 
oliedieiice to the king's writ, reversed the outlawry*. 

I686.3. Tlio lord Deiamere. the son of the celebiati.d sir 
George Booth, was arraigned hefoie JeSieis, nho had 

Jan. lately tH^en appointed lord chancelloi I', atid now sate as 
^^ lord high steward, with twenty-seven peers as his asses- 
sors. Selamere's objection to the jurisdiction of tlie 
court, and his claim to be tried in parliainert, were over- 
ruled: but there appeared against him only one positive 
witness, whose prevarication was too evident to be con- 
cealed; and hence, though of his intention turise in sup- 
port of Monmouth no doubt could exist, he obtained an 
uiianimoua acquittal. James, who watthed the proceed- 
ings, concurred in the propriety of the verdict; hut 
declared that Saxton the witness, who. to save his own 
life, had offered himself as an informer, should suffer 
tlie punishme;it both of Ills perjury ami his treason. Of 

^b. this threat the first part was put in execution. Saxton, 
**• having been convicted, stood thrice in the pillory, was

4. The earl of Sfamlurd was equally forlunate with his 
associate lord Delamere. A day had been appointed for Mm 
his trial in parliament: it was postponed liy the prorosa- lo- 
tion, and the king consented that he should take tUe be- 
nefit of an act of amnesty which was published in the 
spring +. The advocates of James have often appealed to 
these instances of clemency in answer to the charge so 
leiieatedly advanced by his opponents, that he was a 
cruel and inexorable enemy, who delighted in shedding 
the blood of his victims. 

In the mean time the diversity of opinion, which pre- 168S. 
vailed in the council before the last session of parliament, 
had led to the formation of two hostile parties at omrt 
under the rival statesmen, Rochester and Sunderland. 
Rochealer still held the first place in the administration : 
his attachment to James in the lime of adversity gave him 
a strong claim on the gratitude of the monarch; and his 
interest was supported by the duke of Ormond, Ihe lords 
Fevereliam. Dartmouth, Middleton, and Preston, by ihe 
majority of the episcopal bench, by the envoys uf all the 
powers hostile to ihe ambitious projects of Louis XIV., 
"hy the moderate parly among the Roman catholics, who 
promised tliemselves more real benefit from his conniv- 
ance than from the interested zeal of bis competitor, and 
(which may surprise the reader) in some measure by 
d'Adda, the papal representative, who, though he took no 
prominent part iu politics, secretly sought and followed 
the counsels of the Spanish ambassador, the friend of 
Rochester. On the other hand, Suniierland, awareof ihe

atone for Ins past misdeeds by a liliiid devoliun to tlie 
pleasure of the flovereifin. Among the protestants he 
was assured of the hearty co-operation of Jefl'ieys, and 
be indulged a persuasion thut be mif^bt also rely on 
the more doubtful support of lord Godulpliin: hut liis 
principal hope of success was in ihe inliueiice of father 
Petre, of the queen-dowager, and of the ullra-catholica, 
(rhom be hail bound to his interests by constantly put- 
ting himself forward as their devoted fi-iend and cham- 
pion. In point of rank and pati'onage a secretary of 
state was indeed no match fur a lord high treasurer: but 
Sunderland did not despair of obtaining the staff on 
some future occasion, and, as an intermedate step, at' 
I68B. tempted to add to the office which he held that of pi'eai- 
Mm. dent of the council. On the removal of Halifax, he 
•°' asked it of (he king, and met with a refusal. He next 
employed the good offices of Jeffreys, hut JefFieys 
prqved equally unsuccessful. As a last resource Petre 
was brought forward, to lepresent l« James tliat it was 
as much his interest to reward the man, who seconded 
his view'H in favour of the catholics, as to disgrace him 
by whom they had heeh thwarted. His reasoning or 
importunity prevailed; afler the prorogation Sunder- 
land, without resigning the secrelai'yship, took bis 
place as president of the councd ; and this promotiou 
was liailed by his dependents as a proof of increasini; in- 
terest with the king, tliough it sfill remained a problem 
with many which of the rival ministers would ultimately 
prevail '. 

It seems never to have entered into the minds of 
statesmen at this period, lliat it might he a duty to

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resign office, rather than lend the sanction of their 
names W measures whii^h [hey coiidumiied. Ti.air ouiii 
bound ilicm to express llieir opinion in council : whenlhiS 
wns done, they cont^ired Ibal they had discharged their 
consciences; and it only remained for them to expiate 
their jjrosumption in differing from the sovereign by 
their humble sulnnission to the royal will. Hence the 
two loaders continued to act together in the cabinet 
though guirled by opposite views, and pursuing opposite 
interests. On the one hand, Rochester and his Iriends 
allowed no opportnniiy to escape them of diverting the 
king from his' favourite plans in behalf of the Roman 
catholics. They conjured him not to alienate the affec!' 
tiona of his people by the pursuit of measures repugnant 
to their prepossessions and tlieic feelings. Rather let 
him attach them to himself by entering into treaties 
with foreign princes, for the purpose of ealahlishing a 
balance of power in Europe, and of restraining within 
its ancient limits the overwhelming preponderance of 
France. This would raise him to a higher degiee of im- 
portance and reputation than had fallen to the lot of any 
anions; his predecessors : this would restore harmony be- 
tween him and his parliament: this would enable him 
to obtain from the gratitude of his people much that he 
could not now accomplish without risk both to himself 
and the objects of his favour. On the other hand it was 
the study of Sunderland and Ihe ultra- catlioUcs to watch 
and defeat the manceuvres of Iheic opponents. They 
constantly reminded James that if ever he suffered him- 
self to be drawn into a war, from that moment be would 
become dependent on the good pleasure of his pEcIia- 
ment. The present was a favourable opportunity of re- 
scuing the catholics from oppression. If he listened to 
the advice of their enemies, he would E)rfeit it. and pro- 
bably for ever. On the contiary, he had only to preserve 
peace abroad, and he might give the law at home; 
to keep himself from dependence on parliament, and 
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the parliament would at last fall into dependence upon 
him*. 

Much as James had set his heart on the relief of his 
catholic sutijeols, there were times when he seemed 
disposed to follow the opposite advice of Rocheslcr, in- 
duced by his ambition of military fame, and his im- 
patience under the superiority assumed by the French 
monarch-f. Of this Louis himself was aware. From 
the first he doubled the sincerity of the attachment 
which the English prince professed for him to Barillon, 
and had not long to wait before this suspicion was fully 
Aug. confirmed. Within six months after his accession James 
v. concluded a treaty with the States General, which re- 
newed the former treaties between the two powers, and 
in particular the defensive alliance of 1 678. On the re- 
ceipt of the inteihgence, Louis reprimanded the am- 
bassador for his want of vigilance or of foresight ; and 
instructed him to abstain, indeed, from noticing what was 
passed— ftir it was beneath the dignity of a king of

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France to complain— but to watch with jealousy the 
eubsequenl. proceedings of the English cabinet, to prevent 
by every means in his power the conclusion of similar 
treaties with other states, and to keep up a secret under- 
Gtandin^ with some members of parliament, who, in the 
event of an alliance between James and the enemies of 
France, might labour to embarrass and defeat the 
measures of |;Dvernment *. It happened that the very 
cin^umgtance, which alarmed Louis, encouraged the 
Spanish ambassador to propose not only a I'eneual of the 
Hsi treaty with Spain, but also of the triple alliance 
against France. All the agents of friendly powers at 
the British court came forward to his assistance ; the ad- 
herents of the prince of OranL^e, the mortal foe of Louis, 
addmi their endeavours ; and Rochester with his de- 
pendents advii^d and entreated the king to assent. But 
Uarillon uns on the watch ; against this Ibrinidable host 
he arrayed Sunderland and the ultra'Catholics ; and 
James, after some hesitatbn. declared his resolution not 
to enter inlo any enj>agement which in its consequencea 
might probably draw him into hostilities. Louis was not 
ungrateful on this occasion. He granted lo Suixlerlatid 
an annual pension of 60,000 livres (4.500iJ : then, on 
the representation of that wily statesman, liT consented 
to pay it half-yearly in advance ; and afterwards, on more 
than one occasion, he doubled the amount, to mark his 
sense of the distinsuished Benices rendered to him by 
the English minister-f'. Never, perhaps, was the French 
monarch more egregiously deceived. He persuaded 
himself that he liad made an advantageous purchase,

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but in three jeors the whole profit was reaped by his 
most formidahle enemy, the priiire of Orani;e, 

This was followed by a more mysterious intriirue, 
in which, after a doubtful earnest, Sunderland atiaia 
obtained the victory. Though James had sacrifltcd 
place and power to the profession of his religioo, lie 
vas unwilling to sacrifice his pleasures to tbe observ- 
ance of its precepts. To his favourite misti'ess, Ambella 
Churchill, he had substituted oneof the maids of honour 
to the queen, Catherine Sedley, (laughter of Sir Charles 
Sedley of profligate memory. Of personal charms she 
was unable to boast : hei' power of captivstinjf her lover 
was owin^ to her wit aud conversation ; and the duke, 
thoUi;h report assigned to him a successful rival in 
colonel Graham, the keeper of his privy purse, was will- 
ing to believe himself Che father of her two children ", 
settled on her an income of 2,0110/. a-year tmm his pri- 
vate estate, and made to her a present of a spacious 
mansion in St. James's -square. Soon after his accession 
the catholics remonstrated aa;ainst the scandal given by 
this amour. Ovei-come by Iheir entreaties, he consented 
to bid her an eternal farewell ; but at the same time to 
apppase her discontent, doubled her yearly allowance, 
and conimiW)ned Graham to decorate her house, and 
furuisli it at his expense. Sedley was aware of her 
empire over his heart : though he refused to see her, she 
kept possession of her aparlment at Whitehall ; after 
three months by accident or design they met at the 
lodgings of Chilflnich ; the amour was renewed ; ho 
Jan. visited her, at first clandestinely, afterwards more 
31. openly, and at last put intJ) her hands'a patent creating 
her countess of Dorchester. This was perhaps a spon- 

•Oneorihcnxlieilyonng; theotlisr.laily CalheriM DarDl 
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laneoua act on the part of the king, or misht Jjave been 
wrung fnim liim by the impoitunily of Sedley ; hut at 
court hoth Ilie friends and foes of Rochester atlriljuted 
it to Ihe policy of that statesman, who sought to place 
her ill tlie situation occupied by the duchess of Ports- 
moulh in the last reign, and persuaded himself that he 
should be able to govern the king through the influence 
of the mistress. 

The queen, Maria d'Este, possessed not the mild and 
submissive temper of the consort of the late monarch. 
She upbraided her husband with his JiiBdelity; she de- 
clared that she would withdraw to o convent, rather than 
witness her own degiadation ; and it was i-emarhed that, 
on two successive days at dinner, she neither ate. nor 
uttered a word Jo the king. Sunderland was at hand to 
inflame her jealousy, and point her resentment against 
Rochester ; he called the principal catholics to her aid, 
representing to them that all their hopes of relief would 
vanish, if tliey suffered a proteataut mistress in the inte- 
rest of their adversary to be established neat the throne ; J"^ 
and he advised the queen to summon to her apartment 
himself, the lord chancellor, Mansuete, a capuchin friar 
from Lorroin, who was the king's eunfessor, Petro the 
Jesuit, with Uie most distinguished of the calhohe clergy- 
men, and nil the catholic noblemen at court. When 
James e.nered to visit the queen, he was instantly as- 
sailed by iheir united remonstrances against an attach- 
ment so injurious to his consort, so disgraceful to hia 
religion, and so prejudicial to bis own inierest. He was 
Burprised. abashed, and subdued. Havmg pledged hu 
word to separate from Sedley for ever, he sent her ari S7. 
order to withdraw from Whitehall (o her own bouse, and 
thence to France, or Flanders or Holland ; but m the 
order itseft he betrayed aeonsciousness of his own weak- 
ness by ackiiowleflging that he dared not trust himselt 
BO far as to communicate his resolution lo her m person. 
Sedley treated bolh the message and the messenger with 
Mom : she was an Ei^lishwoman. and would dwell 
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where she pleased: if the king detennined to remove 
hef, he must do it by force ; and in that case she would 
apply hi a writ of habeas corpus, and recover her lib-'rly. 
James s'ibmit;ed to her oaprii'e ; a personal interview 
was granted, and in oanclusion she coiisenlod to quit 
Enijland, and fixed her residence on aa estate in Ireland, 

',' a present to her from her lover*. 

Her departure was celelirated as a trinraph by Sun- 
derland, who had not only defeated the maehinitians of 
hiscompetitor.but also rendered hira an objeut of sus- 
picion, if not of aversion, to tlie queen. On Ihe other 
handRochesterwasnotwanting to himself. He endea- 
voured by numei-ous protestations to coniince her of his 
own innocence, and to lay the whole lilame exclusively 
on the kingt. Rutin a Bliort lime the fr.endship or en- 
mity of the queen became to these ministers a matlec of 
small moment. Il appeared that she possessed no political 
inlluence witEi lier husband, unless it was at the time of 
their domestic bickerings, when, to mitigate her dis- 
pl.'asure, he seemed lo listen to her advice, and granted 
her re>|uests Bat the eclat of their Inte quarrel proved 
a lesson to (hem both. Sedley, indeed, returned after 

^' an exile of six m:mths, and the king continued his visits 
to her as well as lo other wojnen : but he now lal>oured 
by every artifice in his power to concgal liis amours from 
the eyes of others, and Mary had generally the good 
sense, even when she was apprised, still to appear igno- 
rant, of his misconduct J. 

From these intrigues we may pass lo the measures 
adopted by the king in favour of the catholics. On his

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n lie had sent Mr. Caryll, a gentleman of talents 

and fortune, to Rome, aa an uiiavowed but roiilldeiitial 
asent, to solicit tbe ilignitj' of cardinal for Rinaido 
d'Este, the queen's unele, and a mitre foi" Dr. Lejburn, 
auditor to cardinal Howard. To the flrst request the 
po|ie, Innocent XI., though he did not relurn a yiosilive 1C85, 
reRisal, thought proper to demui : hut Leyburn was in-S'^P'- 
vested with the episcopal character, atid, on his arrival 
inLnndon. received loilgini^E inWhitehall, with a yearly 
pension of l.OOOi. out of the privy purse. He was fbl-N«. 
lowed by CouDt Ferdinando d'Adda, wiiii the powers of "• 
papal nurtcio. but without any public character. This 
agent had been instructed to respect the religious pre- 
possessions of those among whom he was to sojourn, to 
exhort the binfi lo tempiT his zeal with prudence and 
moderation.andtosolicilhisintercessionwilh the French 
monarch in favour of the French protestants. It was 
previously known toJamea and his more zealous advisers 
that the pontiff disapproved of their ardour and precipi- 
tancy; but they laid the blame on the timidity of Caryll, 
and advised the api^oiutment in his place of lord Caslle- 
maine as royal ambassador ; his public character would 
insure attention to his representations ; and his past 
sufferings in consequence of Oalesa plot would he a re- 
oommendalion in his favour. There seemed something 
ridiculous in the selection of the husband of the duchess 
of Cleveland for this mission to the pontiff, and it was 
with unfeigned reluctance that Castlemaine himself 
accepted the office. His instructions bound him lo seek 1686, 
the advice of the general of the Jesuits, and to live on'*"- 
terms of intimacy with the Fiench ambassador ; inslruc- '• 
tions ill calculated to beget the good-will of the pontiff, 
who was no great friend to the " society," and still less 
to France or the connections of France. The parade 
witli which Casllemaine entered Rome, and the enthu- 
siasm with which he was hailed by the Ramans, might 
gratify the vanity, but the issue of his negotiation, as 
will be afterwards shown, disappointed the expectation, 
of his sovereign. 
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Jan. At home the king pursued with ardour his project in 
9- fatmuv of the catholic ofBcers in the army, and at first 
bad the satiafdctiim to find liiraaelf successful. Patents 
under the great seal were issued, discharging them from 
the penalties to which they were liable by the statute of 
the 25th of Charles II, and enabling them to hold their 
commission, " any clause in any act of parliament not- 
" withstanding." This kind of expedient had first been 
siiKgesled to James in the reign of his brother by Herbert, 
chief-justice of Chester, who waited on the duke on his 
return from Scotland, and informed him, that.if he 
soughtto resume his office of lord hijih admiral, the test 
act could oppose no effectual bar to his desire, because it 
was in the power of the king to dispense with that 
statute. TiieopinionofHerbertwasconfirraed by that 
of Jeffreys after his elevation to the bench ; and it is not 
improbable that such a dispensation was secretly obtained 
by the duke, before he entered on the duties of a privy 
counsellor and lord high admiral towards the close of the 
last reign *, He now asked for the opinbns of the several 
judges separately and in private : those who doubted, he 

«_,;i desired to argue the question with the lord chancellor; 
•fe, and the indocility of four was punished by their removal, 
and the vacaney filled by others, of more conrtly prin- 
ciples or less sctupuioua ambition -f. The result was now 
certain, and Godden, coachman to sir Edward Hales,

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calnulated to give weight to hi^ judicial decision. He 
openly professed to entertain no doulil : but the question 
was of tlie first importance; and before tlie court gave 
judgment, he would consult the rest of liis brethren. 
Nine concurred wilh him in opinion : of the two dissen- 
tients Powel, after some del aj, came overtp the majority, 
and the only one who persisted was Street, a judge of a 
very indifferent reputation. Fortified in this manner''^ 
Herbert delivered judgment in favour of the defendant, 
on the ground that the king of England was a sovereign 
prince, and that the laws were liis laws, whence it fol- 
lowed that it was part of his prerogative to dispense with 
penal laws in particular cases and upon necessary reasons, 
of which necessities and reasons he was the sole judge ; 
acid that this was not a trust committed to him by the 
people, '■ but the ancient remains of the soieveign pre- 
■' ro-^iitive which never y« was taken, nor can be taken, 
" from the kings of this realm *. 

The decision of the court gave much dissatisfaction ■ 
hut, though it was severely censured, it does not appear 
to have been contrary, to law. as the kw at that period 
was generally understood. Thai it is subversive of the 
principle on which the legislative authority is established, 
cannot be denied : but the dispe.ising power had at all 
times been claimed and exercised by our kings ; and its 
exisience was admitted by the lawyers, though they dif- 
fered in opinion as to the limits within which it ought to 
be conSned. a question the solution of which depended 
on the judgment and political bias of each individual. 
Had James been a protestant, or had the dispensation 
regarded any other matter than religion, it is possible 
that his claim would not have heen disputed : but mon 
were alive to the danger which, it was said, threatened 
the established church ; they looked on the test act as 
its pri ncipal- bulwark ; and when they fouiid tliat this

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bttlwavk could be iindcrminEd by the dispensing power, 
they argufd that such power ought no longer lo be in- 
trusted to the crown. James was not of a disposition to 
concede to these apprehensions. Heexereised bis claim 
without restraint; and e\erj repetition served to add to 
the dissalisfoi'tion and alienatiun of his subjects, tih the 
despair of obtaining redress, from the good seiise of the 
monarch urfred them to plicp another piince on the 
throne. Yet even then, in the declaration of right, 
which the two houses made at the time when they 
tend ere.l the crown lo Wiliiam and Marv, thei did not 
absolutely deny the power of the soiereign to dispense 
with the law in particular cases, but in more cautious 
and qubiHfied language asserted, " that it was illegal, as 
" it had been assumed and ciercised of late" Thecon- 
sideration, however, of what was past, jnduced them 
Bubsequenily to provide for the future; and the daimof 
the sovereign was very wisely abolished by the bill of 
rights which enacted, that " after the then session of 
" parliament no dispensation with any statute aliould be 
" valid, except where the king is especially authorised to 
" dispense hy act of pai'liament." 

The reailer is aware that ihe first among the prelates, 
who ventured openly to join the standard of opposition 
in the house of lords, was Compton, uncle to the eai'l of 
Northampton, and formerly an officer in the army. Be 
'■ was soon made to feel the royal displeasure, by his re- 
' moval from the council and from the office of dean of 
the chapel, but was amply repaid for Ihe loss with the 
genei-al approbation of the people. His example ex- 
cited a similar spirit among Iheclergyof the metropolis; 
and the pulpits were constantly supplied with preachers, 
who fiercely declaimed against the erroneous doctrines 
imputed to the church of Rome, and in warm language 
exhorted their liearers to a steadfast adhesion to the re- 
formed faiih*. The king was surprised, perhaps

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alarmed : for the obvious tendency of their germona was 
to infuse a jealousy of liis desiirna, and tu prepaie the 
popular miiid for resistance. He considered sucli dis- 
coui'ses as inconsistent with the establislicd doctrine of 
paasive obedience, and contrary to the inofeisions of 
atlacliment lo his person, which had formed the burthen 
of the numerous addresses from tbe ecclesiastical bodies. 
Hitlierlo lie had committed no positivu act of aggression 
against the church : but from this time he seems to have 
argued, that tbe clergy, by breaking their promises to 
him, had also released him from his engagements to 
tliera. In virtue of his ecclesiastical supremacy he sent 
to tbe two archbishops certain directions for preachers, 
commanding ihera to lay aside questions of controversy, 
and to confine their discourses lo subjects of moral 
divinity and of a holy life. Many complied; but many 
also refuscl, ami gloried in a disobedience which obtained 
fbr them the applause of their hearers, Tlie flrst who 
was visited with any mark of the king's displeasure. May 
was Dr. Sharp, dean of Norwich, and rector of St. Giles's, 2. 
who had preached a sermon animadverting in no very 
measured terms on Ihe motives of the new converts to j,mg 
the church of Rome ' but tbe bishop of London, instead 17. 
of executing the royal order to suspend him from the 
office of preaching, was content with advising him to re. j^^. 
main silent, till he had satisfied the king of the propriety. ][ 
of his conduct. This disobedience of the prdate led to 
the establishment of a new ecclesiastical commission. 

By the first of Elizabeth it had been enacted that the 
kings and queens of England should have full power lo 
appoint persons to exercise for them their ecclesiastical 
authority, and to visit, redress, conect, and amend all 
errors, schisms, offences, contempts, and enormities 
which by any mannei of ecclesiaiilical piiwer could be 
lawfully redresned, corrected, and amended It was, 
indeed, true that by another statute of the irth of 
Charles I. the clause grantmi; that power was repealed 
and all letters-patent erecting new courts similar to 
the high commission court, and all powers and author- 
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ities granled thereliy, were declared utterly void and of 
noeffiirt But this hst ael hid alio in its turn heen re- 
pealed by the 13th of Charles II c. 11, wli ch wh le it 
put donn the hi.h (ommiason c uit "ilh its extimr- 
dinary poners of imposing fines committing to piison, 
and tendcrm" Ihe oath es officio, presened to, the 
«piritual couits tht exercise of their oriii*(fy jur sdn, 
tion, and to the crown that of its supreinacj Jamea, 
to whom it seemed incungruoiis that he, a membet 
of the church of Eome, shoulJ mqojre bj virtue of 
theBupiemici into ed-lebiasticil offences committed by 
member^ of the Uiurch of England, conaulted the judges 
and was by them advised to appoint a standing court of, 
delegates with ordinarJ/ powers to hear and determine 
ecclesiastical causes, and to pronounce on offenders ec- 
'"ly clasiaslical censures, fo this effect a commission in 
'^ most ample form was directed to the archbishop of 
Canterbury, to the bishops of Durham and Rochester, 
the lord chancellor, the lord treasurer, the president of 
the council, and the chief justice of he common pleas*, 
who (with the exception of the metropuliten) sum- 
moned the bishop of London before them to answer for 
Aiwr- hia contempt in omitling to suspend Dr. Sharp. They 
* refused lo listen to his plea in bar of their jurisdiction ; 
hut allowed liim suftioient time to prepare his answer. 
31. He alleged that to comply with the royal mandate by 
anyjudicialact wasiiot in his power, because the offence 
had never come judicially before him. but Ihat he had 
complied with it in substance by advising and inducing 
Sharp to abstain from preaching. If, however, he Lad, 
in the opinion of the commissioners, erred through mis- 
take, he was ready to beg the king's pardon, and willing 
to make reparation for his fault. 
The commissioners were divided in opinion, Rochea-

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ter (and he was feebly seconded by Jeffreys) contended 
that it was but fair to allow the prelate time to do iijir, 
what he had been ordered to do at first : Sunderland and 
the bishop of Durham, that as delegates they ought to 
lay the whole matter before the king, and abide by his 
decision. .But Jatues liad no cotnpassiou on the deliHr 
quent: it was to him, when liukeofYork, IhatCompton 
owed his nomination to the Bee of London, and yet that 
prelate liad been the first to excite -the jealousy of the 
clergy, and the alarm of the people to the prejudiee of 
his benefactor. The kinj; insisted that he should suffer 
in punishment of his ingratitude. Immediately Roches- 
ter, the protector of the church in council, withiirew liis 
opposition : the commissioners suspended Compton from Sept. 
the exercise of the episcopal jurisdiction during tlie 6. 
royal pleasure, and the administration of the diocese was 
enurusted to the three bishops of Durham. Rochester, and 
Peterborough. Sharp was also suspended, hut restored on 1C87. 
his submission. His diocesan's more warlike spirit re--''"'- 
fused to bend. He remained in disgrace, deprived, 
indeed, of ecclesiastical authority, but . invested with 
the honours of a martyr in the estimation of the people, 
who gave to his judges the title of the congregation de 
propaganda fide, transferred from Rome to London. • 

Such were the principal events of the second year of 
the reign of James: but with them were intermixed 
several other occurrences, of minor interest it is true, but 
strongly calculated, in the existing disposition of the 
public mind, to foment the jealousy of the people, and to

flnt, ha via equally bo to be of tlie oHwe UbiUIiid. M AoUt, S Oct. 
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diminish the populaiitj of the monarch. 1. The king 
had found Id the closet and strong-bos of his de- 
ceased brother two papers, in the handwriting of that 
prince, purporting to be short treatises on one of 
the most important points of controversy mooted at 
that time between the catholio and protestant divines. 
In both he had pursued the same aubject, endeavour- 
ing to show that it was imposHble to reconcile the 
right of private judgment, claimed by all denomina- 
tions of protestants, with the belief in a church estab- 
lished by Christ, with full authority to preach the 
Christian doctrines. At first James showed the ori^nal 
documents, as a favour, to diflerent individuals : to 
Pepys, of the admiralty ; to Bariilon, the ambassador ; 
and to Dr. Bancroft, the archbishop of Canterbury. 
He requested that prelate to procure a refutation of 
the reasoning pursued in those papers. It was a mat- 
ter, he said, of real consequence ; for if a satisfactory 
refutation were written, he should be happy to return 
to the communion of the established church *. At 
length, convinced in hia ovm mind that his brother's 
arguments were unanswerable, he resolved to make 
them public, for the instruction and edification of his 
subjects. Several thousand copies were printed, and 
given away for distribution. A question concerning 
their authenticity was soon raised by , persons who, 
■with Evelyn and Bumetf, mdntajned that both pa- 
pers displayed a greater proficiency ia controversial 
learning than the laugh ter-loting monarch had ever 
possessed. On the other side, competent judges, 
acquainted with the handwriting of Charles, pro- 
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nounoed them genuine ; and from the » 
corrections, and intcriineationa with which thoy abound- 
ed, drew the conclusion that thej were not mere 
copies of documents presented to that prince, but 
compositions of bis own, which be had revised and 
improved on different occasions *. It waa speedily 
known that numerous conversions to tlie Roman eath- 
olie creed bad occurred among the nobility and de- 
pendanie on the court ; the example of the higher 
was gradually imitated by the lower classes ; and 
the more zealous of the catholic body were careful 
to print editJons of the two tracts, which they tri- 
umphantly dispersed among tbeir neighbours. But 
the most unaccountable thing was the torpor with 
respect to tbem of the protestant press. During 
the wboie reign of James nothing was pubhshed 
in the shape of refutation ; not a writer came for- 
ward to enter the lists against the royal theolo- 
^n. This was a drcumstance to which James has 
alluded with evident marks of satisfaction f- But, 
highly as he might have prized it, he had, by the 
publication of the tracts, shaken the attachment of 
many most valuable adherents, who now began to 
suspect him of harbouring designs hostile to the 
established church, and to concert measures of re- 
sistance if he should attempt to carry such designs 
into execution. It was not long before their suspi- 
cions were confirmed. 2. About the be^nning of 
the year several protestant clergymen professed them- If 
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selves converts to the Rooiaa cittholio faith, amoDg 
Feb. whom vrere Obadiah Walker, master of Univeraity 
April College ; Boyee, Dean, and Bernard, fellows of dif- 
May ferent colieges ; and Solater, curate of Putney and 
*' Eshare. James hastened to grant them disponsa- 
tioQS, by which they were empowered to enjoy the 
benefits of their reepecdve situations, without taking 
the Daths, or attending the established worship ; 
though at the same time he imposed on Sclat«r the 
obligation of providing fit ministers to perform his 
clerical duties according to the book of common 
prayer. In defence of his conduct James maintained 
that it was incumbent on him to see that uo man 
should suffer because he had the courage to fol' 
low the dictates of his consdence ; but even this 
shallow pretext was wanting with respect to another 
Peo. P''™^ly'^> Massey, fellow of Merton, whom the king 
16. appointed dean of Christchurch, giving him at the 
time of his appointment a, eiailar dispensation, in 
virtue of which he occasionally took his seat in 
the meetings of the chapter. Whatever he might 
have thought of the other cases, this was so mani- 
fest a violation of the rights which he had prom- 
ised and sworn to uphold that it is difficult to 
conceive by what sophistry the misguided prince 
could justify it to his own satisfaction *. By his 
flight in 1688, the proselytes whom he had thus 
illegally remunerated were abandoned without shel- 
ter or protection to the brutality of the populace, 
and afterwards to prosecution by their adversaries. 
Several, in this time of trial, distinguished th'em- 
selvea honourably by their constancy in their profes- 
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inwdiouBly put to him, his rqilies to whicli it waa 
expected would te equivalent to a confeaEion of 
the offences imputed to him ; but he saw the snare, 
and escaped it by the use of language -which, if 
it did not amount to a renunciation of the catho- 
lic creed, waa, at the best, estremely evaaive and 
l^^**- disingenuous. The house remanded him to the Tower, 
•"aY" on a charge of high treason, and of divers crimes 
■ and misdemeanors; atiU no prosecution foUowed, and 
in the nest term the court of King's Bench restored 
May him to liberty upon sufficient bail. A few months 
28. later the new king and queen published a general 
amnesty, hut excluded him by name from the bene- 
fit. Then, however, he met a generous friend, in 
ono who had formerly been hia pupil,— the cele- 
brated physician Dr. RatcUffe, who supplied liim 
■with an asylum, and provided liberally for the wanta 
of the old man. . Under Eatoliffe's protoctJon Walk- 
er lived in the strictest retirement, unnoticed and 
unmolested by the government, till his death, in 
1699*. 3. The condition of the French refugees 
continued to claim the public attention. A brief 
was read in all the churches, for their relief, and 
several traota were published to excite in their fa- 
vour the commiseration of the people. Among these 
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was the transktion of a treatise in the French lan- 
guage, written by the celebrated minister Claude, 
and describing in vi^-id colors the inhumanity of Louia 
and the wrongs of the suffirers*. Barillon com- 
plained of it as a libel on his sovereign, and James 
declared his pleasure in the council that it should 
be burnt by the hands of the pubhc executioner. 
Jeffreys objected that it was a foreign book, on 
foreign matters, and containing nothing against the 
peace of the realm : but the liing replied that it 
was the common duty of sovereigns to protect each 
other from the pens of hboHera. The obnosious jiay 
pamphlet was ignominiously delivered to the flames ; S. 
and this treatment, while it added to the circula- 
tion of the book, excited considerable discontent in 
the people, and was taken as a sign that James 
approved in his heart of the persecuting measures 
pursued by the French monarch t, 4. Though the 
aniaent worship ' was atill proscribed by law, under 
the penalties of imprisonment, forfeiture, and death, 
the catholics for the last four years had been per- 
mitted to practise it in private houses without mo- 
lestation. But James was not satisfied with mere 
connivance : he deemed it both his duty and his 
interest to give protection to the public exercise 
of his religion : and with this view he threw open 
the old chapel at St. James's, which bad been 
closed for a considerable period, perautded Sand- April 
ford, an Englishman, and envoy from the elector 28. 
paladne, to Qt up a second chapel at his reei- 
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dence in the <aty, and built for his oww use a, third at 
jrj^_ Wliitehall, which was opened wilh great soleraiiitv at 
2i. tlie festival of Chrislmas. Siiuressivciy colonies li-om 
the several religious ocdeis established themselves in 
different places, one of Benedietines at St. James's, 
another of Carmelite friars in tlie city, a Ihird of Fran- 
ciscans in LinoQln's-inn-fielda, and a fourth of Jesuits 
jjjg^ in the Savoy, under a rector of the name of Palmer. 
jlay' The last opened a large school which was frequented hy 
24. prolestants as well as catholics, oit an understanding 
that the tea(;hers should not interfere mih the religious 
principles of their pupils*. 5. As these novelties were 
of a nature to beget invitation, so they pro\oked, as nas 
to be espected, occasional breaches of the peace on the 
part of the lower classes: but James bad prepared an 
effectual check on the ebullition of popular resentment 
by the presence of an army of about 16,000 men, con- 
sisting of twelve battalions of infantry and thirty-five 
87. squadrons of cavalry, encamped on Hounslow- heath. 
Recollecting his employment as general in the French 
service, be felt a pride in modelling his troops, and 
fatigued himself and them with repeated inspections 
and reviews. In the general opinion this army was the 
best paid, the best appjinted, and the best disciplined in 
Europe. But at the same time rumour was busy in at- 
tributing tlie king's diligence to designs against the re- 
ligion and the liberties of his subjects. It was remarked 
that several of tlie officers were catholics ; the piety of all 
good prolestants was scandalized by the public celebra- 
tion of mass in the tent of lord Dunbartoii, tbe second

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in commaml* : and in a short time a printed paper was May 
circulated through the camp, calling on the men "to ^^■ 
" be valiant for tlii: tiuth ; not to yoke themselves with 
" blooily and idulatrous papists, and to refuije a service 
" the object of which was to set up mass-houses, and to 
" bring the nation under tlie tyranny of toieigiiers.'' 
Tliat the publication was Ubellous and seditious, no one 
could deny : it was traced to Dr. Samuel Johnson, for- 
merly chaplain to lord Russell, and convicted in the last 
reign of having published "Julian the apostate," a libel 
on the duke of York. For this second otTence he wasCfnr. 
tried at the bar of the king's bench, found guilly, and 16- 
adjudged to stand thrice in the pillory, lobe whipped from 
Tybuni to Newgate, and to pay a fine of 5U0 marks. 
Much intercession was made for him: but James was iu- 
exorable ; and theiofore, previously lo his punishment, to 
save ilie honour of the clergy, he was solemnly degraded 
from the order of priesthood, in the chapterhouse of St. 
Paul's, by Crewe. Sprat, and While, the bishops of Dur- 20. 
ham, Rochester, and Peterborough +. 6. The king was 
not content with empoweiiiig catholics to hold commis- 
sions in llie army, or to retain situations in the universities, 
he resolved to introduce them into tbe privy council, and. 
Boon after the declaration of the judges in favour of the July 
dispensing power, he ordered the lords Powis, Arundell, !'• 
Belasyse, and Dover, lo take their places at the board, 
without having previously qualified themselves by the 
test accoi'ding to law. It was, he maintained, a part of 
his prerogative to avail himself of the advice of any of 
his subjects, whatever might he theii religious opinions: 
but the people, instead of admitting the claim, looked 
upon it as an open avowal of his inlenlion to subvert 
the protestant establishment. He made at the same 
time another appointment, which, had it been known, 
would have added considerably to the public irritat' 
Of the catholics no one, whether it was owing to

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merits of Ihe individual or Ihe arls of Sunderland, hail 
obtttineit so high a place in his favour and confidence a% 
father Pelre. To hira had been given llie superintend- 
ence of the rojal chapel ; he was lodged in the same 
apartments at Whiteiiall which James bad occupied 
wlien he was duke of York, and he wos named a privy 
councillor at Ihe same time with the four peers*. The 
impolicy of this appoinlraenl was loo glaring to escape 
the notice of any man of ordinary apprehension. James 
owns that be himself was aware of it : and can allege no 
Other plea in excuse, but that " he was so bewitched by 
" my lord Sunderland and father Pelre, as to let hin*self 
"be prevailed upon to doe so itidiscreete a thing ■!■.'' 
What induced Petie to accept the office is not mentioned. 
But the policy of Sundcilaud is obvious. He made the 
presence of the Jesuit a screen for himself: foe, as long 
as the former occupied a place in the council, to him 
chiefly would attach the odium of every meusure offen- 
sive to the feelings, or prejudicial to Ihe interests, of pro- 
testantsj. The catholic lords, however, were alarmed: 
they communicated their apprehensions to the queen ; 
and with the aid of her entreaties James was at length 
persuaded, not, indeed, to revoke the appointment, but 
to suspend its puljlication. In effect, he wailed only for 
the result of Castlemaine's negotiation at Rome, and per- 
suaded himself that, when his friend was, as he expected 
he would be, invested with the episcopal character, less 
objection would be offered to his introduction into the 
council }. 6. Petre repaid the services of Sunderland by 
the employment of his influence to effect the removal of 
Sunderland's competitor. The disapprobation, which 
Rochester constantly expressed in council, of the mea- 
sures taken by James, mortified the king: but his 
resentment was as often checked by the bumble submis-

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flion of that minisler to the royal will, after he had once 
aelivered hia opinion. The two intriguers adopted a 
new argument. Tliey represented to James that l.e 
must never expect to carry the abolitiim of the lest act 
in parliament, as long as the opposition was led by one 
of liis own ministers, the highest in rank, and the first 
in inlluence and patronage*. This the king admilled ; 
but his reluctance to dissjraoe an old and tried adherent 
suggested to him the hope of escaping from tlio difR- 
cully by the conversion of Rochester lo the Roman 
catholic failh. At hi* request the eari conversed in No*. 
private with Dr. Leyburn on two subjects, the real doc- 12, 
trine of the Christian church during the first five cen- 
turies, and the necessity of an infallible authority in 
matters of faith : afterwards the question of ^e real gg^ 
presence was debated before him and the king without 
any attendants, by the doctors Jane and Patrick on one 
side, and I-eyburn and Godilen on the other: and Ro- 
chester in conclusion observed that the disputants " had 
" discoursed learuedly, and that he would atteativoly 
" consider their arguments." _ The king was disap- 
pointed ; he complained to Barillon of the obstinacy and 
insincerity of the treasurer t; and the latter received pgp_ 
from the French envoy a very intelligible hint that the 3. 
loss of office would result from his adhesion to his reli- 
gious creed. He wasj however, inflexible, and James, 19. 
after a long delay, communicated to him, but with con- 
siderable embarrassment and many tears, his final de- 
termination. He had hoped, he said, that Rochester, 
by conforming to the church of Rome, would have 
spared him the unpleasant task : but kings must sacri- 
fice tlieir feelings to. their duty. Tliat interest which he 
owned and supported, the earl opposed : it was necessary 
to put an end to such opposition. If time were required

The press, however, was il r 
offered to tbcae who did not d re 
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the number of theological <,ombataDta who now poured 
into the AlU was so great as aim st t> exceed belief. 
They were led ly TiUotaon htilhnglam leniaon Wake, 
and others letcrans who had already distinguished thom- 
selves by their eontrovenial prowess in the reign of the 
Jast monarch and who were some of them ohaplams la 
the present kiug preiching regularly at WhitehaU and 
giving, by their boldneea and impunity, additional credit to 
the protestant cause. To them the catbolios opposed the 
moat eminent of their divines, Godden and Serjeant, and 
then Gother, whom, on account of the purity and har- 
mony of his language, Drjden pronounced a perfect mia- 
ter of English style*. Nor should Thomas Ward be 
omitted, the chivalrous antagonist of Dr. Tenison, who 
at last discovered, to hia infinite annoyance, that the grave 
theologian with whom he had been contending was, in 
foot, ft layman, formerly a schoolmaster, and actually a 
trooper in the horse-guards f- The contest was canied 
on with equal spirit by both parties, during the reign of 
James, both claiming the victory, of course ; for it is sel- 
dom, in such controversies, men take the trouble to study 
the real arguments of their adversaries ; they generally 
confine their reading to the works published on their own 
Bide. But the flight of James wrought a wonderful alter- 
ation in the position of the respective oombaiajita : the 
and-catholioB were rapidly elevated to the highest digni- 
ties in the church ; their former opponents stole away from 
public notice, happy to shelter themselves in obscurity 
from pursuit and peril, during the troublous and eventful 
period which immediateiy fiDllowed. 
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CHAPTER n. 

JAME3 II. 






At the beginning of this chapter it may bo conTenient 
to pause, and to talte, in the mean while, a rapid view 
of the state, both political and reli^oua, of the two 
kingdoms of Scotland and Ireland. 

From the Scottish parliament, during its first sesaion, 
James had received unequivocal proofs of its attachment 
ta his person, and of obsequiousness to his vrill. Hence 
it was that he resolved to make in Scotland the first trial 
of those estraordinary and disputed powers which he 
claimed as inseparably connected with the possession of 
tl vereign authority. He began with the privileges 
f porate bodies. The magistrates of Edinburgh were 
fi t f [bidden, to make any election of municipal officers 
w th t further orders, and then commanded to choose, 
' at th Tisual time, Baillie Kennedy, the king's nominee, 
f 1 rd provost. With the appointment of inferior offi- 
he did not interfere. A few weeks later iie sent a, 
p pt to the Scottish council to permit sia-and- twenty 
p , already appointed commisaionera of supply, and 

all f them catholics of ancient standing or recent con- 
vuu a, to ezeruBo th^ ofSee without taking the oatha 
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or the test imposed by the law ; and not only the per- 
sons actually oamed in the instrument, but all othere, 
also, to whom suclt diepensation should aflerwards be 
granted by warrant under the king's signature. These 
in5ingements of munieipal privilege, and of the statute 
law, met with no estemal show of resistiince ; but they 
had awakened the fears and jealousies both of episcopa- 
lians and presbytorians ; and plans of oppoMtton at the 
approaching session of parliament were secretly and 
eagerly organized *. 

It happened that about ttiia time a \iolent dissen- 
uon burst out between the two most powecful mem- 
bers of the council, the duke of Queenaberry, the lord 
treasurer, and the eail of Perth, the lord chancellor, jggg 
lately become a proselyte to the oatholio worship. Both feb. 
appealed to the justice of the sovereigD, who refused 
to decide between Ihem, but gladly seized ihe oppor- 
tunity of appointiu); for his representative at the 
approaching session of pailianteut the cai'l of Murray, a 
maa unconnected with cither of the pai'ties. and possess- 
ing the enlire confidence of the king. This appoint- 
ment led to other orrangemeiita. The treasury was put 26. 
in commission, by which the duke becameonly the third 
person at the board ; the government of the castle of 
Edinburgh was, with his appai'sut consent, transferred 
front him to the duke of Gordon ; and all that the 
waning influence of Rochester could effect in favour of 
Queensberry, whose son Drumlanerig had married Udy 
Rochester's niece, was to make him president of the 
council with a salary of lOUD^. per annum. The real 
object of those changes was to bcilitate in the Scottish 
parliament the repeal of the test act, as an example for 
the imitation of ihe English parliament. The opposi- 
tion of Queenaberry, which tlie king had anticipated, 
was after his loss of office a matterot'litllecon^iequeiica; 
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tha duke of Hamilton had promised hU eo-operation 
and that of his numerous dependents and Mickenzio, 
lately created viaeount Tarbet {retcnded to shiw from 
the roll of the meuibers, that there ex stad a lirge ma- 
jority at tba command of the court But his assertion 
Mar was disputed, and the measure itself was strongly op- 

23. ' posed by the two archbishops and after several consul- 
April tations, it was resolved that permission to exprcis their 

^^- respective forms of worship should be granted to the cath- 
olics and the covenanters, but that the repeal or continu- 
ation of the test should be left to the i^seretion of parlia- 

29. The session opened with a letter from the king, in 
which, having ^ven due praise to the loyalty of tha 
Scots, he stated his own attention to their intereata, and 
his wish to extend their commerce and add to their 
prosperity. He had instructed his comraissibnec to 
establish, wiih Iheir concutrence. certain regulations for 
the opening of a free trade with England, and had 
sent down an act of amnesty tobe passedin pai'liament, 
pardoning all rebellions and offences against the crown. 
In return he asked notliing for himself; the only boon 
which he expected was some indulgence for his Roman 
catholic subjects, that they might enjoy, in common witli 
others, the protection of the laws, without lying under 
obligations incompatible with their religious creed. The 
commissioner spoke in a similar strain : but. both in his 
speech and in the royal letter, all mention of the exact 
measure of relief was cautiously avoided f. 

The number of the catholics in Scotland was so in- 
considerable, that no danger could be feai-ed frorp Ikent 
in consequence of the toleration of their religion. But 
that jealousy of the kings designs, which prevailed in 
England, had penetrated into the neighbourinK king- 
dom ; and the protestant leadera in London, the Scottish

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refugees in HDllatnl, and even the priiioe of Oiango, 
througli the secret airenoy of the pensionary Fagel, tiiade 
every effort to animate llie Scots to resislaiiee. The 
persuasion that pro: ear autism was in danger ra]iidly 
diffused itself tlirougli llie nalion. Tlie more religious 
could not be convinced tbat ii was lawful to connive at 
tile exercise of a religion whicli iliey had been 1aui;ht to 
believe idolatrous; and men, who I'or years had felt no 
aense,of religion at all, were suddenly inspired with a 
holy impulse t<) put down the errors of popery Iiigether 
with the hopes of the papists*. From the support 
which he had always given to the eiJiscopal church of 
ScotlamI, Barnes conceived himself enliiled to its gra- 
titude and services ; but of the bishops, will) the excep- 
tion of Ross and Paterson, some were passive, others 
decidedly hostile; and of the clergy the greater part 
laboured to create by iheir discouise and their scrrnoDS 
the most decided o'pposition: while the presbyterians, 
their ancient adversaries, stood aloof, silent but not in- 
different spectators of the contest. In the council, 
though an appearance of unanimity was preserved, a 
diversity of inclination existed-even Hamilton, not- 
withstanding his engagement, gave but a faint and 
qualified assent t— and in parliament, according lo the 
ancient policy of several families, if the father supported 
the court, the sun placed himself in the ranks of its 
opponents. The.patrons of the measure began to feat 
the result. To reduce the number of their adversaries, 
they ordered several military pHieers lo rejoin tlieir regi- 
me.its ; and, to influence the minds of ihe timid, they 
removed other raembei's from their situations under the 
government. But these proceedings added to the obsti- 
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nacy of their opponeDfs ; and the predominint feeling in 
the hrmae was sufficiently mimiested bj the gu'u^ed

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change of gfintiment, James persisted in his design, 
but condemned liimself of folly in having nsked aa a 
favour what he eould have granted bj his authority. 
After an interval of a fevr ninnths he despatched a sue- Sept. 
cession of lettw^ (o the council, ordering thein to extend "■ 
the protection of government to his catholic as well as ,~' 
his protestant subjects, authorising the exercise of thejfoT_ 
catholic worship in private houses, and enjoining that 11. 
certiun individuals by name should be admitted to offices 13, 
in the state, as well as the conforming clergy in general 
to livings in the church, without the obligation of taking 
the test*. 

Afl«r this preparatory step lie ventured on the 
esecution of the great measure which he meditated. 
By two successive proclamations he declared his rea- 
olutioQ that, as he would not force the conscience 
of any man himself, so neither he would not allow 
any rpan to force the consciences of others ; his inten- 
tion of preserving inviolate lo the bishops and clergy 1687 
of the establrahed ciiurch of Scotland their churches, ^"l'- 
rights, and property, and to laymen the possession of all j 
chureh and abbey laricU which had been secularized at j„]„ 
the reformation ; hia grant of full and free toleration to 5. 
presbytenanS, quakers, and catholics, so that they might 
exercise their respective worships in houses and chapela, 
but not in field-conventicles, fur which there could be no 
loziger any pretext; his suspension of the cruel and san- 
guinary statutes against cathullcs, which had been made, 
during the minority and without the consent of his 
grandfalher, by taen in rebellion against queen Mary, 
their lawful sovereiirn. and which were in their provi- 
sions so abhorrent from the principles of humanity that 
for years they had not been carried into ex.ecution ; uiid 
hia design of employing men in his service without 
respect of tlieir religion, and in proportion to iheir merits 
and qualifications . That by thb measure the king took 
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Upon himself to suspend, for a time at least, the execu- 
tion of numerous laws, cannot be denied: but that he 
might legally do it seems to follow fiom the unlimited 
authority in ecfleeiastical matters whit-h the Scottish 
legislature had previously conferred on the sovereign*. 

By tlie clergy of the episcopal church in Scotland this 
declaration was viewed with feelings of abhorrence. It 
licensed in their opinion the existence of schieni, and 
blasphemy, and idolatry. Nor did the presbyterians 
themselves, who would reap the benefit equally with 
the catholies, unite in approving it,- The more rigorous 
deemed it a sin to have any communication wiHi James 
Stuayt, " an apostate, bigoted, escommunicaled' papist, 
" under the malediction of the Mediator, yea, heir to the 
" imprecation of his grandfather." Tbey maintained 
that he could not exercise regal authority, because he 
had not taken the oath required by Iftw; and that the 
establishment of toleration was not 'within the power of 
the civil magistrate, because toleration was " inconsistent 
" with the law of God, its object to set up tyranny, its 
" tendency to unite the hearts of protestanls with papists, 
" as if the latter were neighbours, and by taking in 
" bishops and quakers as well as papists, to legalize 
" heresy and blasphemy no less than idolatry.'' But by 
the majority of the presbylerian ministers the boon was 
accepted with cheerfulness. It was no concern of theirs 
to inquire by what authority, or for what object, it had 
been granted. To preach the gospel was their duly : 
hitlierto tbey had been restrained by the strong hand of 
power; it would be extraordinary, indeed, if they were 
now to restrain themseh-es, when the obstaide was re- 
July moved. Under this impression they met in Edinburgh, 
21. and subscribed an address to the king, expressive of their

2. In Ireland the same causes of dissension, which had 
so Ions aj!ilated that kin«dom, were still iii constant 
operation, — dirersity of religion, and opposilion of m- 
terests. Of the two the latter proved the more danger- 
ous and irritating evil t. Where the Ciitbolics formed 
the great majority of the population it was seldom safe, 
frequently impracticable, to execute the intolerant laws 
which indicted peiialtieson the professors, death on the 
ministers, of their religion ; hut the opposition hetweeii 
the English and Irish interests, as they were called, was 
continually kept alive by the daily fears of one party, 
and the protracted sufferings of the other. Tlie English 
interest, that is, the plantei's and adventurers from Eng- 
land, who had obtained the lands of the natives during a 
period of rebellion and anarchy, trembled for their se- 
curity, and lived in perpetual fear of a reaction : and the 
Irish interest, the men of native descent, among whom 
numbers had been reduced tc poverty for the enrichment 
of strangers, looked forward to the time nhen the suf- 
ferers luight recover the possessions of their fiithers 
by the exclusion of these foreign intruders. The two 
parties regarded each other as sworn enemies ; tliey at- 
tributed to one another the most barbarous counsels; 
they suffered their passions to be blown into a flame by 
the most improbable and unfounded rumours ; and they 
watched each other like two hostile armies, anxiously 
looking for the flrst favourable opportunity of surprise 
and victory. The duly of maintaining tranquillity be- 
tween them had for some years been painfully but suc- 
cessfully exercised by the vigilance and firmness of the

the last days of his reign, when 'he had gained the 
asCBiidancy o\-er his opponents in Enuland, that Charles 
took into serious con sidu ration the stale of things in the 
sister island. Here, with ihe aid of the church and ila 
doctrine of passive obedience, he had put down the men 
whom he considered enemies of the throne ; but in Ire- 
laud he saw. or thought he saw, that almost all who 
oxercified the civil or the military authoriiy were re- 
publicans by principle, because they derived tlieir wealth 
and importance from the conquests and regulations of 
the late commonwealth. It was resolved to remove 
them gradually from llieir situatioia, and to introduce 
into offices of trust and poner natives of inonarciiical 
principles, and consequently- in a great proportion 
catholics, who, as tliey would derive the beneftc from the 
favour, would attach themselves through interest to the 
person, of the sovereign. At the same time he deter- 
mined 10 intrust this delicate task lu another lord-lieu- 
ti'uant. whether it was BU&pecled that Ormond would 
disaiiprofeof theplan, or that an honourable retreat waa 
n' iiiirerl for Ruchester, to shelter hitn frot" the unceas- 
ing attacks of hi* rivals in the ministry. The duke 
received notice that he would be recalled at the expira- 
tion of six months, and a new patent was made out for 
Rochester as his successor : but the death of Charles 
disturbed this arrangement; Riichester was raised to 
the office of lord treasurer in England, and on the de- 
parture of Ormrmd the reins of government fell into the 
liatids of the archbishop of Armagh and lord Granard, 
with the title of lords justices*. James, however, did 
not lose sight of the new system, which had been settled 
with his concurrence during the reign of his brother. 
After the suppression of Monmouth's rebellion, he 
ordered the militia to be disbanded and disarmed in Ire- 
land as ■well aa in England ; an order which in the for-

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mer kingdom created consideralile alarm. Tliere the 
railitia consisted piincipallj' of tlie English planlera, 
wlio alone bad been alloived by law lo carry arms, and 
who, nhen tbese wei« taken from them, considered 
thenlselvea ivitbout defence airainst the enmily of the 
natives. Reports at intended massacres were immedi- 
ately circulate, and numbers, under the impulse of 
terror, disposed of their property and quitted tlie island. 
But it soon appeared that the alarm wasgioundless, and 
that the regular army, amounting to eight thousand 
men, was able to preserve the public tranquillity ". 

Sunderland had been pointed out to James as a At 
person to HIl the ofllce of chief governor of Ireland. But 
that wily statesman had no wish to be exiled fiom court, 
and to leave his competitor in the undisputed pussessioa 
of power. Hilt intrigues wore successful : he even con- 
trived to diminish the intluence of Rochester in the 
cabinet, by procuring the appointment of Clarendon, 
Rochester's brother, lo the otKce which he himself had 
declinedt. To Clarendon the king explained his iiiten- 
tion with respect to tho government of Ireland. 1. It 
was always lo be borno in mind that Ireland was a con- 
quered country, and that of course the English ascend- 
ancy and the act of setllement must be maintained. At 
the same time it would be for the lord-lieutenant to 
devise some means of rewarding several of Ibe native 
Irish, who had rendereil important services to the crown, 
am! had nevertheless been deprived of their patrimony. 
2. The king was a catholic, most of the natives were 
catholics : it was his will that they should enjoy the free 
exercise of their worship, that civil disqualifications for 
religious opinions should cease, and that in Ireland 
catholics sboidd be admitted to offices in the state, and

1688. With these instructions Clarendon took possession of 
Jan. jiig government. In a short time three catholic lawyers

On all these 
points Clarendon, though he deeply condemned, faith- 
fully executed, the orders of the sovereign : -but .the 
reform of tlie standing army was intrusted to a more 
confidential a^nt, Richard Talbot, with whom the 
reader is already acquainted by tlie title of the earl of 
TyrconneL He was descended from one of the first 
Ecgliah settlers in Ireland, had entered at an eariv hl'I) 
into the service of James, and had merited by his fiflcniv 
to his master to be selected by Oates for one of his vic- 
tims. By a timely tiight to the continent he escaped 
from the fan^^s of the informer; and on his return 
was rewarded by the king with rank aud ofDee. Tyr- 
connel was brave and generous, and devoted to the 
person ofhis benefactor ; but rash, impetuous, and con- 
June fident. To spare the feelings of the lord- lieutenant, 
^" James compelled him to receive bis commission of lieu- 
tenant-general from Clarendon : but he executed his 
orders wiih a vigour, perhaps violence, which did not 
earn the approbation, though it subdued the timidity, of 
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the chief governor. Evety officer auspected, whether 
justly or unjustly mattefed not, of clierisliinK revoluiion- 
ary primtiples, 1va^i ca^ihie^ed ; and, under prt^tence of old 
age or iletlcient slature, every fourth man among the 
privaies was discharged*.

It had bee« given in charjie to Tyrcdnnel In raise llje 
Irish to a decided siipenority over the En^rlisli " in- 
" lei'est," to the end that Ireland might ofl'er a secure 
asylum to James and his friends, if hy any subsequent 
revolution the king should be driven from the English 
throne: but the lord deputy had a further and more na- 
ticHial object in view, .to reijderhis native country inde- 
pendent of. England, if James should die without male 
issue, andihe prince and princess of Orange should inhe- 
rit Iheorown. For this purpose he employed the agency Aug. 
of Bonrepaua in England, and of Seignelay in France, to 26. 
acquaint Louts XIV. with his intention, and to solinit 
his powerful aid. .The French monarch, ivho looked onSept 
the prince of Orange as the most formidalile of his ene- 
mies, received the overture with pieaaure, and gave to 
Tyrconnel strong assurances of support: and ii was 
mutually agreed that the project and all the subsequent 
proceedings should l>e carefully withheld, not only from 
the knowledge of Sunderland, to whom it was said 
that Tyrconnel was bound to pay the yearly sum of 
4000/. out of his emoluments, hut also from that of 
Barillon, whose intimacy with Sunderland exposed him 
to the suspicion of betraying every secret to that mi- 

In the prosecution of those views Tyroonnel turned 
his attention to the courts of law, and the difier-

Two of the judges, Nugent and 
April Bice, arrived in England to esplain the project to 
James, who considered it as amountin>r in substance lo 
a repeal of the act, aad likely to lead, in its conse- 
queni^s, (o the dismemberment of Ireland from the 
Eiiijlish croivn*. Not only did he refuse hn asaent, 
but seemed to lend a favourable ear to tliose who ad- 
vised the removal of the lord deputy. Sundetland in 
his apol<^ (but the reader will recoHftct that it was 
written after the revolution, and to mitii^te the odium 
which he had incuri-edt, claims the merit of having 
caused the fiiilure of tills project, and moi'eover of hav-

But the king, though aware of this change 
of public opinion, clung the more obstinately to his pur- 
pose, and it now became the first object of his policy to

■J'o otFect this in the house of lords, it had been sug- 
gested to him, that he miEht confer the honours of the 
peerage on several new familiei, or might call to the 
house theeldest sons of peers whose views were in con- 
formity with his own J. But, unwilling to adopt either 
expedient without an ahaolute necea^ty, and trustmg

of office to oppose 1 
duty to pursue*. 

This menace was put in exefiution : but in many in- 
stances it failed of success, and men seemed more 
desirous to obtain the hutiour of deprivation than to 
preserve tbe emoluments of office. The lords Di:rby,Ai 
1'hanet, Shrewsbury, Lumley, and Newport, vice-admi- ' 
ral Herbert t, and several others, cheerfully resigned 
their respective employments and commands; and the 
royal advisers, amon<i^whom from this period we are to 
number Penn, the celebrated quaker. seizeil the oppor- 
tunity to wean the king from his notions in &vour of the 
established church, and to turn his attention to the 
dissenters. From tbe churchmen, witli all their preten- 
sions to loyalty, it was now plain that he could expect 
no aid. They had already displayed, some an open, 
others a masked, hostility. Bui let him divest himself 
of his prejudices againEt other religionists; let him win 
their services by employing his dispensinff power in their 
favour; let him establish by proclamation in Enoland, 
as he had already done in Scotland, universal liberty of 
conscience. Then non-conformists of every class would 
be eager to display their gratitude ; and interest, if not 
affection, would bind them to support the royal prero- 
gative. He might then call a new parliament; the 
friends of religious liberty would rally round the throne; 
and the repeal of eiery penal' statute would be accom- 
plished without difficulty.

4. proclamation appeared. Though calculated to produce 
the same effect as the previous declaration in Scotland, 
it was expressed in very different language. As the 
English law did not recognise absolute power in the 
sovereign, nor give to the head of the church unlimited 
authority in ecelesiastica! malters, he did not pretend to 
" cass, disannul, and remove," as he had done in his 
Other kingdom, but was coptent ** with suspending the 
execution of all penal laws lor religious offences, and 
with forbidding the imposition of relii^ous oaths or tests 
as qualiHcatioiis for office ; *' to which he subjoined an 
intimation, that he had no doubt of the concurrence of 
both houses of parliament in these two measures at their 

By the different bodies of non-conformists the boon 
was received with feelings of gratitude and exultation. 
They paused not to consider its legality, or to enquire 
whether the prince, who thus suspended at his pleasure 
the execution of one description of laws, might not on 
subsequent occasions with equal right set aside the ex- 
eotition of others. In the delirium of their joy they 
crowded round the throne to express their gratitude for 
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the benefit of religious liberty. The example was shown April 
by the anabaptisla ; the quakere followed ; then 'the in- '°" 
dependents; next cnma the praEbytevianG ; and after Mc^ 
them tbe catholics, who were careful to attest their aatis- *■ 
faction Eliat the benelfiLwasesteiuledto all cliiistian sects 23. 
without exception, and their pride that it had proceeded 
from a prince. of (heir own communion. James received 
tlleseiaddresses with self-gratulation. He boasted that 
he had made his subjects an united people, that he had 
changed those, whom persecution bad .before rendered 
tbe most bitter enemies, into firm and interested sup- 
porters, of the llirone *. 

But in all this there was much of delusion. If he: had 
gained on one hand, he had lost on the other. The de- 
claration coni!rmed the existing estrangement of the 
churchmen, who placed little reHance on his promise to 
preserve all the rights of the bishops and clergy, when 
they suspected him of' a design to raise his own church 
to a superiority over theirs. There was another circura- 
stance whidi added (o theiraiarm, a rapid and unex- 
pected defection from the pale of the establishment: far 
numbers, who, to avoid the penalties, had hitherto con- 
formed to the legal form of worship, withdrew, as soon as 
it could be done with impunity, to attend those religious 
meetings which accorded better with therrown senti- 
ments')'. In such circumstances they naturally sought 
to make allies of those whom tliey Ijad formerly perse- 
cuted, and to infuse their own jealousies into other pro-

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testant sucieties. They mainlained that James had no 
right 1« the merit which he claimed ; that he was at 
heart an etiemy to liUerty of conscience ; that his real 
object was to blind the eyes of pcoleatants, till he had 
placed himself in a condition to oppress both churchraen 
and dissenters. They had before them the example of 
the king of Prance and the duke of Savoy. James 
would act like those princes *. In a few yeai's the as- 
aertot of religious freedom would throw off the mask, 
and confine liberty of worship to the professors of his 
own creed. He had a standing army ready to draw the 
sword at his nod : he claimed a right to suspend the ex- 
ecution of the, laws ; where then could be ihe security for 
protestants, whether they belonged or did not belong to 
the establishment. These suggestions made impression : 
the feehngs of gratitude were checked by doubts and ap- 
prehensions; and Jameshimself whether it was thro igh 
the precipitancy of his zeat or the credulity with which 
be listened to the counsels of others contmed bv his own 
conduct to confirm the charges and predictions of his 
enemies f. 

1. It was obviously the interest of a prince m his cir 
cumstances lo abstain from eiery act ubirh might be 
interpreted as an encroachment on the rights of the 
established church ; and yet he seems to hue chosen 
this Tery time to indulge in freaks of aibitrary power, 
which proved howjittle he cared foi the immunities of 
the clerical bodies, and how much he despised their 
enmity and resentment. Some one had suggested to 
him that it would be highl) beneficial if a fe v ratholics 
were admitted to reside in the universities on the same 
footing with protestants: the experiment had been tried

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in Germany with the most happy result ; and thoaa an- 
tipathies, which usually Amde leligLOUS seels, had been 
inatmsibly sof;enod down by the intercourse of social life. 
This was the avowed, but there was another more secret, 
motive, the hope of induciiiK men to profess themselves 
catholics, when they saw that the honours of the univer- 
sity were equally accessible to the members of both com- 
munions. James sent a mandatoi7 letter to Dr. Peacheil, Feb. 
the vice-,chaneellor of the university of Cambridge, to 7. 
ailmit to the degree of master of arts, without exacting 
from liim the usual oaths, one Alban Francis, a Bene- 
dictine monk, and catholic missionary in that neiglibour- 
hood. It was natural that the Tice-chaiicelloc should 
demur : he ascertained, though in an irregular manner, 
tlie sense of the'^tiate, and a messaire was taken to |1 
Francis by the esquire-beadles, that his admission wauld ■^ 
lie granted, subject to the usual qualifications. A second 
manilale was sent similar to the first, and after a long Mm 
delay a petition was returned to the king, representing li- 
the reasons on which the senate Lad proceeded. That 
degrees had been conferred without any oalhs on the 
Mahoramedan secretary to the ambassador of Morocco, 
on foreign gentlemen in the suite of foreign envoys, and 
on natives of the lank of noblemen in the university, 
could not be denied : but it was contended that the case 
of Francis differed from all these ; it was not with him 
a merely honorary distinction ; hi^ admission would open 
ft gap t'hrriugh which men of an religious persuasions 
might find their way into the senate, and then vote on 
matters highly interesting not only to that body, but to 
the established cliurch. It was now no longer a question ^ 
whether Francis should be admitted, but whether the 
royal authority should be despisell with impunity, and 
the unfortunate vice-chancellor was summoned before 
the ecclesiastical com'misBion to answer for his disobe- 
dience. He pleaded in his favour the several statutes. ■*Pj'^' 
and his duty of enfoirang those statutes : the crown law- 
yers replied, that the university' had not exact«d the 
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oatlia in the case of Dr. Lightfoot, tlmt there was no 
iiislanceof the refusal to obey a m a ndatcry letter from 
the king, and that it was not to be .tolerated that a 
literary body should presume to deprive the crown of the 
dispensing power, which had been awarded to it by the 
decision of the judga*. In conclusion, Peachell was de- 

Myf privedof his office, and suspended during pleasure from 
•' the mastership of Magdalen college; and this judgment 
was followed by a sort of compromise, ia consequence of 
which the university yielded so favas toeleet a new vice- 
chancellor, and the king on liia part suffered the preten- 
sions of Francis to fall into oblivion *. ■ 

This dispute was yet pending; when James found 
himself engaged in a sliU more imtating contest with 
the university of OxfoM. Dr. Clarke, the president of 
Magdalen college, one of the richest foundations in 
Europe, died ; and letters mandatovy were despatched 

April lo tliB fellows, recommending Mr. Anthony Farmer to 
*■ their choice for the vacant oflioe. Farmer had not the 
qualifications required by the statutes; though aii inmate, 
he was not a fellow either of that eolle;^ or of New col- 
lege in the same university : neither was he distinguished 
by the extent of his learning, or the regularity of his 
morals : his sole title to the royal favour sprung from 
the adroitness with which he had insiijuated himself into 
the good opinion of some among the king's advisers, as a 
man of loyal principles, and well disposed to the catbohc 
interest. In Oxfi>rd it was immediately rumoured that

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he^ had conformed, or promised to conrorm, to Hie church 
of Rome: the fellons were exhorted not to piace a 
papist at their head ; and were tol<I ihat to submit to the 
mandate would be to betray the rights of the eollege and 
the interests of religiun. At length they aubsciibed OAmii 
petition stating the ineiigibilitj- of Farmer, and praving 9. 
tbat they might either proceed to a free election, or re- 
ceive a different, recommendation from the king. Had 
this paper been delivered lo James, it might perhaps 
have spared iiim the mortification which followed ; hut 
Sund<;r!aiid, having kept it four days, returned for 
answer that the royal will must be obeyed*. The ffel- jg 
Iowa met for (he purpose of election, and Mr. Hough, 
one of their numlior, obtaining: the plurality of BuflVages, 
was admitted president by the ordinary visitor, the bishop 
of Winchester. . -B[rth parties immediately appealed to 
the king. The fellows pleaded that their proceedings 
had been in strict accordance with the slatutes and their 
oaths: the pations of Farmer, that they had added insult 
to contumacy ; they had not only disobeyed the mandate, 
but after having solicited the king lo name another 
person, had, without waiting for thac nomination, chosen 
a president themselves. By James the case was referred June 
to the ecclesiasticalcoramission, which alier several hear- 6. 
ings declared Hough's election void, because a mandate ^^■ 
to choose one person- implied a prohibition of choosing ^^' 
any other, but advised the king to desist from the nomi- 
nation of Farmer on account of the doubts which had 
been thrown on hia moral character. 

A pause-of six weeks ensued. Hough, in defiance of 
the judgment pronounced against him, continued to ex- 
ercise tlie office of president, and James sought the most 
eligible means of conciliating the fellows without com- 
promising liis authority. At length he sent a mandate 
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Aug. for a new eieclion, recommending at the same time for 
'^- their choice Dr. Packer, hinhop of Oxford ; but his im- 
prudence had now evoked a spirit of resistance too fierce 
and obstinate to be laid by the terrors of the prerogatite ; 
and Parker himself was obnoxious as apreSateof courtly 
principles and suspected orthodoxy. The fellows replied 
that they could not obey ; the office was not vacant ; Dr. 
Hough stood in actual anS legal possession. Thus the 
contest was renewed, and the members of a small literary 
society plared themselves in hostile array against the 
power of the sovereign. They depended on whaflhey 
considered the righteousness of their cause, and were 
cheered by the assurance that they had with tliem the 
good wishes of the university and of the church of Eng- 
land. James, on the other hand, looked upon them as 
men who souj-ht to invade his just rights, as apostates 
from the doctrine of passive obedience, which tlieybad 
sanctioned by their celebrated decree, issued but four 
yearii before, and as the tools of his secret and designing 
enemies, whose object it was 1o breed an open divii^ion 
between him and the churchmen. Pride forbade him to 
S«P' yield : when, in his summer progress, he came to Os- 
ford, he received the deputations from the other colleges 
with many gracious expressions but at the sight of ihe 
contumacious fellows he was unable to control his anger , 
he addressed Ihem with an asperity of linguage and 
marks of indignation ill befitting a ling and when on 
their knees thej offered him their petition, bade them 
begone, he would receive nothing from them till tliey 
had obeyed his mandate, and admitted the bishop for 
their president 

The fellows had home unmoved the frowns of the 
sovereign ; thev had equallv resisted the prudential ar 
guments of Penn afd of olheis calling theraiiehea their 
Oct. friends ; they were now summened before.the bishop of 
21- Chester, Wright, chief justice of the King's Bench, and 
Jenner, a baron of the Exchequer, members of the 
ecclesiastical commissioi), and extraordinary visitors of 
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the eolleste. The first measure of these judges was lo 
annul Iheelectionof Dr. Hough, who in return addressed O'''- 
them in tbese words' " My lords, I do hereby protest ^^ 
against oil your proceedings, and against all that you 
have done or shall do, in prejudice of meandof my right, 
as illegal, unjust, and null; and therefore I appeal to 
my sovereign lord the king in his courts of justice." 
The spectators expressed their approbation by applause : 
but the court proceeded to install the bishop of Oxford 
by liis proxy, to whom they gave by force possessiun of 
the president's lodgings. With Ibis advantage the king 
would gladly have been satisfied ; for he bad long wished 
to extricate himself fiom a quarrel, which he felt as a 
degradation, and in whicli bis claim had been privately 
pronounced illegal by the chief justice Herbert *. But 
the intractable spirit of the fellows still revolted : though 
they had been induced to make a qualifted promise of 2-1. 
obedience " as far as was lawful and agreeable to the 
" statutes," they revoked their word the next day : Bi 3S. 
new form of submission wits oBered but refused, and five- tiav. 
ond'tweiity members were not only deprived by the Ifi. 
visil^irs, but declared incapable with Dr. Hou[;h of hold-'^''=- 
ing ecclesiastical preferment, or, if laymen, of being ad- 
mitted to holy orders, Tlius, after a war of nine months, 
. the'king remained master nf the field ' his opponents 
were disseised of their freeholds ; fourteen of the demies, 
who imitated their contumacy, shared their punishment ; 
and the college, in virtue of successive letters mandutory, 
was repeo^ed with new men. a motley colony taken from 
the professors of both religions. It was, however, a 
victory of which he had no reason to be proud ; for it be- 
trayed the hollowness of his prelensions to good faith 
and sincerity, and earned hitn llie enmity of the great 
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body of Iho clergy, and of all ivho were devoted w the 
interests of the church *. 

At ihe veiy comiiienceraent of these contests with the 
universities, the moderate catholics at court attempted 
to oppose to the mifichievoHS counsels of Petre and 
Sunderland the prudence and inHuenee of Mansuele, 
the king's confessor, a Fianciscan friat from I-orrain. 
But the struggle quickly ended in tlie total discomfiture 
of the asewlants : their champion was sent back to his na- 
tive country with the character of a good man, hut unequal 
to soimportant an office; and his place was supplied, at the 
recommendation of father Petre, by father Warner, a Jes- 
uit, and rector of the college at St. Omerf. This, how- 
ever, was not the only morlification which awuited ihe 
moderate parly. Hitherto they had prevailed (and their 
wishes, Ibrougli the advice of the cardinals Howard and 
d'EstrSes, had been approved by the court of Home), that 
d Adda should execute liis commission of nuncio to the 
king without the pablio assumption of that character. 
But James was taught to be!ie\e that the incognito 
which d'Adda presers-ed reflected disgrnce on himself, 
asifne were ashamed to acknowledge his correspond- 
ence with the head of his church, or had not the power 
to protect from insult the envoy of a sovereign prince 
itiiBCceplable to the religious piejudices of his subjects. 
1680. At the earnest solicitation of the king. Innocent gave 
Feb. ]jJ5 consent; the nuncio, to add to his importance, was 
Mav i^unsecrated archbishop of Amasiaby the titular primate

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of Ireland in the chapel at Whilehall, and a rlaj was 
fixed for bis public reception at raurt in liis ofBeiiil 
character. The duly of introdiiciiii.' him was assigiiwi 
by James Ki the duke of SomorHet. lii-el liinloflhe bed- 
chamber. But that nobl. man olijected tlie penalty to 
which he should be exposed ; and when llie king offered 
bim a pardon, replied that a pardon, promised before the 
offence was oommitled, would not be held valid in a 
court of law. " I would have ; ou,"' said James, " fear 
'• me as well as the law." " I cannot fear jou," was the 
answer of the duke, ■' as long as I commit no offence. 
" I am sennre in your majesty's justice." Two days 
were allowed him to consider: at the conclusion llio 
young duke of Grsflon canducted the nuncio to Wind- July 
aor in the royal carnage, and presented him to the kiuf; 3- 
and queen. ' Somerset lost his place and his rcgiiiientof 
the Ruaras. Hitherto he had incurred ridicule l.y his 
habits of vanity and arrogance, and was usually known 
by the appellation of the prondduke; but his spirited 
conduct on this occasion atoned for his past follies, and 
his disgrace inrested him with honour in the estimation 
of the people*. 

If the king hoped by the respect which be paid to the 
nuncio to conciliate the mind of the pontiff, it was not 
long before he «as undeceived. At his prayer the purple 
had alieady been given to the queen's uncle, but no 
soticilalion could prevail on the pope to dispense with the 
rules of !he order, and raise father Petre to the episcopal 
dignity. Castlemaine's patience was exhausted. He 
complained in bitter terms that to him and the marshal 
d'HumiSres, the envoys of the two cadiolic kings of 
England and Fcan-e, no countenance was shown at the 
apOBtolic see ; and he bluntly declared, that unless lie 
had reason to espect a change of measures, he woiild 
immediately quit the papal court. Innoc«nt was con- 
tent with this laconic reply—" I^i e padrone ; " but he

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ordered the nuncio to demand satisfaction from the king 
1,637. for the insult offered to him by the ambassador, -lames, 
June though be altributed the warmth of Castlemaine to 
^6. exuberance of zeiil, recalled him to England, and, in 
^Ji?'- reward of his servicea. gave him a place in the council: 
* hut instead of intnisiing his interests at Rome to the 
cardinal of Norfolk, committed them to the care of 
Rinaldo d'Este*, renewing at the same time his sohci- 
talions in behalf of Petre, not indeed fur the mitre, which 
had been refused, but for the higher dignity of cardinal, 
which had occasionally been conferred on members of 
the society. But Innocent was inexorable : and James 
hastened to fulfil of liis own authority his intentions in 
favour of his friend. The moderate party had per- 
suaded themselves that the appointment of Petre as a 
privy counsellor had been cancelled in consequence of 
their representations; the fact was, that the king only 
wailed to obtain the mitre or the hat for the Jesuit, that 
he might appear with greater importance at the board. 
Wearied out with the reluctance or procrastination of 
the pontitf, he named Peire clerk of the closet ; the next 
Sunday the neiv dignitary ajipeared in the chapel at 
Nov. Whitehall, not in the usual habit of his order, but in 
6. that of a secular priest; and a few days later be seated 
'!• himself among the privy counsellors by command of the 
sovereign. It is difficult to describe the aatoiiishment, 
the vexation, with which the intelliijence of this appoint- 
ment was received by the great body of the people. The 
enemies of .lames secretly hailed it as an event most 
favourable to their wishes: by the catholics it was de- 
plored as a common calumity. To present a repetition 
of their remonstrances, the design bad been concealed

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from their knowledge ; and now that the appointment 
had been publicly announced, it only remained for tbem 
to heivail the infatuation of the monarch, and to an'ait 
in despair the revolution which he was preparing by bis 
own precipitancy and imprndence *. 

Sunderland had not yet lost sight of the treasurer's 
EtafT, the original object of his ambition. In May he had 
become a pretended convert to the church of Rome, 
havinf! made his abjuration iii the bands of father 
Petre-h. The fact, for reasons of state, was kept secret! 
but it conHrmed thecanddenceof thekin^in the attach- 
ment and fidelity of the pioaelyte. The introduolion of 
Pelreinto the council had been preceded by that of sir Oct. 
Nicholas Butler, formerly an anabaptist, but now a pre- IT, 
tended convert of Petre's, and a dependant of Sunder 
land; and it was soon evident that these three, Sunder- 
land, Petre, and Butler, monopolized the direction of 
public atTairsJ:. About Christmas the attempt, which Dec.

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had been so long in agilation, was made Petre and 
Butler represented to James the neces»iity of appointing 
a lord high treasurer, and the filiieiS ot llie lord presi- 
dent for that oftic*. But the king was inflesible; he 
replied in conformity with, his first declaration, that he 
would never confer an employment of such extensive in 
fluence on any subject. Sunderland ventured to solicit 
the interference of the queen ; but her answer was so 
decisive and discouraging, that !ie saw the prudence of 
desisting from a suit, which, if it were urged with perti- 
nacity, would probably lead to his disgrace *. 

While the king was occupied with these petty con- 
tests and intrigues, he did not lose sight of the great 
object of his ambition. To proclaim liberty of conscience 
was but a preparatory step : he saw that it required 
something more than a royal proclamation to give sta- 
bility to the benefit. The dispensing power, on which 
its existence rested, aflbrded only a frail and precarious 
support, which circumstances might compel him to witb- 
dtavi, and which at all events would fail at his decease ; 
and to procure the saucdon of the le^lature in its fovoor, 
as long as the present house of commons continued in being, 
appeared a hox>eles8 and dangerous attempt. Still he per- 
suaded himself that what one parliament had refused might 
be obt^ned from another. Let only the iuQuence of the 
crown be brought jointly with that of the dissenters to bear 
on the elections ; then new members favourable to the raeaa- 
ure might be returned, and several of its most formidable op- 
ponents he perhaps excluded ; those especially whose intimate 
connexion with the prince of Orange had thrown a shade of 
Tnj„ suspicion on their loyalty. Impressed with these notions, he 
2. suddenly dissolved the parliament. Since the close of its 
first session it had never been permitted to sit for the de- 
spatch of business, but had been continued, by successive pri>- 
rogations from time to time, during the spa^e of two ^ars. 
His next object was to prepare the public mind for the con- 
vocation of a new pai'iiaoient. With this view, (1.) he com- 
menced a progress during the summer from London to Bath, 
< itwes (Memolre), H. 131, 132. Lonsdale, 25. 
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and continued it from Batii to Cliester ", visiting the most 
populous towns.in which he was received wi til aodamationH, 
and calling around him the resident gentry, whom he sought 
to conciliate by affability, and to convince by ai^ument. He 
assured them that he cherished no hostility against the estab- 
lished church ; and that if he wished to abolish the test it was 
because he considered it an unjust and barbarous enactment, 
which, as it had felled of its principal olgect, his exclusion 
ftom the throne, ought not t« be perpetuated, when its only 
efot would be to inflict on others the penalties that hud 
been devised against himself. Itcuuldnot be a necessary 
safeguard for the ohurch, since the church had so long 
existed without il ; nor would its repeal affect the con- 
stitution of the house of commons, since catholics would 
ElJU remain, as they had been for a century before, ex- 
cluded from that house ; and certainly, as long as one 
branch of the legislature, the lords, consisted principally, 
and another, the nomraons, t(rially, of protestants, he 
must be an unreasonable man, who could entertain any 
fear for the safety of the protestunt religion. James (vaB 
of a sanguine disposition. As he had mistaken the par- 
tial aculamationi? of the dissenters for the voice of the 
whole population, so lie mlslook the respectful silence 
with which men listened to his reasoning for a sufficient 
proof of their assent. His ministers were more sagaci- 
ous ; they saw how deeply rooted was the public dis- 
trust of his measures, but were careful to conceal their 
apprehenMOna ftom the knowledge of their sovereign f . 

(2.) At the same time the "regulators," a board establish- 
ed under the pretest of reforming the abuses in corporations, 
received orders to mould these bodies in coufbrinity with the 
views of the court ; and instructions were given to the lord- 
lieutenanta of the several counties, 1, to make out lists of 
personadevoted to theking, and on that account fit to be ap- 
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pointed mayora and sheriffs, that the returning ofEoers might 
be in the interest of the crown ; and 2. to aBsenible their dep- 
uties and the magietvacy, and t-o put to each individual the 
three following questions :^If you ore chosen to the nest 
parliament will you vote for the repeal of the test act and of 
the penal laws T Will you give jour aid to those candidates 
who engage to Tote for that repeal' Will you support the 
declaraiiun for liberty of conscience by living peaceahly 
and like good Christians with men of different religious 
Dec. piinciples ? Tlio king's oliject could not be doubted ; 
11 * and Ibe gazette was careful to intimate, that cuntinu- 
anre iti office would bo made to depend on the answers 
which sbould be returned. Many replied iii the affirma- 
tive: hut most availed themselves of a printed form 
whi(-h was circulated through the country for their 
adopliou : that ihey could not engage their votes on any 
particular question, till its merits had been liebaWd in 
parliament; that Ihey would support such candidates as 
possessed the necessary quali ft cations ; and that tliey 
Bou"lit to live in peace with all men, unless his majesty's 
interest and the government established by law required 
the contrary. Though from these replies James learned 
the unwelcome truth, that his favourite measure was 
displeasing 1o a great majority among the higher classes 
of his subjects; yet he could not prevail on himself to 
desist from his pursuit, and only postponed the calling 
of a parliament to some future and more favourable 
opportunity*. 

Before we proceed to the fourth and last year of this 
inauspicious reign it will be proper to call the attention 
of the reader to the numerous causes of irritation and 
estrangement, win h previouslj existed between the 
king and his nephew and son in-law, the prince of 
Orange. William b advocacy of the bill of exclusion, 
and his reception of Monmouth during the lile of Charles, 
were offtnces not ea dy f)rgo ten and the reconcilia- 
tion which he sought and obtained on the death of that

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monarch, was soon aitenvards shaken by his Strang 
and ambiguous conduct in relation to the expeditions 
under the earl of Aigyle and the duke of Monmouth. 
From all the circumstances it is plain that, if at first he 
knew not of the design, it was because he preferred to be 
ignorant; and thai, if liis orders to prevent their depar- 
ture were subsequently disregardei!, it wus because he 
did not mean them to be obeyed. James, however, 
deemed it prudent to dissemble. The pica of ignorance 
advanced by the prince, was accepted though not be- 
lieved; and his offer of coining and fighting in person 
against the usurper was declined, under the pretence 
that bis presence at the Hague was necessary to prevent 
the transmission of succour to the enemy. The victory of 
the king at Sedgemoor put an end to this uncertainty. 
Wilham tendered his congratulations to his uncle; 
James returned a gracious and affectionate answer; and 
an active correspondence was established, in which these 
neaf relatives endeavoured to disguise their mistrust of 
each other under expressions of the warmest attach- 
There existed two parties, who deemed it equally 
their interest to prevent any cordial union between the 
uncle and the nephew. The French king, aware of tha 
inextinguishable hostility of William, ordered his anibas- 
Bador d'AvauK to watch with care the conduct of ihe 
prince; and by that minister evKry circumstance, which 
admitted of an unfavourable interpretation, was commu- 
nicated to Barillon in London, whose office it was to re- 
present it to James under such colouring and with such 
comments, as he thought most likely to awaken su 
picion in the royal breast. On the other h d 1 e 
Brilish exiles in Holland, together with h d n 
tented in England, whil^ they inHamed the amb of

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designs asamst the liererlitary rights of his wife. To 
enumerate all the causes of dissensim. discovered or 
croaicd by the^e opposite advisers, would tire tlie pa- 
tiuiice of tlie reader: Ihe principal may be ariauged 
under the fullowiiiir heads. I. Holland was become ibe 
common refuse uf all, who durins the last or present 
reign had tJerl from prosecution on account of polLiical 
offences. There Ihey assembled to talt over their real 
or supposed wrongs, arranged plans for the annoy- 
ance of the so^'ernment in England, and formed con- 
nexions with men of similar sentiments in their native 
country. That James should demand their removal, was 
natural : he sought not, lie said, to deprive them of an 
asylum, but to cut off their facility of communicatioa 
with England, by eompellins them to reside at a dis- 
tance from the sea-coast. He complained to the States ; 
but bis complaints, through the influence of the prince, 
were disregarded ; he remonsti-ated in stronger terms, 
and was answered that the delay arose fram the number 
of authorities to be consulted, and the slow form of pro- 
ceedings in the States ; at length lie had recourse to in- 
timidation. It was observed that he suddenly turned bis 
attention ft'om the army to ihe navy : that a great num- 
ber of ships had been put in commission, and that the 
workmen were eraployetl night and day in the docks and 
168S. arsenals./ When Van Citters, the Dutch ambassador, 
J"'y inquired ihe object of this armament, James merely re- 
^ plied that he had no intention of disturbing the peace of 
Europe : hut one of the ministers gave the envoy to un- 
derstand, that, if the Slates sought to avoid a war, it 
would he necessary to comply with the king's demand*. 
This hint had its effect ; and the exiles were ordf;red by 
proclamation to withdraw from the maritime districts of 
the republic The order, however, remained a dead let-

to offenri men whose services he might afteiwanls re- 
quire, though he abstained from open c«ni muni cation 
with them himeelf, occasionally met them in private, and 
kept up a corresponileace with their chiefs through bis 
favoiinle counsellors, Fagel, Beniinck, and Halweyn. 

'2. The maintenance by the States of six British regi- 
ments on the continent, revocable by the crown in the 
case of invasion or rebellion, was supposed to bring with 
it this advantage, that the king, on any sudden emer- 
gency, would have at his command a ilisoiplinod and na- 
tive force, without the previous expense of their support 
in time of peace. During the attempt of Monmouth the 
experiment was partially made ; when it appeared that 
the regiments brought to England were more disposed 
to fight in the cause of theusurpet than of the legitimate 
sovereign This furnished another source of iriitation. 
James sought to reform the brigade by cashiering the 
oflicers of doubtful fldeht; and supphitig their places 
with men of moie loyal piinciples and connexions. 
But Willnm, the commander in chiet was perlectly 
satisfied n ith the evistiug constitution of the regiments. 
He looked to them for aid in the (tent of his contendmg 
for the English crown : and therefore made it his object 
to keep them under the guidance of officers, whose 
interests were identified with his own. To the demands 
of the king he opposed delays and objections, which pro- 
voked complaints and remonstrances. By dint of perse- 
verance Jumes procured the removal of those whom be 
named as his enemies : but in the appointment of others 
to succeed them, little regard was paid to his recom- 
mendation. William steadily refused commissions to 
all whom he suspected of being attached to the king or 
the catholic faith, n'bile, on the other hand, he sought out 
men dependent on himself, and particularly the ofBiers 
who had been discharged by Tyrconnel from the army 
in Ireland. The consequence was that, in the following 
year, these regiments hesitated not to draw the sword 
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against their natural BovereigD, and eheerfully acoompar 
oied the prince in his espedition to England *. 

If the king hud reason to complain of the conduct of 
his nephew, the nephew, in juBtifloatJon of that conduct, 
pleaded the neceasity under which he lay of providing 
ag^nst the hostile designs attributed to his uncle. Baril- 
lon, in his first despatohes, after the accession of James, 
suggested a notion that the prince, the great enemy of 
Louis, might perhaps he suhseqnently excluded from the 
Bucceasion ; not that any such project was already in av- 
iation, but that he thought it a contingency which might, 
at a later period be brought about by the course of events f- 
The course of events seemed likely to verify the foremght of 
the Frenchman, James, possessing a powerful army and 
navy, and exercising, in spite of oppOMtion, the dispensing 
power, had openly declared his resolution to emancipate his 
catholic sulgecte trom the restHctions imposed upon them on 
account of their religions creed ; and by repeated invamons 
ofthe rights of the established church had provoked a gene- 
ral suspicion that he had in view something more than mere 
emancipation. In such circumstances men naturally asked 
themselves the question, in what manner could he accom- 
plish his purpose ? Should he succeed during his own life- 
time, yet it was evident that the fabric which he hod reared 
with so much trouble would crumble into dust upon the suo- 
cesMon of the prince of Orange. Hence an opinion came to 
prevail among all parties that he would remove his nephew 
from the auocession, and supply his place with a more ob- 
sequiouH candidate for the royal feTOurJ. Reports of the

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king's supposed intentiooa were forwarded, with due exag- 
geration, to William, and the alarm wliicli they created in 
his mind forinod a bond that coDtiected him TFtth the exilea 
in Holland and the disoflbcted in England. He stood in need 
of their help to defend his olaim ; they stood in need of his to 
dethrone the Ung. In quality of stadtholder he had the com- 
mand of the army in the United Provinces, and hence had 
been able to control the will of the king with respect to the 
English re^menfs ; but he had no control over the admiral- 
Ijes, and yet a formidable fleet was as necessary for his pur- 
poae«aa a formidable army. On this account his great advo- 
cate, the grand pensionary Fagel, repeatedly proposed to the 
states gen eralthelevyofnine thousand seamen,underthe pre- 
test that the kings of England and France had determined to 
invade the maritinie provinces. But the proposal was as often 
refused, on the ground that no satisGiotory reason had beea 
assigned for its adoption *. The refusal was a signal victory 
for James ; anothei equally important followed, — the order 
already mentioned that the English and Scottish esiles should 
withdraw from the sea-coast into thein terior of the country f. 
It was at this moment, when James seemed to have ac- 
quired a preponderating interest in the le^slature of the re- 
public, that a most singular state paper, suppositious, un- 
doubtedly, but swd to be a minute of the English privy coun- 
dl, — how it had besn purloined, or through whose hands it 
had passed, was never eiplwnod, — found its way into the 
possession of Van Oitters, the Dutch ambassador at St. 
James's. It purported to be " aremonstrance addressed to 
" the king by his council." There was much, in this title to 

eliclled from the Danish ambEissBaor, thst prLnoe Q<™ge, Ihe busband of 
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provoke a, suspidoD of fraud, and much more in the hodj of 
the document to strengthen that suBpicion. In it the coun- 
cil waa made to assert that, if the king wished to reign in 
peace and safety, ho m ust begin by subduing the United Prov- 
JDces, where liis rebellious and digaSected subjects were con- 
stantly patronized and protected. For this purpose they ad- 
vised him to declare war immediately, to dewand a compe- 
tent supply of money from his parliaaient, and if tliat were 
refused, to levy it by force in virtue of his prerogative ; in 
'which case he might be assured of additional lud from the 
king of France. They also reminded him of the great ob- 
ject, the establishment of the catholic religion in his domin- 
ions. To accomplish this it might be necessary for him to 
make a sacrifice of his independence, and to,inveet Laais with 
the right of appointing a catholic successor ; not that such 
necesMty would probably ever happen, but if it did it would 
be hb duty to submit ; for it was much better for his sub- 
jects to be made to practice the catholic worship under a 
foreign prince than that they should live free from all for- 
eign yoke, but slaves under the yoke of the devil. Such 
was the substance of this extraordinary instrument, and 
when we consider its obvious tendency to call into action 
the angry passiona, the religious and national antipathies 
of both Englishmen and Hollouiders, it is difficult to sup- 
press the conclusion that it had originated with some of 
tliose who were actually plotting, both in England and 
Holland, the dethronement of the king *. 

Armed with this document the ambassador waited upon 
James who, receiving it from him, perused it leisurely 
and attentively, and then pronjunced it an impudent fab- 
rication proceeding trom the Bntish exiles in Holland. 
The fabrication wis tacitly admitted by Van Citters, but 
he appeared anxious tu remove from his own country the

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odium of haviog ^ven birth to the imposture, and declared 
that the paper had come to him through tlie hands of 
catholics ; that it had been composed by one wboae name, 
if it were divulged, would fill the king with astonishment ; 
tatd that, whatever it might be in other respects, it ex- 
hibited a iUr sample of the opinion and doctrines held by 
the priesta at Whitobail, This attempt to mystify and 
mislead was too palpable to escape the observation of 
James, who treated the " remonstrance " with sovereign 
contempt. It was beneath his notice, the ooiinterpart of 
those despicable libels upon hia character which issued al- 
most daily from the press of Holland. He would not 
even do it the honour to betray any snlicitude respecting 
the name of its author, but manifested the deepest indig- 
nation at the suggestion that, in order to secure a catho- 
lic succesHon, he should pass by the lady Mary and tha 
lady Anne. No man, he said, cnuld think bim capable 
of 80 criminal and unnatural an act, who Itnew how ten- 
derly he had always loved his daughters. There was no 
one among his iiiends, no one among his priests, who 
would daie to hold such language in his presence. With 
equal warmth he spurned the advice that he should 
become a pensionary of Louis. He was king of Eng- 
land, and therefore the equal of the kbg of France and 
the king of Spain. Chancing to cast his eye on the word 
vassal, be excliumed, "Vassal, sirt vassal of the king of 
" France! I would have you know that, if my parlia- 
" ment had consented, I would already have nused, and, 
"if it were now to consent, I wiil still raise, this monar^ 
" chj to as high a degree of power as was ever possessed 
" by any of my predecessors ; nor would your republic be 
" a loser, if that were to he the case " *. In conclusion, 
he dismissed the ambassador, with the assurance that Jie 
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hoped to lire in amity with the United Protinces, and that 
he eDtertained no hostile design against them, — an assur- 
ance given with, such earnestness of manner, and such ap- 
pearance of sincerity, that it made a deep impreaaion on 
Van CStters'. After this we hear nothing more of the 
"remonstrance." The tact and ability with which the 
king had conducted this conference, and the contempt 
■which he always expressed for the whole intrigue, ren- 
dered the imposture impotent and harmless. Hia ene- 
Biics, howerer, were not to be alenced hy a single defeat, 
and wo find that, during the rest of his reign, other forge- 
ries, for similar purposes, repeatedly issued from the same 
manufactory in Holland. 

Notwithstanding the protestations of James to Van 
Otters, the jealousy of the prince was still kept alive by 
the art of hi^ counsellors, who persuaded him to demand 
uf hia fiither-in-law a yearly income, to he settled on the 
princess, in quality of the heir presumptive to the crown. 
This would have boon an official recognition of her right, 
and was strongly recommended by some of the catholics 
in the English conndl, anxious to secure the favonr of 
their future sovereigu. But James was not so prodigal 
of his money as to bestow it on one who would probably 
employ it agiunst the donor, and eluded the demand with 
this answer, that no income could be claimed by the heir 
to the crown, unless that heir were resident within the 
kingdom f- Defeated in this pursuit, William adopted a 
plan to get into hia possession the supposed competitor of 
Mar. li'S wife. Prince George had gone to Denmark on a visit 
8. to thb ting his brother ; and Anne was persuaded to ex- 
press a desire of spending the tjme of his absence in the 
7. company of her sister Mary. By James permission was 
cheerfully granted ; hut in a few days he repented of 
his facility, and revoked his word, under the pretence 
that it was contrary to sound policy to allow both sisters. 
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the next, heirs to the crown, to be at the same time 
within the power and coiilrul of any Ibieign state *. 

4. The real expedient, by which the king hoped to give 
Btabilitj' to his plans in favour of his catholic subjects, 
did not contemplate any chance in the succession. He 
had persuaded himself that William might he induced 
to approve of the general abolition of tbe penal laws on 
matters of religion, and even to pledi^e his word for the 
support of the measure after the decease of the reigning 
monarch. For this purpose he despatched lo Holland 
sir William Peiin, the celebrated quaker, that he.tmght 
read lectures on toleration to the prince and princess, and 
might convince them that all restraint on the freedom of 
religious worship was contrary to the unalienable rights 
of conscience. But the address and eloquence of Penn 
were foiled by the cunning of a more welcome adviser, 
who suggested an answer subversive at once of the 
king's views and expectations ; that, hostile as they 
were to persecution, yet they would never give their con- 
sent to the repeal of the test act, because that act was 
necessary for the preservation of tlieprotestant faitht. 
This adviser was Burnet the hietorian, who, having 
deeply offended the royal brothers during the reign of 
■Charles, had asked and received permission to travel on 
the accession of James. From Italy he came back to 
Holland, where he was invited to the' court of the prince, 
and soon acquired a high degree of favour and confi- 
dence. His knowledge of men and parlies rendered his 
inforraalion most valuable ; and his character as a iheo- 
li^ian enabled him to do to his patron a most acceptable 
service, by persuading the feeble mind of the princess 
that the law of England, which, in the event of her suc- 
cession to the crown, would give her the superiority over 
her husband, was contrary to the law of God, which 
made her at all times subject to bis authority; and that

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she was IherefbrB bound In conscience to transfer lo ths 
hands of the prince the sovereign' power which she 
miglit subsequenlly inherit as her birth-right. Under 
ttiis impression, sending i'ur William, slie made to him, 
in the presence of Iier instructor, a solemn promise, that, 
whatever authority might subsequently devolve on ber, 
should be possessed and exercised by him: ho should 
bear the sway, she would demean herself as a loving and 
dutiful wife ; nor did she ask any other return for this 
proof of affection than that^ as she practised one com- 
mand. Wives, be obedient to your husbands in al' tkinss, 
so he would practise the other, Husbands, love your 
wives. By these words she alluded to his amour with 
Mrs, Villiers, afterwards lady Orkney ; but William, 
though he exacted from her the benefit of the promise, 
was careful to absolve himself from the obligation of 
complying with the condition *. 
1686. 5- Skeilon, who represented the king of England at 
Sept. the Hague, had incurred the displeasure both of the 
States and of the prince: of the former in consequence 
of an attempt to" seize, with the aid of some English 
officers, the person of sir Robert Peyton, one of ihe out- 
laws ; and of the latter on account of some real or ima- 
ginary interference with his amours, matters which were 
publicly known, though William sought to persuade 
himself that they were wrapt in impenetrable obscurity +, 
James transferred Skelton to the higher post of ambas- 
sadiir at Paris, and. chose for his successor While, a 
native of Ireland, who had been frequently employed at 
Brussels and Madrid by Charles II,, and was generally 
known by the name of marquess of Albeviile, which 
title he had accepted from the emperor in lieu of the

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tertain, a thought so wicked and ui^u^^t, as that of de* 
piiving his own daughter of her hereditary ri^lit. The 
assuranre was received with outivard acknowledgments, 
and with inward distrust. Neither would William listen 
to the arguments of the ambassador in favour of a total 
liberty of conscience. He was, he said, a friend of loler- 
alion, but only in a limited sense : he wished the catho- 
lics in England to enjoy all those liberties which were

en,myerl by the calholics in tbo United Provinces. But 
he dared not consent to the abolition ol tile lest act be 
cause it was the only security of the establ she<i church 
under a catholic monarch*. 

6 Soon after the mission of Albevilk i e jealous es 
and alorms were excited by the diagrice of Roc! ester 
and the proceedings of Tyrconnel. Meosengerii f om 
England arrived at tlie Loo anil the Haa; e i d Fagel 
Bentinck. and Hal weyn, consulted with Burnet and the 
chief of the outlaws ; but William was loo cautious to 
listen to those who advised an immediate rei-ourse to 
arms; and doubting the tidelity of the representations 
Feb. made by his English adherents, he sent to London as 
H. his agent Dyclivelt, a statesman of acute obseiTatiun and 
consummate ability. To elude suspicion Dyckvelt was 
invested with on extraordinary mission fi'om the Slates, 
and instructed to inquire into the destination of the ar- 
maments said lo be in preparation in the English ports*. 
But James, who was acquainteij with his real object, 
cumplained in bitter terms of the distrust and duplicity 
of his sonin-law ; and to the question of the ombassa- 
lior replied that he had neither the intention of disturb- 
ing the peace of Europe, nor of interrupting, as was 
rumoured, the lejial line of succession J. 

Dyckvelt remained four months in England, and 
seems at first to have flattered the king with some hope 
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that the prince would asaent to the removal of the test 
and penal laws. For William whb then buaily employed 
in his Tavourite project of forming a general confederacy 
ogmoat the power of France, which rendered it of import- 
aiieo to him to win over, if it were possible, his father- 
in-law, and to avoid all cause of offence to his calholio 
allies. Hence it probably was that when the king pub- 
lished the declaration of liberty of conscience, the envoy jiprfl 
epoke of it in tarma of high approbation, as a measure 4. 
dictated by justice and religion : but, before his depirture, 
it iKcaiim necessary that he should disclose the refusal 
of William both to James and to the ambassador of the 
prince's ally the king of Spain. To the latter he excused 
it on the plea that the repeal of Ihe test would throw the 
power of the kingdom int« the hands of the dissenters 
and the catholics, of ttie dissenters who were republicans 
by principle, and of the catholics who were the depend- 
ants of (heir common enemy, the king of France. But 
James refuted his reasons; assured him that he should 
persist in the prosecutionof bis object ; and required bim 
to inform the prince and princess that it was their duty 
to submit their juilgment Ui his ; for he was ihe head of 
^e family, and had n rii;bt to tbeir obedience*. 

Dyckvelt, in the mean lime, faitbfu) to his instructions 
from the prince, bad improved tbe uppoitunity to learn 
the strength of the royal armv, the state of the royal 
finances t, and the feelings and resources of the several 
parties. He communicated personally or by letter with 
the secret adherents of William, ajisured the diiicon tented 
that the prince would never submit to any measure 
which could weaken the ascendency of the established 
chui'ch. and advised the dissenters to stund aloof fivm 
the conlest, and to expect from the successor of James a 
mure legal and permanent tuleralion. He had e\ea 
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thrown out to the catholics a promise that if they would 
deserve it by their conduct they should find in William a 
protector from the future vengeance of their enemies. 
June J^t his return to Holland he took with him letters 
9. filled with expressions of attachment, and offers of ser- 
Mcu to William, from the marquess of Halifax, the earls 
of Slirewsbuiy, Bedford, Devonshire, Clarendon, Sun- 
derland, D;inby, Nottinf^liam, and Rochester, Ihe bishop 
of London, the lords Lumiey and Churchili, admiral 
Russell, and several olhor individuals of high rank and 
extensive inllueiice. It was not that all these aimed 
at the same object, or were even acquainted with the 
views and opinions of each other. Halifax, Sunderland, 
Clarendon, and Rochester chielly sought to secure the 
good-will of the prince, whom they looked upon as the 
probable successor to the throne : but most of tile others 
went much further : Danhj, even in the <lays of liis 
power, had sought the tHendship of the prince id oppo- 
sition to James : the bishop *, and Devonshire, Bedford, 
Shi-ewsbury, and Lumiey, had private wrongs to revenge : 
the two last, who had abandoned the catholic faith, were 
also anxious to display their zeal for the creed which 
they had chosen ; and all these solicited from William 
an armed interference, which, while it should establish 
religion and liberty, might secure the succession to him 
and his wife, perhaps place them immediaiely on Ihe 
throne. These seulimenls it woidd have been imprudent 
to commit to wri ting ; and, therefore.in their letters theycon- 
finedthemselvestogeneraleipressionsofdubiousimport.the 
bTie meaning of which the hearer was authorised to explainf .

enemies to reli«,'ious persecution, and willing to concede 
to the British catholics thai liberty of worship which was 
enjoyed by the catholics of Holland, but that they never 
would consent to the repeal of the test, or of any act, 
having for its object the safety of the proteatant church ; 
that Inivs which merely fixed the qualifications for office 
could not be taxed with injustice, not could that man be 
said to persecute, who did not seek to punish the reli- 
gious belief of one party, but only to pcesen-e the religious 
establishments of the other t- 

In this letter there was nothing which had not been re- 
peatedly stateilby Dyckvelt to the king, and by tlie prince 
to Albeville. But it was in reality conipo^ed fir the in- 
formation of others ; the catholic princes, the allies of Wil- 
liam, who would learn from it that he bore no real hostility 
to the professors of the eatholio feith, and the British pro- 
testants, whom it would induce to look on him as the stanch 
sad uncompromiwng champion of the proteatant ascendancy

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in the Britjeh empire. With this view it was published in 
Dutch, French, Bnglish, and Latin, and forty-five thousand 
copies were sent for circulalion to England, where, from 
the high place which Fagel held in the conSdence of the 
prince, it was considered as a public paper, with a. semi- 
olficiai character. The friends of James, however, did 
not suffer it to pass without an answer. Treating it as 
the composition of William himself, they animadverted 
severely on the indecency of the publication. Wliat 
right, they asked, could a foreign prince possess of an- 
nouncing to the inhabitants of a great empire bis con- 
demnation of the rule of their sovereign ? The teat act, 
they maintained, was unjust, because it deprived the 
catholic peers of their birthright, thoofrh guiltless of any 
crime ; because it was founded on the acknowledged 
falsehoods and forgeries of Titus Oates ; and because its 
real object had been the exclusion of James, while its 
real victims were those who had been made subject to its 
provisions, that through them it might reanh him. It 
was moreover a grievance to protestants themselves, by 
imposing on men. unused to such investigations, the 
necessity of pronouncing solemnly on the truth or false- 
hood of a metaphysical opinion, and of declaring the in- 
vocation of saints to be idolatrous, though the form of 
that invocation was itself equivalent to a disclaimer of. 
idolatry; and that to vindicate the test on the ground of 
its being merely a qualification fur office was a pretence, 
the falsehood and injustice of which Fagel himself would 
adm^it, were he by the enactment of a similar qualifica- 
tion excluded from his share in the government of the 
united provinces*. 

Whatever force there might be in this reasoning, the 
publication of Fagel's letter completely answered the pur- 
pose of its autiior. By the tone of moderation which

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distinguished it, the pope, the emperor, and the catholic 
princes were led to believe that William was prepared to 
grant to the British catholics every Indulgence which 
they' were entitled to expect ; and by pointing out to the 
British prolestanta the prince and princess as defenders 
of the test acl, it constituted them in fact the leaders of 
the party. On the one hand it allayed the jealousy of 
his allies ; on the other it encouraged the timid among 
his friends, confirmed the wavering, and stimulated all to 
resistance and exertion *. 

But what great aid, it will be asked, could William 
bring to the disaffected in England? ^e was not ihe 
Bovereiifn of the United Provinces; he held not at his 
disposal iheii- naval and military force. He was no more 
than the servant of the States-General, bound to obey 
their orders, and answerable to them for his conduct. 
To employ their armies in a foreign war williout their 
permission, was to violate the constitution ; and to reveal 
to them his real object would have been to defeat his 
purpose by making it public. This was a great and 
alarming difficulty, and the consummate art with nhich 
it was surmounted, proves the political sagacity both of 
the prince and of his advisers. 1. In common with his 
friends, he felt or affected to feel the deepest apprehension 
for the very existence of the reformed worship Louis 
and James according to them were linlied together in 
the closest amity, and had formed an impious league foi 
the extirpation of protestantism. The first had already 
acted his part by his revocation of the edict ol Nantes j 
the second was following his steps as rapidly as cucum- 
stances would permit ; and from England and France 
they would extend their views lo the United Provinces, 
whose religion and independence were evidently at stake. 
Nor was this opinion confined to political drcles. It was 
echoed and enforced from the pulpits, and daily received con- 
firmation from an equally influential instrument, the public 
press. From the press there issued in profusion tracts of the 
iifoat libellous description against the two monarohs, ttactt

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contiuning not liheh oniy, but occasionally unknown doctt- 
monta of the same apocryphal oharaoter with the celebrated 
" remonstrance from the council " of the last year. It seemed 
as if the arohiTM of the Jesuits had been riled, and the spoil' 
had been placed at the disposoil of their enemies in Holland. 
One day a pretended correspondemce between father Potre, 
in Engknd, and Pfire de la Chaise, the confessor of Louis, in 
rranoe, Imd open to the eyes of the credulous and the timid 
the extraordinary plans Hupposed to have been devised in the 
two cabineta for the utter extirpation of heresy throughout 
Christendom. On another day the delusion of the people was 
oonErmedand prolonged by the publication of a letter said to 
have been written from London, by a Jesuit of Liege, to one 
of his brethren at Fiiburg. It did not contain any new or 
startling information : but the apparent artlesaness of tbe 
compodtion repelled the suspicion of fraud ; and the boastful 
and triumphant tone in which it detailed the labours of the 
society in England, then- unexampled success, and futura 
prospects, excited everywhere angry aai indignant feeling. 
At the same time thp graver of the artist was put into requi- 
Bltion, and prints were induatriously circulated, repteaenting 
in horrible detwl the barbarities said to have been esercieed 
on theCalvinistB in France through the bigotry of the French 
king. Some time later the ministers, to make the deeper im- 
pression on the public mind, waited in a body on the prince, 
thanked him for his sereices in the cause of protestantism, 
and were informed by him, in reply, that there never was a 
time which called more loudly for their prayers and exer- 
tions, because there never was a time when the true profes- 
sion of the gospel was assailed by more powerful and deter- 
mined enemies. By these acts the passions of the people were 
wrought up Ifl such a degree of phrenzy, that moderate men 
felt themselves condemned to wlence, through the fear of 
being torn in pieces by the zeal of an enraged populace ", 
2. While the prince thus secured the adhesion of the lower 
classes, he secretly esdted or fomented a succession of patty 
quarrels between the States and his father-in-law. 1. The 
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English Bast India company had made Htler compiaicta of 
the injuries which thej suffered from the Dutch at Banta,m 
and Maauiipatam ; and Jaines in firm and threaWning lan- 
guage insisted on immediate reparation. By William the 
SfeiteBwereeshortedtotemporise; they protested ag^rst the 
esorbitant claims of the company ; they excused the delay 
through the want of evidence from their own servants; and 
if they offered reparation it was in tgrma evasive or unsatis- 
fectory. 2. Soon aftervfards a fleet of Algerine oorsaire, com- 
manded by Dutch renegadoes, appeared in the Channel, for 
the purpose of making depredations on the commerce of the 
1688, United Proymcea. The admiral anchored in the harbour of 
^ Plymouth,and demanded, invirtuaofthe treaty between the 
kingand the regency, permission to sell his prizes. His right ' 
to enter the port was admitted ; but the permission which he 
sought was refused ; and yet the States remonstrated in vio- 
lent terms against this determination : the charge that James 
was Bccrstly leagued with the infidels against the heretics was 
echoed back by the partisans of the prince in England and 
Holland ; and the king.to silence their clamour, issued orders 
to admiral Strictland to sweep the Channel of the pirates. 
3. A third cause of dissension arose out of the countenance 
which Burnet, to whom James had traced several libellous 
publications, received in Holland. Having been cited to ap- 
pear, he waa pronounced furtive by the court of justiciary 
m Scotland, but at the same lime obtMnod letters of natur- 
alization, anda promise of protection from the States. Albe- 
ville required that he ahonid be delivered up in conformity 
with the treaty of Breda, but received for answer that their 
high mightinesses understood th^ provision in that treaty in 
a very diSferent sense from the king of England *. Lastly, 
James demanded the sis British regiments serving in the 
United Provinces : the States refused. He appealed to the 
law of nations : they replied that the civilians in Holhind did 
not admit of the interpretation of that law given by the civi- 
lians in England : he oliumed the services of the brigade la 
conformity with the capitulation between the prince of Or-

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ange and the earl of Osaory ; they (though the British force 
in their pay had hitherto beeo gOTerned by that veryinatru- 
nient) declared it of no value, because it had never been for- 
mally ratified. In oonciueion, the king by proclamation re- Max. 
called his subjects serving under foreign powers ; but the call 15. 
wasobeyedby only thirty-six officers, and a small portion of 
privates *, who served to form the nucleus of three new rep- 
ments, composed obieSy of oatholics. The efiect of these 
bickerings proved highly beneficial to William, inasmuch as 
they created an alienation of mind in the principal personB 
among the States, which rendered them willing to connive 
at meaaurea calculated to injure a prince whom tbey both 
feared and disliked. 

3. But the chief object of his solidtude was to procure 
supplies of men, ships, and money, without disclosing at the 
same time hia real purpose. His partisans began by dissam^ 
nating a report that Louis and James had entered into a se- 
cret league ta malte war on the United Provinces in the fol- 
lowing spring ; hut this falsehood f would have failed of its 
purpose had it not been dded by the depredations of the Al- 
gerino corsairs, and the espectation of another visit from the

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pmtes dnring the neit sumioer. For the protection of their 
commerce the Statea voted a levy of nine thousand seamen ; 
and the prince not only put twenty sail ot men-of-war into 
commiasion, hut ventured without authority to order twentjf 
more to be put in such repair that they might be ready for 
sea, in a few days. He had also the address to procure from 
the States an order that the ships shouhi not, as was usual, 
he Btationedintheharboureof thediSerent adoiirallies, hut 
should rendezvous either at Flushbg or Willemstad, two 
ports his own property, where he could exercise the com- 
mand without control. With respect to the army he did 
not venture to i^ae any additional force ; but he concluded 
private treaties with difierent princes of Germany, who bound 
themselves to furnish at his requi^tion several thousand men 
for the defence of the southern frontier, whenever the Dutch 
troops should be withdrawn by the prince for any distant ex- 
pedition. To procure money towards the equipment of the 
fleet, the produce of the customs was aSnioet doubled by the 
enforcement of new and severe regulations ; and on his earn- 
est remonstrances that several fortresses were falling into 
ruin, a loan of 4,000,000 of florins was voted for thdr re- 
pair. The loan was indeed ordered to be raised by equal 
portions, in four successive years, but the treasurer, under 
the influence and protection of the prince, obtained the whole 
sum at once, and held it at the disposal of his patron*. 

In the meanwhile James pursued with obstinacy his dan- 
gerous and desperate career. The inutility of his past ef- 
forts might have taught him the folly of expecting to win 
the consent of men, while he continued to offend their pre- 
judices, and ti-ample on their rights. But hie was a mind 
on which the lessons of experience were thrown away. 
Though the closetings, and removals, and interrogatories 
had fiuled, still he oould discover no cause of despondency ; 
the reasonablen^s of the thing, the interest of the dissents 
era, and the influence of the crown, would, he thought, grad- 
ually make converts to his opinion ; and it was his fixed ra- 
Bolve to call no parliament till he should be secure of a ma- 
jority in both houses. The consent of the prince of Orange,

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which he had once considered necessary, was now a matter 
of leas importance. The queen was pregnant, and her child, 
if, US he proioised himself, it should prove a, boy, nould be 
entitled to the sucoeewon in the place of his daughter the 
priDcesa Mary. He beheld with satisfiictlon the sudden 
damp which this intelligence cast on hie opponents : but the 
leport was soon met bj a rumour most industriously circu' 
lated, that the queen's pregnancy was a mere pretence, the 
first act of a farce which would end in the producl^n of a 
suppoMlaouB child, a lalso prince of "Wales, to the exclusion 
of the true protestant heirs *. In ordinary drcumsfances bo 
improbable a tale could not have found credit ; but it was 
eagerly received by the prqiidioe of party ; and, to ^ve to 
it a greater eut of probability, the story of queen Mary's 
" mock conception " by Foi, the martyrologlst, was re- 
printed, and distributed among the people, under the title 
of " Idem iterum, or queen Mary's big belly." James, Deo. 
however, treated this attempt with scorn, and, by procla- 28. 
niation, announced the propitious event to his loving sub- 
jects, ordering at the same time a day of thanksgiving to 
be observed, with a form of service prepared by the three 
bishops of Durham, Rochester, and Peterborough f. 
From this moment his adversaries watched his conduct

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with more than their former jealousj, while tlie infetaated 
monarch continued to act as if it were his wish to conjure 
up and combine together all the elements of that storm 
which, in a few months, burst on his head, and swept 
him and his fiom the throne. 

1. The elector of Cologne had appointed for his resident 
at the English court a native Benedictine monk, of the name 
of Corker, who had been tried for his life daring the im- 

I^b. posture of the popish plot. There was something suf- 
1. ficiently extraordinary in the appointment itself : but James 
was not satisSed : he insisted that the resident should he 
introduced at court in the hahit of his order, accompanied 
by ai other monks, his attendants, in a similar dress. It was 
A ludicrous rather than an offensive exhibition ; hut, while 
it provoked the sneers and derision of the courtiers, it fur- 
nished his enemies with a new subject of declamation agdnst 
him, who, not content with screening these wen from pun- 
ishment, brought them forward as a pablic spectacle to dis- 
play his contempt of the law and defiance of public opinion*. 

2. These eshibitiona were quickly followed by others, in 
the same direction. To provide for the future government of 
the catholic church in England it had been proposed that the 
kingdom should be divided into four dioceses, or districts, 
and that each of those should he placed under the care of a 
bishop in the capacity of vicar apostolic. In the beginning 

Jan. of 1688 this plan received the sanction of the pontiff, and 

80. James hastened, on his part; to cariy it into execution. 

The only catholio prelates hitherto appointed were Lay- 

butne and Giffiiid ; two others were now nominated by the 

king, — father Ellis, a monk of tbe Benedicdne order, and 

Dr. Smith, the preadent of the English college at Douai. 

The conseoration of these prelates was conducted with great 

splendor, and in the presence of a numerous concourse of

dence of the queen dowager. Before the vic[ir8 set out to 
take possession of their respective districts, James made to May 
each the present of tSve hundred pounds for his outfit, and 23. 
settled on him a pension of one thousand pounds for his in- 
come. The completion of this work, though it strengthened 
the party of bis odveraaries, was to the king a source of self- 
gratulatjon. He had restored the episcopal orderamong the 
catholics, and had Isud the foundation of a hierarchy, whiijj 
. would in a few years, so he flattered himself, become a na- 
tional establishment. Within three months the arrival and 
success of his nephew dispelled the illusion. Yet the new 
arrangement effkited by him proved to the Dnglish catholics 
a most valuable beneSt. For if, when ho had been driven 
into exile, and the prince ofOrange had ascended the throne, 
they adil continued true to the doctiines of their ohurch, 
and to the private exerdses of its worship, this was mainly 
owing to the good sense, the authority, and the solicitude 
of the prelates who constituted the new hierarchy *. 

3. But the king was not eoatent with proTolting dis- 
content by the marlced attention which he piud to the 
interests of his own religion ; he seemed anxious to cre- 
ate alarm by renewing at the same rime his attacks on 
the rights of the established church. In the be^nning 
of the year, Parker, bishop of Oxford, died, and James, 
by a mandatory letter, ordered the presidentship of 
Magdalen college to be given to Dr. Giflard, who was

Mar. The great majority of the felluwa mid demies, as the 
31- readet is aware, iveie already cntholi'-s : hy this nomi- 
nation the president was now a catholic; so that tlie 
college iQ fact was taken from the proteslants and made 
a cathohc eslabli^liment, and that too by a prince who 
had solemnly promised to maintain the rights and pri- 
vileges of tie church. In his defcnco it was argued, 
that, by the obstinate secession of the former inmates, 
the iiouse had fallen to the crown, and that in such case 
the sovereign mL<;ht reasonably All It with one class of 
religionists, when it had been abandoned by the other. 
But such sophistry could nlake little impression on the 
mind of any man, who considered the origin of the 
quarrel, and the law of the land. A prudent prince 
would have grasp«d at the opportunity of effecting a 
reconciliation with the university ; James, by a new act 
of injustice, chose to augment and perpetuate the cause 
of irritatioD. If we may credit ttie inibrmation sent by 
the nuncio to the papal court, the augyestion came ori- 
ginally from Sunderland *. 

But that which filled up the raea.iure of his offences, 
was the prosecution and trial of the seven bishops. A 
year had elapsed since his proclamation of liberty of 

April conscience. He now ordered it to he republished, and 
™- appended to it an additional declaration, stating his un- 
alterable resolution of securing to the subjects of tha 
English crown " freedom of conscience for ever," and 
of rendering thenceforth merit and not oaths the quali- 
fication for office. A rival people (the Dutch) might 
censure and complain— they would be the losers by the 
improvements — but liberty of conscience would add to 
the wealth and prosperity of the nation, and give to it 
what nature designed it to possess, the commerce of Eu- 
rope. He would have his subjecls to lookback on tho 
three years whi.ih they had already jiasaed under his 
■way, and to judge, from the ease and happiness wliich 
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they had enjoyed, whether, instead of being the tyrant 
represented by his enemies, he had not been in reahty 
the father of his people. Wherefore he conjureil Ihera 
to lay aside all jealousies and animositieB, and prepare 
to elect for the next parliament, which would meetat 
the lalesj in November, such represenlalivea, as might 
aid to complete the great work which he had so happily 
bcRun *. 

The king had persuaded himself that considei-able be- May 
iielit would be derived from this de«laralion ; and, that 
it might be the more generally known and obeyed, an 
order was sent to the several bishops from the council, 
enjoining that it should be I'ead by the nlergy in their 
respectife churches, at the usual time of divine service, 
in London, on the 20lh, in the country on the 27th of 
May — an order, the impolicy of which is so veiy obvious, 
as to pi'ovoke a suspicion that it-proceeded from the ad- 
vice of a concealed enemy. It was not, indeed, without 
precedent. In 1681, at the suggestion of archbishop 
Sancrofl, the declaration of Charles II. against the 
Whigs, and subsequently, in 1683, his deciarntion re- 
specting the Rye-house plot, were read by order of the 
king during the service +, But at those times the court 
was in ftivour with the church, and no man thought of 
disobeying an order wliich he approved. But, now, 
when the minds of the clergy were estranged by jealousy 
and embittered with resentment, to insist that they should 
read to their flocks a daciaratiou which they judged hos- 
tile to their interest, was to provoke a quarrel which, in 
the feverish stale of the public mind, could not fail of 
proving most injurious to the royal cause. After a few 
days, the archbishop gave a dinner to the leading cler- ' 
gymen in the capital: and, when those who had not 
been admitted into the secret, were departed, Compton 
of London, Twner of Ely, White of Peterborough, and 
Dr. Tennison, remained m consultation with the 
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metropolilan. By them it was resolved that the clergy 
Offuld not read the declaration either in prudence or in 
conscience: not in prudence, for three reasons, because 
it was Contrary to the interest of the church, because it 
would be taken as a proof of their approbation or their 
cowardice, and because it would lead (o the reading of 
other and perhaps still more offensive papere ; nor could 
they read it in conscience, because it contained illeijal 
matter, as it pre-supposed not merely a dispensing, but 
even a diaannuiling, power in the crovn. But it might 
be asked, Were the clergy the proper judges of that 
question? Or could they conscientiously refuse to obey 
an order issued by the head of their church ? The ob- 
jection was answered by a train of reasoning which 
would have done honour to the most subtle casuist : that 
each individual must judge fjr himself, anil act accord- 
in|^ to that judgment ; that he[lI^e, if he jud'^ a decla- 
ration illegal, there can be no diso1>edience in ret\ising 
to read it ; for unlawful matter ongbt not to be pub- 
lished by him who thinks it unkwi^il, because it cannot 
come to him from any lawM authority ; not from the 
king, far the king can do notliing unlawful! ; nor from 
his ministera, for tbey must have their authority from 
bim. The refusal then is lawful, and consequently free 
from the guilt of disobedience *. 
May In consequence of this resolution, seven other bishops 
18. were invited to join the four in London ; and of these 
Lloyd of St. Asaph, Kenn of Bath and WeUs, Lake of 
Chichester, and Trelawney of Bristol, obeyed the sum- 
mons. Before them was laid a petition lo the king, in 
the handviriting of the archbishop, praying in respectful 
language that the clergy might bo excused from ri^ad- 
ilig the declaration, not because they were wanting in 
duty to the sovereign, or in tenderness to the dissenters, 
but because it was founded on the dispensing power 
which had often been declared illegal in parliament ;

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and on that account tlieycouM Dot, in prudence, honour, 
or conscience, make themselves such parties lo it as the 
reaiJing of it in the church would amount to in coiniuon 
and reasonable conatrucrion. To (his instrument tkvy 
sel their names, with the exception of the bishop of 
London, who was still suspended from his jurisdiction; 
and the subscribers, leaving at Lambeth the archbishop, 
who had been some time before forbidden access to iho 
court, presented it on the same evening to the king in 
his closet *, 

That the matter of the petition would prove offensive, 
there could be no doubt: but James had an addilional 
and more reasonable cause of complaint. They had 
suffered fourteen days since the issuing of the ocder to 
pass in silence ; and now, when there wanted but thirty- 
six hours of the time for carrying it into execution, they 
for the first time came forwai-d with their objeelionH 
The delay might not have been intenliona!; it might 
have arisen from indecision, or apprehension, or the diffi- 
culty of ascertaining in hasle the sense of the episcopal 
body ; but to the king it seemed as if they sought to 
take him by surprise, to extort from him an answer, 
without allowing him leisure for deliberation. He re- 
plied with warmth and asperity, that ho had not ex- 
pected such treatment from the church of England ; 
that they were sounding the trumpet of Sheba, and 
raising a devil, which they would never be able to lay ; 
that they made themselves the tools — the unconscious 
tools, he had the charity to believe— of men, who aimed 
at the ruin of the church as well as of the throne; that 
the dispensing power was part of the doiitrine of the' 
church ; that' some among tho subscribers had both 
preached ani written in defence of that doctrine ; that 
it was a power which, as God had given it to him, he 
would he careful to maintain ; and that, whatever they 
might think, there still remained seven thousand men,

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and of Ihe church of England too, who had not jet 
bflweii the knee to Baal. On their part Ihey conjured 
Lim not lo think so haishly of them : they would lose 
th»! last drop of their blood rathei- than lift up a finj^er 
against him ; but if they were bound to honour him, it 
W118 bJso theit duly to fear God ; to read the declaration 
was against their consoience, and tliey hoped that he 
would allow to them, what ha professed to giant to all, 
liberty of conscience. In conclusion, he did not return 
a positive refusal. He would take time to consider. If 
he should change his mind, they would hear front him 
ill the course of ihe following day : if they did not, they 
might know that the older was to be obeyed *. 

James might, perhaps, have relented ; but, to add to 
his vexation, he learned the same night that the peti- 
tion, though it had never yet been out of his posseseion, 
was ootually printed, and openly distributed in the 
streets of the metj-opol is. This treatvaent, acting on a 
mind naturally obstinate, confirmed him in his first 
resolution. He no longer doubted that it was a precon- 
certed plan ; that the motions of the prelates were 
secretly guided by the leaders of his opponents ; and that 
the object of the publicatioa was to embarrass him, and 
jjay lo excite the clergy to resistance. The ne\t morning be 
la. took the advice of the twelve judges; the day passed in 
silence; no notice was forwarded to the prelLit^^; and 
SO. ox\ the Sunday the declaration was read in a few, but a 
&w only, of the churches in London t. 

This conduct of the bishops perplexed the royal coun- 
sels. Many contended thot by the premature publica- 
tion of the petition, and their subsequent disobedience, 

lon'B DIu;, ITS. Apr. 179. Slalo Tiiali 
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thej had compromised the authority of Ihe sovereign ; 
that, if he permitted them to beard him to his fuce with 
impunity, he might as well resign the sceptre at once ; 
and that, to prevent similar acts oF insubordination, he 
ought (o send the offenders for punishment before the 
ecclesiastical commission. Others (and among them, it 
sliould be observed, were Sunderland and Petre *) repre- 
senteil the danger of arraying the whole church of Eng- 
land against the auihority of the erown, and advised that 
the bishops should be admonished of their fault, and 
told that, if they escaped with impunity, it was owing to 
that very declaration which tliey refused to read, io that 
universal liberty of conscience, which they so loudly con- 
demned. James fluctuated between these opposite 
opinions: but the first, though he admilied it to be the 
less prudent, accorded better with his unyielding disposi- 
tion ; fresh provocation was daily administered hy the 
successive accession of other bishops lo the obnoxi- 
ous instrumentt^ and hft-at last resolved to call the 
original offenders to account, not indeed before the 
ecolesiaaticai commission— that would bear the appear- 
ance of persecution— but before a criminal court,and for 
a civil misdemeanor, which would enable him to vindi- 
cate the royal authority, and still leave it in his power to 
display his forbearance and clemency, as ciccuraslances 
might suggest*. 

Of all the counsels, which marked the arbitraiy yet 
impotent policy of the king, this [iroved by far the most 
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mischievous, because it threw the v 
passive obedience into the arms of his enemies, who 
were not slow to avail themselves of the advantage. To 
the seven prelates they made the offer of their sympathj' 
and advice ; and carellilly kept alive the irritation of the 
public mind by a succession of pamphlets and I'eports. 
When the bishops presented themselves before Ihe 
June council, they met with a gracious reception from the 
6. monarch ; and having, after some unnecessary demur, 
acknowledged their respective signatures to the petition, 
were told by the chancellor that they would have to 
answer for the offence in Westminster Hall, but that; 
in the mean time, to spare them the disgrace of im- 
prisonment, the king would accept their personal recog- 
nizances for their appearance. Thus Jt had beeu 
arranged on the preceding evening between the arch- 
bishop and lord Berkeley: but now. by " the advice of 
"all their wise friends ''—advice given that morning, 
not so much with a, view to the benefit of the prelates, as 
to drive the king to extremities— they replied that,being 
peers of the realm, they would give no other security 
than their word*. The council was surprised and dis- 
concerted. The bishops, having been desired to with- 
draw and consult among themselves, were recalled : the 
former offer was repeated, and represented as a favour 
which the king wished them to accept : but they re- 
turned a second refusal; and then, as no alternative 
remained, were committed to the Tower under the charge 
of having contrived, written, and published a. seditious 
libel'*'. The warrant, the legality of which in such cir- 
cumstances could not be disputed, was signed by the

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whole board with the oxreption of Pelre, who on his 
petition was excu-ed by tbe king, and of lord Beikeley, 
who, thougb he had concurred in opinion with his col- 
leagues, was ftt the moment, accidsntally or designedly, 
absent *. 

To check tlie expression of popular feeling, and to pre- 
vent any attempt to rescue the right roverejid prisoners, 
it had been thought prudent to convey them by water to 
the Tower. As they proceeded down the river, ihe 
people cheered them from the banks ; on their landing 
the olHcers and privales ftf the garrison bent their knees, 
and solicited the blessing of those whom they were com- 
missioned to keep in conRnement. It was the hour of 
llie evening service. The prelates haslened to the chapel ; 
the second lesson was read : " I have heard thee in a 
•' time accepted, and in the day of salvation I have suo- 
" coured thee ; behold, now is the accepted time ; behuld, 
" now is the day oE salvation : " nor can we be surprised 
if men in such & state of excitement applied these words 
to themselves, and took them for a preilictiun of the 
deliverance of the church fcom the ruin with wnich they 
thought it was menaced t. By the lieutenant they were 
treated with respect, and allowed the liberty of the 
Tower. 

But two days later, while the public attention was June 
absorbed by the proceedings against the bisliops, .the 10. 
queen was unexpectedly taken in labour. Messengers 
were instantly despatched ; the royal physicians, the 
ladies of the court, and the members of Uie council 
bastilyassembled in her apartment; and in the course 
of an hour the king was blessed with what he so ardently 
wished for, the birth of a son, (he apparent heir to his

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crown. He did not dissemble, his friends did not dis- 
eemWe, tlicir common joy ; thiirchief apprehensioiYwas 
removed; the princeas of Orange was no longer the next 
in the succession. The disappointment and Texation of 
his opponents were equally marked. But they quickly 
rallied : they had prepared the people to expect a sup- 
posititious birth, and they maintained that their predic- 
tions had been verified. A number of reports and fables 
were immediately cu-culated. It was said that the queen 
had never exhibited those appearances which accompany 
a state of pregnancy ; and had taken care that tiie pre- 
tended delivery should happen in the absence of the 
princess of Denmark, and of those who were the most 
interested in tbe event. According to one tale she had 
suffered a misi^arriage in the third, according to another 
in the sixth, month ; some persons described miniiiely 
how the child had been introduced beneath the bed- 
clothes in a warming-pan, and thence exhibited to the 
spectators by the midwife as the royal infant, while 
others cared not whether there hud been a real birlh or 
not ; certain they were that the child died in a few hours, 
and that another was substituted in its plftce. The in- 
consistency of these accounts furnishes a sufficient proof 
of their falsehood : hut they were so of^en and so posi- 
tively asserted that they made impression : well-mean- 
ing individuals began to think the birth of the prince 
problematical, while thousands, consulting their preju- 
dices rather than their judgment, held it for an un- 
doubted imposture*. By James this imputation, so in- 
jurious to his honour and veracity, was keenly felt : but 
he scorned to notice it publicly, and contented himself 
with ordering a day of general thanksgiving, making on 
the occasion presents to his ministers, entertaining the

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populace with fireworka, and giving a considerable sum 
in charity to the poor*. 

Could the king have foreseen the consequences of his 
contest with the bishops, he hod now, by publishing a 
general pardon on the birth of his son, a fair opportunity 
of extricating himself without disgrace from that pitiful 
yet dangerous quarrel. But his high and obstinate 
temper never knew when to yield, and he risked the 
very existence of his authority, that he might not be 
thought to have enercised it in vain. On the appoiiited J""* 
day tlie seven prelates were brought from the Tower ^^' 
accompanied by several peers and Rentleraen : on their 
approach to Westminster Hall the crowd divided ; and 
as they passed thraugh the lane of speclalors, the by- 
standers begged their blessing, and kissed their hands 
and garments. After much time had been spent in 
arj^uing the objections taken by their counsel, they 
pl^ided not guilty, and wore discharged on their own 
recognizances, the archbishop in 200^., the bishops in 
lOOi. each, to appear again for trial on that day fort- 
night. As they left the court, they were gieeledwith 
loud acclamations ; the enthusiasm of the people showed 
itself by lighting bonfires in the evening and drinkingto 
the seven champions of the church ; and their liberation 
was celebrated as a triumph, though it had in reality 
been obtained through the very concession which, "by 
" the advice of their wise friends," they had refused to 
make in presence of the council t. 

Neither James nor his advisers could view the publio 
excitement without soma feeling of alarm. But the king 
persuaded himself that he had now advanced too far to 
recede without disgrace. The royal authority was at

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Stake: he must proceed to trial; and then, when the jury 
had returned their verdict— in his fiivour he could not 
doubt-he might withdraw the bishops from punishment 
and displavthoj^nerosiiyofaconquerortohis vanquished 
foes*. Sunderland, thoujjh he had disapproved of the 
prosecution, lent to it the aid of his counsels and in- 
^SS' fluence ; and at the same time improved the opportunity 
to eonilcm his hold in the nonfidence of the kinR. by pro- 
fessing himself openly, what it had been long known 
that he was privately, a convert to the church of Home. 
That a statesman, so selllah and calculating, should take 
this important step at such a crisis, excited surprise in 
every quarter: and the only conclusion to be drawn 
from it was, that he possessed information which con- 
vinced Uim that, whatever might be the designs and re- 
sources of the prince and his adherents, still the royal 
cause would ultimately triumph +, 

The expectation of the trial drew multitudes from the 
ag country to ihe metropolis. On the 29th of June thirty 
peers, the friends of tlie prelates, appeared on the bench 
with IhejudgesJ; Westminster Hall mas crowded with 
spectators; and an immense eoncourae of people, agi- 
tated by the most impatient anxiety, awaited the result 
in the open air. Within the court, Ihe officers were 
unable ttf maintain the usual forms of decorum. The 
feelings of the audience burst through every restraint ; 
and repeated cheers of approbation encouraged the wlt-

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nesses and the counsel for the prisoners. Powia the 
attorney, and WiUiams the sol icitoi- general. Shower the 
recorder, and Serjeants Trinder and Baldock appeared 
for the crown ; and against them were arrayed, Pember- 
toLi, formerly chief j ustice, Levinz, Sawyer, Finch, PoU 
lesfen, Treby, and Somers: a singular arrangement, 
which gave the defence of the popular cause to Sawyer 
and Finch, the conductors of all the state prosecutions 
towards the end of the last reign, and converted Williams, 
the Whig advocate and former enemy of the duke of 
York, inio a zealous champion of the pretensions of 
James. This change of parties gave birth to much alter- 
cation. Taunts and sarcasms were thrown out and 
retorted ; the counsel reproached each other with main- 
taining doctrines which they had foimerly reprobated; 
and it required all the authority of Wright, the chief 
justice, to recall them from personal altercation to the 
cause before the court. The information charged the 
prisoners, that they had written and published a sedi- 
tious libel in the county of Middlesex. The first part, 
the vrriiing, the crown lawyers were compelled to 
abandon. For though it was shown (but only frona the 
admission of the prelates before the council), that the 
sii^natures were in the handwriting of the respective 
defendants, there was not only no proof that they had 
signed their names in Middlesex, but Lambeth, where 
every one knew that the subscription took place, was 
situate in the county of Surrey. Neither were ihey at 
first more successful with respect to the publicalion in 
Middlesex. That a petition had been presented to the king 
in that county, was admitted : hut that the very petition 
in question had been presented by the seven prelates 
could not be proved: and ihe chief justice had commenced 
his charge to the jury with the intention of directing an 
fti'quittal, when he was imprudently interrupted by Finch, 
who requested permission to make some addittunal 
observations. To ilie surprise of the court, when the in- 
dulgence which he craved had been granted, it was im- 
mediately waived : hut his opponents bad improved the 
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opporfunity to senil in the interval for lord Sunderland, 
wbu deposed that the defendants informed hitn of tbeir 
purpose of presenting a petition, that be aerordingl)' in- 
troduced them to the king, and that his majesty showed 
him the petition in question as that which the)' had put 
into his hands. This testimony, though subversive of 
the defence which had been set up, proved to the parties 
tlie oceasiun of a more important victory. Without it 
the bishops would have been acquitted on the ground of 
technical informality ; after it they obtained an acquittal 
on the very substance of the charge. Their advocates 
abandoned the subterfuges on which they had hitherto 
relied, entered into the real merits of the case, and con- 
tended that the bishops had only exercised their right 
of petitioning for the redress of grievances as British 
Buhjects, and their duty of supporting the act of uni- 
formity as its legal guardians; that their petition was 
not seditious, because it was presented in private; nor 
false, because the matter of it was true ; nor malicious, 
because it wasdrawn from them by necessity, and offered 
to the sovereign with the most innocent intention. But 
that which chiefly delighted and electrified the audience, 
was the eagerness with which they discussed the question 
of the dispensing power, and the eloquence with which 
they combated the ai^uments of its advocates. 

The judges charged the jury separately, Wright, the 
chief justice, said, that the question of the dispensing 
povper was not before Ihem ; if they believed the petition 
in the iuformation tobe that which the bishops preson led 
to the king, the publication was proved; and, if it were 
calculated to breed dissension between the king and the 
people, as in his judgment it was, it must be considered 
as a libel. He was followed by Halloway, who main- 
tained that the offence consisted in the intention, and 
that, if the bishops only sought to free themselves from 
blame, by stating the reasons why they could nut obey, 
the petition in his judgment could not be a libel. PuweH 
succeeded, who confined himself to thedispensing power. 
The petition pronounced that power illegal ; and would 
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cert^lj be libellous if the assertion were liilse. But it was 
tiai'. He had read of no case ia kw which showed that the 
king possessed Huoh power ; and this he knew, that the eier- 
lase of it would vest the whole legislative authority in the 
sovereign, and render parliament unnecessary. Lastly cam* 
Allybone, who said that for a private individual to pronounce 
the proceedings of government illegal, whether it was done 
under the form of a supplicatJon, or podtion, or address, was 
a libel : the raformadon of such things belonged not to pri- 
vate persons, but 1:0 the two houses of parliament. He would 
nut discuss the pren^atives of the king or the privileges of 
the subject, but he thought that in the present case those 
venerable prelates had travelled out of their province, and 
by declaring the conduct of government illegal, had takea 
upon themselves more than any individuals ought to do ". 

Tlie jury (for it cannot be objected to this misguided prinoa 
that he ever made an attempt to pervert the course of ju»!- 
tice) had been fairly chosen. Difi^ng in opinion among 
themselves, they left the court, and spent the night iu loud 
and violent debate. In the morning they returned, and pro- 
nounced a verdict of not guilty. It was received with deafe- 
ning shouts of applause ; the enthusiasm communicated it- 
self to the crowd without the hall ; it w^ rapidly propagated 
to the extremities of the metropolis ; thence it reached the 
neighbouring hamlets, and at length penetrated to the camp 
at Hounslow-heath, where it is said that the king himself, who 
chanced to be dining with the general, lord Feversham, waa 
surprised and alarmed at the acclamations of the soldiers '|'.

When James had leisure for sober reflection, he did not 
Ml to condemn Che rashnesa which had hurried him into this 
ill-advised and uuauccessful contest. But if the prejudice 
which it would offer to his interests forced iteeif on his atlcn- 
tioB, he sought to console hiinaelf with the cuuEideration of 
the beneBts to be derived from the birth of a son, and the 
hope that the one would counterbalance the other. SuC in 
this he wfts also diaappcaated. That birth proved the imme- 
diate occasion of his downfall. Thousands had hitherto borne 
with his misrule under the persuasion that their grievances 
would be redressed during the expected reign of his daughter 
and her husband : but now that there was an heir-apparent, 
who would probably be educated in the faith and principles 
of his father, instead of ceasing to look forward to the prince 
of Orange, they fixed their ejes on him with greater earnest- 
ness, considering him as the only man whose interference 
could preserve their liberties and religion. The enemies of 
James were careful to encourage and propagate this opinion '. 
■ lA Dilisuiix du P. de Oallei p«ut apporter aa dungemeiU conslaer-

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With regard to the prince himself, he had never lost 
sight of the great object of hia ambition. During the 
months of AiinUiid May invaadiscoveiodhy the French 
ambassador at the Hague that a swift sailing boat re- 
peatedly brought raessensers .ftorn England, whose 
arrival' was constantly followed by long ami secret con- 
sultations. Of these meseengeis the most important 
was admiral Rijesell, afterwards earl of Orfurd, who 
sought to draw from William a promise of assistance 
against some fixed period ; and though the result of hia 
mission was kept secret at the munaent, it was gradually- 
unfolded by subsequent events. A pamphlet was pub- May 
lished in Holland to prove that James was a usurpoc, ' • 
because, being a catholic, he could noJ inherit the Eng- 
lish throne ; and that the princess of Orange was the 
rightful sovereign, and ought to have succeeded on the 
death of her uncle Charles 11. The fleet in a complete 
state of equipment lay in the road of Schoonveldt, ready 
tu sail on the first opportunity ; the six British regiments, 
wilU Iho Dutch troops at Utrecht, and the garrisons in 
Zeeiand, received orders to hold themselves in readiness 
to march at a moment's notice ; and it was announced 
that the princess intended to pay a visit to the States of 
that province in Julv. and would be followed in a few 
days by the prince. ' As July was the monlh in which 
the queen of England expected to be delivered, there 
could be no doubt of the real object of this arrangement. 
William meant to show himselt on the coast at the head 
of a considerable force, for the encouragement of his ad- 
herents in England, and probably to pass over to their 
assistance should the birth of a prince furnish occasion 
to an insurrection. But the child wasboraa full month 
before the expected time, an unpropifious event, which 
broke all these counsels. Nothing move was heard of 
the visit to Zeeiand ; and William, in return to a com- 
munication from James, despatched Zuyleistein a second 
time to England, with his warm congratulations on »o 
fortunate an occurrence. He could hardly expect to ha 
believed : yet the mission, he Wusied, would serve to lull-

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the- jealousy of the king ; and, which was equally im- 
porlant, would furnish an opportunity of learning with 
accuracy the ulterior views, and the probable resources, 
of his party in England. Zuyleiatein was spaciously 
'* received ; but instead of, returning immediately to Hol- 
' land, spent his time in paying visits tohistViands. which, 
while he seemed to have no other obiect in view but 
pleasure, gave bim the opportunity of conferring in secrei 
with the adherents of his master*. 

In oneof thesemeetinf;s,heldatthehousBoflheearI 
of Shrewsl)ury, that nobleman, with the earls of Devon- 
shire and Danby, the bishop of London, the lord Lum- 
ley, admiral Russell, and Sydney, afterwards "iirl ' f 
Romney 'h, subscribed in ejpbecan address to thf pvj.-i:. , 
stating that of the common people nineteen pai'''< i' 
twenty longed most anxiously for a chanfre; i iiii that 
the nobility and gentry, though they did not express 
themselves with equal freedom, were animated with the 
same sentiments ; that, if the prince were to land with a. 
ibrce sufficient to promise protection to his friends, he 
would in a few days find himself at the head of an array 
double in number to that of the king, and would see 
crowds of officers and privates ibandon the t i^l slaud- 
ard for that of religion and liberty; that :iif- - . "sent, 
considering all circumstances, was a mo favourable 
moment for the attempt ; and that, if he would engage 
to land before the end of the year, they, the subscribers, 
would not only join him themselves, but prepare others 
to accompany or follow them. One thing, however, they 
submitted to his most serious consideration.^ Cuuld he 
assemble the necessary force without awakening sus- 
picion ? For if the design were to transpire, the imme- 
diate arrest and incarceration of hia friends in England 
would deprive him of that aid aiid co-operationon which 
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the success of the enterprise must in a great measure 
depend *. 

It is probable that this memorial was transmitted to July 
he prince by the hands of vice-admira! Herbert, who l<t 
having been ref^ised permission to leave the kingdom, 
esciiped in the dress of a common sailor. Herberi was a 
bold and experienced mariner, who had tasted largely of 
the royal bounty, but had aftervvards forfeiled the com- 
mand of a re^ment, and the oflice of master of the robes, 
on account of his refusal lo vote for the repeal of the lest 
act. Russell had delivered to liim an inflation from 
the prince, with the promise of a command in the Dutch 
lleet ; and a strong but fallacious hope was cherished 
tliat his name would act as a spell to debauch the Eng.- 
]ish sailors from their allegiance. The fugitive accepted 
the oifice of vice-admiral of Noith Holland with a pension 
of eoni.; and William, afler a conference iirith him, 
fcrbade the youn^; prince to be named in the prayer for 
the royal family, openly hinted his suspicion of an im- 
posture, and instructed his dependents in Holland to 
pronounce the child supposititious. This he did in con- 
formity with the advice of his English associjttes, as af- 
fording him a plausible pretext forcoming to England to 
inquire into the supposed injury done to the rights of his 
wife : but James resented the omission "( his son's name 
in the prayer us a. personal injury ; and the prince, who 
was nut yet prepared for an open ruplui'e, ordered it (o 
be restored. What answer he returned to the memorial 
we know not: the purport of his answer may be col- 
'ected from his subsequent conductd*.

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It was a fortunate eirciimstance for the prince that the 
politinal state of Europe affordud him opportunities, which 
he dexterously improved, of promoting, and nt the same 
time disfsuising. bis design. Th^ hostility which events 
hail origi.ially engendered between him and ihe king of 
Fronce, Imd suhsequently been ao far iiiHamed by mutual 
ants of provocation, that to hum-blothe priile and reduce 

laSfi.tiie power of Louis seemed for some years to have been 
his chief study and his ruling passion. In 1686, at bis 
instigation, the emperor, the king of Spain in (juality of 
duke of Burgundy, tlie king of Sweden in virtue of his 
dominions in Germany, and several other princes, had 
subscribed the league of Augsburg under the specious 
pi-elext of mainlainmg ihe peace of the empire, but in 

1687. reality to oppose the pretenMons of Franco*. Tine next 
spring other poweis, whose en^oys met during the 
amusements of the carnival at Venice, acceded to the 
confederacy. Mote than one hall of Europe was thus 
engaged to tly to arms on the first ajigression on the 
part of Louis; and with this view, not only the most 
powerful of the catholic princes, but the pontiff himself, 

1688. Innocent XI., ha<l entered into bonds of the strictest 

May amiey with the prince of Orange. The death of Fer- 
25. (linandofBaiaria, the elector of Colognaia May, 1688, 
put liiis mighty confederacy in motion. That elector had 
possessed, besides Colc^ne, the bishoprics of Liege, 
Munster, and Hildesheim; his army amounted to Iwenly 
thousand men ; and in the war of 1673 the co operation 
of his forces, and the favourable situation of his do 
minions, had taught the French to prize his friendship, 
the allies to lament his enmity. Aware of the import- 

J«o- ance of providing for him a successor attached to iho 
French interest, Louis had .prevailed on the chapter to 
elect as his coadjutor the cardinal of Furstemberg, bishop 
of Strasburg, But as a qiialiBcation for the coadjutor- 
ship it was necessary that he should previously resign 
his bishopric ; and the pope, who had not forgo^teit the 
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insults previously heaped upon him by Louis, refused to 
occept ihe resignation. T!ie election was therefore null. 
On the death of the elector the choice of his successor 
devolved again to the chapter ; Louis proposed tho 
cardinal; tlie allies of the league of Augsburg tho 
piinee Clement of Bavaria, though only seven teen -years 
of age. The former had the majority of voices; but^"!!^ 
two-thirds were required lor a valid election ; and in 
default of these the choice devolved to Innocent, who 
selected the prince of Bavaria. The allies were equaliy 
fortunate at Hildesheim, Liege, and Munster: but, 
though in these places the French candidates were re- 
jected, the principal fortresses, Bonn, Neutz, Keiserswert, 
and Rhinberg. were held by forces In llie service of the 
cardinal, and consequently at the devotion of France. 
The armies on both sides were speedily in motion ; and 
Louis, in a passionate manifesto, accused the pontiff of Aug. 
violating the laws of justice in favour of Austiia, and of '"• 
encouraging the prince of Orange to expel a catholic 
, king from the throne of England *. William viewed 
these events as tHey passed, with the eye of an expe- 
rienced statesman ; he took an active and iinpoi lant part 
in every negociation ; and, while he silently prepared 
Ills expedition against England, pretended to have in 
view no other object than the defence of the empire and 
of his own country against the meditated aggression of 
France. Under cover of this pretence he was able to in- 
fuse new vigour into the States General and the several 
departments of the government. Orders were issued for jui, 
the encampraentof twenty thousand men between Grave and 
and Nimeguen; fifty pieces of cannon, with the requi-Aug. 
site supply of ammunition, were taken from thearsenals, 
and placed on flats to be conveyed to the rendezvous of 
the array; seven thousand men were raised for the naval,

ships of war were added to the fleet of forty-four sail 
already in commission, and the squadron in the Zuider 
Zee received orders to proceed to tbeTexel. (hat it might 
beprepared to join the other squadrons at Helvoetsluys*. 
From the commencement of the year the French and 
English amba^sadoi^ at the Hagi^e had watched with 
jealousy tliese proceedings of William, and had commu- 
nicated their suspicions to their respective sovereigns. 
Liouis at tirst, uncertain whether the Dutch armament 
was designed against the king of England or the king of 
Denmark, proposed to James the jur^ction of the Eng- 
lish and Freuch fleets, as a measure of precauLiimt; 
afterwards, having obtained more correct intelligence, he 
warned his English brother of the impending danger by 
repeated messages fjom the end of May to the beginning 
*^ of September ; and at last he sent Bonrepaus to convince 
ig, him of the design of the prince of Orange, to prevail on 
him to prepare against the invasion, and to offer to him 
theservicesofihe French lleet^. But the infatuated 
monarch was deaf to every admonition. He refused to 
believe that a daughter, whom he tenderly loved, could 
ever conspire with her husband to dethrone her father; 
he concurred in opinion with Sunderland}, lliat the 
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Stales would not suffer the prince to employ their nifral 
and military force in a distant expedition, which must 
luiive the countiy open to the ingress oCa French army ; 
und he gave credit to the concurrent assertions of Wil- 
liam and of Van Citters, that their wavliUe preparations 
weie piovoked by the unceriain and menacing slate of 
ntFairs on the continent. He was even led to suspect that 
the warnings which he received were in reality so many 
artifices employed to draw him into an alliance with 
France before the opening of hostilities in Germany, an 
alliance most baleful to his subjects, and contrary to the 
policy which he had hitherto pursued. Skelton the am- 
bassador at Paris saw with pain the incieduMty of hia 
sovereign ; he acknowledged to the French minister his Aug. 
conviction that his master was deceived and betrayed ; 20. 
and, through his anxiety to avert the catastrophe which 
he feai-ed, gave his sanction to the following expedient, 
which nothing but the magnitude and the certainty of 
the danger could have excused *. 

Albeville having by onier of Jamaa demanded an ex- 29, 
planalion of the armaments going forwoiii in the ports of 
the republic, d'Avaux the next day, in a long harangue 30. 
addi'essed to the States, enumerated all the warlike pre- 
parations made by the stadtholder of his own authority 
and without the permission or knowledge of their high 
mightinesses ; and he assured them that his sovereign, 
being perfectly acquainted with the real object of the 
prince, had instructed him to let Ihera know that the 
king of England was the ally of the king of France, and

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that tlie fii'st act of boslility rommitied auainEt tho former 
woul<l be lakeii by the latter as a declaration of war. 
Tlie same niBssage was deliyered at the same time to the 
Spanish governor of the Netherlands, and the marshal 
d'Humieres hastened from Paris to assume the command 
of the French army in Flanders •. 

If any thing could have saved James from his im- 
pending fate, it was this declaration. The confidential 
friends of William heard it with, feelings of shame and 
SMit. dismay, and a messenjiter was despatched to recall him 
•■ from Minden, where he was in close consultation with 
his German allies, who engaged to supply him with 
15,000 auxiliaries, undoubtedly intended to supply the 
place of the men who should accompany him to Eng- 
land+. But the English king proved his own enemy. 
He was not yet convinced that the armaments in Hol- 
land ware designed against himselfj: his pride was of- 
fended that Louis without solicitation should take him 
under protection, as if he were a petty prince of Ihe 
empire; and he feared that the hold but unfounded as- 
sertion of d'AvauM would persuade his subjects that he

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had entered into a secret alliance witli France, a. charge 
which he had always ilenieil. To add to his embarrass- 
ment Van Cittui's, the Dutch, and Ronquillo, the Spa- 
nish ambassador, complained of the deception which had 
been praccised upon them, asked for aome explanalioi) of 
the secret treaties between the two kings, and justified 
the armaments in Holland from the danger to which tlie 
Slates were exposed by the uiiioil of Jamea with their 
inveterate foe, the French monarch. The king replied 
with warmth that he was not a cardinal of Furstemberg, 
to seek protection under the wings of a foreign prince ; 
that from the commencement of his reign to that hour 
he had entered into no engagement whateverwilli Louis, 
and that Skelton had nclcd without instruclions, and 
should suffer for his presumption In effect, he reciiUed j^^ 
ihit minister, and comraitled him to the Tower *. 

But what, it may be asked, was the real object of 
Louis: the safety of the English king, or some private 
interest of his own' If we consider that he had even 
then determined to make wiroa the emperor, that his 
plan of operations wis already arranged, and that his 
numerous forces were already put in motion, it will not 
be unfair to suspet t that be chtLfly soiight under the 
cover of this declaration to conceal his real purpose from 
the knowledge of the neighbouring powers. Wiihin a 
fortnight the mask was thrown away. The French 14 
armies hastened from every quarter towards the Rhine ; 
Philipsburgh was invested by the Dauphin, and wsu' was 
proclaimed against the emperor and empire, with aii in- 
timation that the king still imeniled to observe the peace 
witti Holland, and the truce of twenty years with S|iain. 
Never was intelligence more welcome to the prince of 
Orange, The removal of the Freneli f&rce and the pa- 
cilic intimation of Louis left him at liberty to pursue his 
own design against James; and the relief afforded to the 
anxiety of the Hollanders was manifested by an imme-

In England tlie eftect was very different. A new 
lifi;ht burst on the atTiighted monan^h, wlio at last saw 
tiie iltknger which threatened him, in alt its magnitude 
and proximity. The friendship'of Louis had proved a 
broken reeil ; and the security, which he derived from 
tli$ position of the French force on the Dutoh frontier, 
had uoe^iiecledly vanished. I. The council assemhled, 

Sept. aa'' orders were sent to Albeville to assure the Stales 
S''. that no treaty existed between England and France but 
such liiks had been published ; tliat James looked on Che 
siege of Phiiipshurgh as a violation of the truce of twenty 
years, and that he was ready, as a guai'antec of tliat 
truce and of the peaca of Nicneguen, to join his forces 
with those of Spain and the Stales for the pteeervatlon 
of the peace of Europe+. It was hoped that this over- 
ture would operate as a lui-e on the States and their al- 
lies ; that it would lead at least to delay and negoeiation ; 
and would deter the Dutch government from lending 
their naval. and military force to the prince, when every 
national object migiit thus be obtained with less danger 
and at a cheaper rate. Eight days elapsed before an 
answer was returned, during which William visited the 
deputies separately, e.xplalned to tliem his views and 
resounscs, and prevailed on them to believe that his in- 
tended expedition was necessary for the safety of their 
religion, and the independence of their counti-j. At last

nation on tile part of the States to restore confidence be- 
tween the king and his suhjects by procuring security 
for the religion and liberties of the Englisb nation*. 

2. But James did net wait ibr this answer. Tlie im- 
policy of his past misrule now flashed on his mind ; he 
hastened to repair his former errors, and hoped by re- 
tracing his steps to recover the confidence of his sub- 
jects. Scarcely a day passed which, was not marked hy 
some new concession, granted with apparent cheerfijl- 
ness, but in reality wrung iVom him by the necessity of 
his situation. He condescended to solicit the advice und ^*V*' 
aid of the bishops, whom he had so lately pi-osecuted ; ^'^' 
he ordered the deputy lieutenants and the masiistrales, 26. 
who had been removed for their answers to the three 
questions, to be immediately restored; he announced by 28. 
proclamation the design of invasion by the prince of 
Orange, his own intention of refusing foreign assistance, 
and of relying on the loyally of his people, and the ne- 
cessity of revoking in such circumstances the writs which 
he had issued for the meeting of parliament in Novem- 
ber t; the bishop of London was restored to the exercise 30, 
of his episcopal jurisdiction; at the suggestion of Jeffreys ^'''■ 
the old charter was given hack to the city ; the advice ?" 
offered hy the prelates undei- ten heads was graciously

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Ocj siaKliciil commission was folio '■ed b\ 'he restoration of 
12! Dr. Hough and the fellows of Masdolen TOllef^* the 
IT. cities and borougl s recovered thcLf ancient pniileo'es, 
and a geneial pa don was published with the exception 
by name of certain persons, alnio>>t alt of whom vieie ac- 
tually serving under the prince of Orange. These were 
concessions of great importaiwe ; particularly that which 
by restoring the election of representatives to Ihoee per- 
sons in whom it formerly resided, took away the chief 
pretext set forward by William, ihe necessily of procur- 
ing a free parliament, A deputation from the citizens 
waited on tlie king to expre-^s their gratitude; and the 
recovery of the charter was celebrated with the usual 
demonstrations of public joy: the dukes of Somerset, 
Ormond, and Newcastle, the marquess of Winchester, 
the earls of Derby, Nottinsbam, and Danby. tbe bishop 
of London, and several others, either in person or by 
letter, assured him of their fidelity ; and tbe prelates 
adopted a ceneral form of prayer for the safety and pro- 
sperity of the royal family. But in all this there was 
much of deception and perfidy. Most of these peers 
and three of the bishops had already pledged their ser- 
vices to William. Their protestations of loyalty were 
wrung from them bythe fear ofbein"tak n into ustody 
upon suspicion bel'ore the arrival h D h ma- 

ment; and, if they sought in th s m n b nd

3. At the same time James made every exertion to 
augment his naval and military force. He gave the 
command of the tteet, which consisted of thirty seven 
men-of-war and seventeen flreships, to the earl of 
Dartmouth, an old and trusty adherent, with instructions 
tostalionhimselfofftheGun-lleet, to watch Ihe motiong 
of the enemy, and to aim chiefly at the destruction of 
the transports. The array, by the levy of new r^inienta 
and independent companies, and the arrival iif six 
thousand five hundred men in detachments from Scot- 
land and Ireland, was raised to the amount of forty 
tliousand men t. The command was taken by lord 
Feversham, the same who had opposed the duke of 
Monmouth, aided by his brothei-, the count de Koye, an 
ollicer of greater talent, and longer experien(«. The 
fleet was much inferior to that of the prince, hut the 
king believed that he might rely with confidence on the 
devotion of the sailors: in mihtary force, as far as re- 
gai'ded number, he was plainly superior, but all ac- 
knowledged that the fidelity of both othcers and men 
was very problematical. 

In the mean while It bad been determined in the coun- 
cils of Wili#m to rest the defence of the intended expe- 
dition on two grounds, the necessity of inquiring into 
the birth of the nomiiial prince of Wales, that the do- 
scent of the crown might be preserved in the royal 
family, and of procuring a free parliametM, that ati end 
might be put to the dissension between the king and th«

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people. With this view was published a long and bifler 
inveclive against James in the form of a memorial sup- 
posed lobe presented by the pcotestants of England to 
the Stales, but composed under tbat name at the Hii^ne 
by Dr. Burnet*, who seems to liftve readily sacrificed 
the interests of truth to the pleasure of his patton atid 
tlie gratification of his revenge. It begins with a copi- 
ous enumeration of the liberties confirmed by law to the 
freemen of England, and of the instances in which they 
had been violated by the despotism of James. It then 
maintains that tbe right of succession must for the sak« 
of public tranquillity be [daced beyond the reach of sus- 
picion; ihat it is the duly of the reigning prince to 
establish by convincing evidence the pregnancy of his 
Wife and the birth of his children, not by tbe testimony 
of servants or physicians, or men holding office at plea- 
sure, but of persons interested in the succession, or in- 
dividuals having nothing to hope or to fear from tUe 
friendship or hatred of tUe monarch. This is prescribed 
by law, and reason, and custom : where this is observed, 
no fraud can be pi'actised ; where it is neglected, fraud 
may be inferred. It next strings together a multitude 
of circumstances regarding the birth of the prince, some 
real, many fictitious, whioli accord not wiih (lie preced- 
ing doctrine, and from them it draws a Strong presump- 
tion that the queen's pregnancy was a pretatee, and her 
delivery an imposture. In conclusion, the supposed nie- 
morialisls are made to pray that William would take 
under his protection the rights of the crown and of tlie 
people, and that he would not suffer the claim of his 
wife to be set aside without inquiry, nor the lilierties of 
the nation to be sacrificed to popery and arbitrary power. 
So much iraportanee was attached to this false and in- 
sidious publication, that the prince took with him eigliiy 
thousand copies to England t. 
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With this memorial were also printed two cicda- 
rations, addressed in the name of William to the peoiile 
of England and Scotland. Afisuming that his interest ^U** 
in iheir welfare imposes on him the duty of protecting * 
their civil and religious liberties, lie describes the de- 
spotism under which tliey groan, the injuries offei-ed to 
the protestant church, aiid his suspicion of imposture in 
tlie birth of the young prince. To the Scots he declares 
his intention of establishing their rights and religion by 
parliament on so firm a basis that they may stand unim- 
paired for ever ; to the English that, if he come with an 
armed force, it is only for the protection of his own per- 
son ; ^that liis object is to obtain a fi'ee pariiament by the 
restoration of the ancient charters, and the re-appoint- 
ment of the former magistrates, and then to refer to thai 
parliament the inquiry into tile legitimacy of the king's 
supposed son, the redress of grievances, ihe security of 
the protestant religion, the comprehension of dissenters 
within the pale of the church, and the protection and 
tranquillity of all other religionists willing to live as 
good subjects in due obedience to the laws *. 

But, besides the people of England and Scotland, 
there remained others, whom it was incumbent on him 
to persuade of the rectitude of hia intentions, the catho- 
lic princes, his allies, who mlglit be provoked to with- 
draw from the confederacy, if they found that he abused 
the henellt of their friendship to nnderiake a crusade 
for the dethronement of a catholic sovereinn on account 
of his religion. He wrote to the emperor and the king q^^ 
of Spain, informing them that his voyage to Eiigland 14, 
■Diimoiit,lbiit.lDS.3tl5. SrvErnl draugbti oF ■ dKlnstkD had heen 
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waa underlaken at the request of the English nobility, 
and for the purpose of effecting a reconciliation between 
the king and his subjects ; that he should take with liira 
a small military fijrce, both infantry and cavalry, bul 
solely for the protection of his peFson ; that he had no 
intention of otfering injury to the king or the rightful 
heirs, much less of advancing any claim to the tlirone, 
or of occupying it himself; that he hoped, by establish- 
ing the rights and religion of the people on their foi- 
mer basis, to restore tranquillity, and enable the British 
nation to concur in the coaimon cause of Christendom ; 
and that, in bis attempt to etFect this object, he would 
employ ail his credit and authorily to secure to the Eng- 
lish catholics liberty of conscience, and freedom from 
persecution*. 

Such pretences might impose on the ignorance of mo- 
narchs living at a distance; hut it required no small 
share of credulity in persons residing wi the spot, with 
the evidence of such mighty preparations before their 
eyes, to believe that the prince confined his views to the 
disinterested task of mediating between Jumes and liis 
subjecls: yet the States- General were seduced to give 
to the falsehood the sanction of their autiiority, and in ft 
Oei circular letter, transmitted to all the foreign envoys at 
18.' the Hague, with the exception of d'Avaux and d'Albe- 
ville, they staled that a well-grounded apprehension of 
the hostility of the king of England, should he succeed 
in trampling down the liberties of liis people, had led 
them to assent to the request of the prince of Orange, 
and to lend him a few ships and men as auxiliaries, be- 
ing assured that he had no design of in\ailing the realm, 
or of dethroning his uncle, or of persecuting the catho- 
lics, hut only of procuring a free parliament, in which 
liberty and religion might be secured by just and salu- 
tary laws +. The history of diplomacy is in a great mea-

William bad orisjinally fixed on the first full moon 
after the equinox for the sailii f f tl e e\ped on 
Having reviewefl the army near N me^uen he orde ed 
one portion to fall down the river t Rotter lam i d tl e 
other to follow the course of the Yssel to Campen. The 
canals and rivers were immediately covered with craft 
of every desnription, and boats carrying meh, horses, 
arras, and ammunition poured from every outlet, and 
hastened to the two great divisions of the fleet in 
the Zuider Zee, and the mouth of the Meuse. When 
these had united they formed an armament worthy of 
the splenilid prize to which the adventurer covertly 
aspired. Sixty men-of-war took, under their protection 
seven hundred sail of transports : the farce which ho 
had collected, " solely for the protection of his person," 
amounted to four thousand five hundred cavalry and 
eleven thousand infantry ; and an immense supply of 
mililsTy equipments revealed his ex^iectation of a nu- 
merous reinforcement. He also took with him marshal 
Schomberg, the count of Nassau, the count of Solms, 
general Ginkle, and the best officers in the Dutch 
service; the earl of Macclesfield, Burnet, Peyton, Wild- 
man, Ferguson, and the other British exiles; eight 
hundred French refugees, and the many Englishmen 
who had recently come to join him in Holland. Of the 
latter the most distinguished were the earl of Shrews- 
bury, who, having raised 1U,(I00/. on mortgage, had oQered 
the money with his swnrd tu the prince, lord Wiltshire and 
nis brother, sons of the marquess of Winchester, the lord 
Eland, son to the marquess of Halifax, lord Dunblaine, 
son lo the earl of Danby, the lords Lorn and Mordaunl, 
and the two naval olTicers Herbert and RusselL 

It chanced, however, that a few days before the ap- 
pointed time a strong wind arose, veered from sooth " 
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Sept lo west, and blew with such violence, that the fleet, 
38. which had put to sea under the comraatid of Herbert, 
was compelled to seek shelter at Helvoetslnys. The 
Slates ordered public prayers for more favourable 
weather ; but, though the churches weie crowded with 
suppliants, heaven appeared deaf to their petitions. For 
more than a fortnight the storm continued to rage with 
the exception of a few short intermissions : by the 
soldiers and maritiers its duration was deemed a proof 
of the divine displeasure ; and to check the spread of 
this superstitious but dangerous alarm, it was found 
necessary lo prohibit under severe penalties the use of 

Oct. ominous or discouraging language*. At last the vio- 
j3- lence of the wind abated, and William took leave of the 
Slates in a solemn and public audience. He thanked 
them for their kindness to him from hi^ childhood, and 
assured then of his gratitude. Their confidence in 
him at the present time was unbounded ; and he prayed 
that God might blast all his projects, if he did not make 
them an adequate return. He was deporting on a 
foreign expedition, not to dispossess others of their 
rights, but to establish religion on a secure and perma- 
nent basis. Whatever might be his fate, he recom- 
mended the princess to their protection ; and of this he 
prayed them to be assured, that if he fell, he should fall 
their servant, and if he lived, he would live their friend. 
The task of answering him was committed to his trusty 
adherent, the pensionary Fagel, whom' age and inlir- 
mities had brought to the brink of the grave. The 
Slates, he replied (such confidence did they repose in 
the wisdom and patriotism of the prince), had placed 
their army, their navy, arid their treasure in his hands ; 
they had ordered a solemn fast to be observed through 
the seven provinces for the success of bis arms ; and 
they earnestly prayed that God would render him the 
deliverer and protector of the protestant faith. One

His ftiends affected to admire his firmness and magna- 
nimity; others charged him with a selfish apathy, an 
indifference to every object except his own interest'. 

The fast-day was celebrated at the Hague witli extra- Oct. 
ordinary solemnity, and thffservice of three long sermons, 17. 
separated by prtiyers of equal duration, was protracted 
from tea and a half in the morning till half past seven 
in the afternoon. During,' the whole time the princess 
attended in the great church, and bore without shrink- 
ing the gaze of an^mmense multitude. Hers, indeed, 
was a must singular situation. She could not pray for 
the success of het husband, without praying for the de- 
thronement of her father. But, whatever passed withia 
her breast, whether she looked with sorrow on the oa- 
lamilies which threatened her parent, or Mattered her 
own vanity with the near prospect of a crown, she was 
able to disguise her feelings. Mary lisiencd to the 
preachers, and joined in the prayers, with as much ap- 
parent tranquillity, as if siie bad nothing to hope or fear 
from the result 'f. 

On the afternoon of the 19th of October the expedi- 19, 
tion sailed from Helvoetsluys, the men-of-war in tliiee 
divisions forming a line out at sea, and the tj-ansporls 
taking their allotted stations between that line and the 
shore. It blew a steady breeze from the south-west; 
scarcely a cloud obscured the heavens ; and, as the Heet 
passed by Scheveling towards the north, the whole popu- 
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lalioii of ilie Hague rushnd to the shore, to view tlie 
proud and animiiting tipectncle. Little did .William an- 
ticipale the contrast exbibited on the fullowing day. It 
vas his intention to proceed to a certain distance, and 
then alter his course for the coast of Yorkshire, where 
he was expected by the earl of Dxnliy ; hut about ten in 
the evening the wind suddenly changed to the west, and 
by midnight the storm had dispersed the fleet in every 
Qg^_ direction. The vicKt morning the prince regaineil his 
20. former anchorage with about sixty sail ; of tlie others 
some rode out the tempest, while the rest sought shelter 
in the different roads and havens. When, however, the 
extent of the loss could be ascertained, it proved munh 
less than .hud been expected. Only a few ships had 
fuundered ; hut all weie damaged, a thousand horses had 
perished tlirough want of sir, and an immense quantity 
of atm'es had been damaged or thrown overboard. Wil- 
liam immediately solicited fresh supplies from the 
States ; but refused to quit the lleet, urging the reirairs 
by his own presence, and restraining by his authorily the 
spirit of disaffection and mutiny, which began to inanife^-e 
itself among the military '. 

This event afforded a new respite to James. Many of 
his friends had complained, many had even considered 
it ax aproof of treachery in his advisers, thatdurina; tiie 
preceding period of suspense and suspicion, no cape had 
beeti taken to interrupt the communication between the 
discontented in England and the prince in Holland. 
Even now that their object was openly avowed, that the 
individuals in the secret were pointed out by piiblii; 
report, they were neither molested nsr restrained. In 
former times, on the first apprehension of the airival of a 
foreign enemy, it had been the practice to require frum 
suspeoted-persoiw security tbr theirloyally, or to comniH 
them to safe custody : but, in defiance of the strong; i\- 
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monstrancesofMelfort, James was dJHuaded from fol- 
lowing the precedent by Sunderland, who mainlained 
that such arrestswouldbeproduciiveof liUlebonefil, nnd 
yet add considerably to the pubUc discontent. The only 
precaution which the king condescended to take, was one 
wliieh cost his pride a severe struggle, but which he 
deemed necessary to refute the charge made in the pro- 
tended memorial of the English protestants. and to place 
the birth of his sou beyond the reach of cavil in the exeat 
of his own death. By his order the privy council, the 
peers residing in the vicinity of the capital, the judges, 
the loi'd mayor and aldermen, and the law officers of the 
crown, were summoned to Whitehall ; and before them ^^^^^^ 
he introduced, for the purpose of detailing the particulars 22, 
of the queen's delivery, ei'ery person present on that oc- 
casion, namely, the queen dowager, two- and -twenty 
females, some of them menial servants, others ladies of 
the highest rank, and nineteen noblemen, gentlemen, 
and physicians. The depositions of all, with the ex- 
ception of the queen dowai^er, were taken upon oath, 
confirmed by them the next day, and enrolled in Chan- 
cery ; and formed altogether a mass of evidence which 
il is impossible for any unprejudiced mind to resitt". 
The enemies of the king, however were not slow to object,

This was the last measure whinh marked the adrainia- 
tration of Sunderland. His reign, as well as that of bis 
supporter, father Peire, was at an end. The charges of 
perfidy, formerly made against him, he ha*! successfully 
rebutted by his protestations and reasoning : and by his 
open profession of tlfe catholic failh on the binb of the 
prince, he had fixed himsalf more Ermly than ever in the 
confidencB of James, who believeil that by this step the 
minifitei- had bound up bis own fortune with that of his 
(overeign -t. But his opponents continued to cherish the 
same suspidLin of his fidelity, and (he same objections 
to his piilicy ; and they took advantage of this season of 
alarm to represent lo the king, that the counsels which 
had brought bis throne into danger originallj' emanated 
from Sunderland, and from Peire the dupe of Sunder- 
land, from the one through considerationa of interest, if 
not of treachery, from' the other through credulity and 
religious zeal ; that all their promises and predictions 
had been falsified by the course of events ; that the pre- 
sence of Petre at his councils still shocked Hie feelings

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of his proteslant subjects, and that the eonfiilence whioh 
he reposed in a minister generally reputed a traiior, 
(rhiUed tlie ardour, and |i»raly^ed the efforts, of his most 
devoted adherents. Oveicome by tlieir impmiunity.Oct. 
James declared that Petre should from that dayeeaso to Ma- 
take his place at Ibe board, and booh afterwards sent for 27, 
the seals of office from Sunderland, not, he assuied him, 
from any doubt of his loyalty, but through the necessity 
of complying with the demands of blhers. Petre obeyed, 
but still remained at Whitehall in bis post of clerk of 
the closet ' ; Sunderland withdrew to Windsor, where he 
affected to consider liimseif a martyr in the cause of that 
relicjlDn which he had lately embraced ; but probably 
consoled himself with the hope tliat what had caused 
bis removal from the councils of the kinj; would operate 
as a proof of merit in the estimation of the prince 'h. 

To Sunderland, as secretary for the southern depart- 
ment, succeeded the earl of Middleton, and to Middleton 
~ as secretary bi the northern department the lord Pres- 
ton, both protectants, known to be stronf^ly attached to 
the person of the king, and as warmly opposed to the 
reckless, headlong course which he had previously pur- 
sued. Their Urst advice was thdt he should prepare aa 
answer to William's declaration, and with that view 
should call upon the peers and prelates in the capital, to 
admit or deny the truth of tlie passage which stated, that 
the prince had " been invited to England by divers lords 
" both spiritual and tempera)." Among others Halifax, 
Nottingham, Clarendon, Pembroke, and Burlington de- 
clared on their honour that they were ignorant of any 
such invitation : and it is probable that they could make 
the assertion with truth ; fbr, though oH had corre- 
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sponded with the prince, and though the first two were 
deeply engaged in his intere-t, yet none of ihem enjoytd 
the confidence of his more trusly associates. Of the 
prelates, the archhishop, with ihe bishops of Durham, 
Cheater, and Sti David's, returned an e.tpress denial ; 
Not. hut the bishop of London, whose name is subaoiibed to 
1- the original invitation, replied in more evasive language, 
^- '■ I am confident the rest of the bishops will as ruadilv 
answer in the negative as myself*." Whether the kins 
noticed the subterfuge is uncertain : but it was bis in- 
terest to take it in a favourable sense ; and he requested 
to have the denial in writing, that he might send it for 
signature to Ihe other prelates, adding that it would be 
well to add also their disapprobaiion of the expedition 
itself. This unexpected demand disconcerted them : 
they were not prepared ; they asked time to consult to- 
gether, and, though James sought by messages to quicken 
g_ their tardiness, did not return with their answer, before 
it was known that the Dutch Heet bad passed ihe straits 
of Dover, and was actually steering down the Channel. 
Then they be^ed to be excused ; but tlieir reasons were 
too weak, too unsatisfactory, to disguise their reiil motive, 
either a secret a|iprobation of the design, or a fear of in- 
curring the displeasure of the prince. James could not 
control his feelings. " If ever," says the bishop of 
Rochester, " in all my life I saw him morp than ordinary 
vehement in speech, and transported in his expressions, 
n this occasion +." 
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William had again sailed from Heivoelsluys in pursuit Nor. 
of the English crown. By frieniis and foes it was be- ^■ 
lieved that he inleuded to land on the c last of Yorkghire : 
but, having steered for twelve hours lo ilie umth, he 2. 
changed his ciiurse, and availing himself of a lavouralde 
wind, jiasaed tvithoui oppueition llie ruyal Heet in ilie 3. 
Downs, and in two days leacliod Torbay, his real <ies- d. 
tinatiun*. James nas surprised and eonfounded; he 
had relied on tho zeal and promptitude of lord Dart- 
mouth, and was at a loss Ut account for tlie inacHviiy of 
that officer. But Ihe same wind, which was favourable 
to Ihe prinpe, was adverse to Dartmouih. His cruisers 
had heen driven liack by the violence of the gale ; and 
his fleet, having been compelled lo strike ihe yards and 
topmasts, rode at ani'hor abreast of the l^^mg-sand, at Ihe 
very time when the hostile armament passed at the 
distance of a few miles. Twenty-four hours elapsed 
befkiri! be could commence the pursuit, and from that be 
afterwords desisted o.i the representation of his officers, 
that to attack the Dutch, after the transports were safe 
in harbuui', would expose the Heet to destruction in an 
unequal contest By many of tlieroyalislsthe tardiness 
of the admiral was attributed to disaffection or fear: but 
James, tliou^.'-h doubts nnd mis'.rivings harassed hix mind, 9.

He assured Dartmouth that he acquiited him of all 
blame: every seaman must he convinced that he had 
done as much as man could do in opposition to wind and 
weatbef : all that remained was for him to be constontly 
on Ihe walch, and to avail himself of every advantage 
which accident mi^ht offer f.

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To opposothe prince by land lie resolved to collect his 
army in tlie neiglibourhood of Salisbury. Louis bv I'e- 
peated messages, had advised him to march in person, 
and to offer battle to the invudevs, a measure whicb, by 
bringing the contest to an issue before the spirit of dis- 
affei:lion had spread among his troops, might perhaps 
have saved his crown. The earl of Feversbam and the 
count de Roye disapproved of this counsel, and urged 
him to occupy a situaLion at a less distance from I.,ondt)n. 
so that he might ivatch the motions of the enemy without 
losing sight of the capital". On tha other hand father 
Petre conjured him not to leave Westminster, This was 
the great error commilted by his father, an error which 
cost him both hia crown and his life. Let Lim look at 
. the state of the metropolis; his presence did not prevent 
',' the populace from demolishing the catholic chapels: who 
then in his absence would answer for the lives of his wife 
and his son ? But Petre was thought to speak from in- 
terested motives — for the populace hod repeatedly called 
for his blood — and James, adhering to his own opinion, 
orderedtwentybattalionsof infantry and thirty squadrons 
of cavalry to march towards Salisbury and Marlborough. 
Six squadrons and six battalions were left to maintain 
tranquillity in the capital t- 

The prince, though he had been permitted to land 
without opposition, did not meet with the reception which 
he had been (aught to expect. At his approach to 
'■ Exeter the bishop and dean fled from the city; the 
' clergy and corporation remained passive spectators of his 
entry ; though the populace applauded, no addresses of 
congratulation, no public demonstrations of joy were 
made by the respectable citizens ; the inhabit ants of the 
county, who had not forgotten the terrible lesson taught 
by Jeffreys, remained quiet at their homes, the canons 
fefifsed to assist at the Te Deum o dered to be chanted 
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in llio cathedral, and the very choristers, when Dr. ■ 
Burnet began £u read the declaration of the prinoe, nith- 
drew from the iihuich. Liiid Lovelace, indeed, who had 
visited him in Holland, and returned iielore him to Eng- 
land, had collected a body of sixty or one hundred horse- 
men, with the intention of joining the army at Exeter, 
but lie was attacked, defeated, and taken prisoner by the 
militia near Cirencester, William was disappointed ; he 
complained that he hail been deceived and betrayed ; 
he threatened to re-embark, and to leave his recreant 
BHsociates to the vengeance of tlieir sovereign. Still, 
however, his hopes were kept alive by the successive ar- 
rival of a few stragglers frum a distance : in a short time 
they were raised almost to assurance of success by the 
perfidy of lord Cornbuiy, son of the earl of Clarendon *. 
Soon afier the invitation sent lo the pHiire, a secret 
association in liis favour had been formed among t)ie 
officers of the army encamped on Houn slow-heath, and 
a communication establinhed between ihem and the club 
at the Rose Tavern in Covent-S'"'*'^"'"'^''^''''''' lordCol- 
chesler was the chairman. That lord Churchill, who 
held the rank of lieutenant-general, was acquainted with 
their counsels, can hardly be doubted. On the arrival 
of the prince in Torbay, he stationed at Salisbury three 
regiments of cavalry, commanded, in the absence of 
their colonels, by three of (he " associated '' ofticers. 
Of these Cornbury was the senior; and he, having ai^ 
ranged the plan with his accomplices, and ordered the Nov. 
whole division to march at an early hour in the morning, l"- 
led them by a circuitous and unfroijuented route to Ax- 
minster, near the advanced posts of the invading army. 
After a'day's repose, tie men weve ordered to remount, 
for the purpose of beating up the quarters of the enemy 
at Honitbn during the night. But bints of the design . 
had been whispered ; Cornbury was requested to exhibit 
his orders ; and on bis refusal was so teiriRed by the

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threats of theloyal officers, that he stole away and es- 
c.iped to the eiiemv, while hid rejrinienl, anil ihat of the 
iliikeofRerwick. with the exception nf liiitly Iroopers, 
ma^chel hai-k to Siilisbury. The ihicil refiiment, bdiinit- 
ing 10 ihe duke of St. Albans, had mustered at a dis- 
tan-e; a:.d ibe men. ifttioi-aiit of this Iraiisnclioii. fol- 
lowed olimel Ijin-ston to H.mitun, where tliey were 
reoer ed aa friends by general Talmash at ibe head of a 
considerable force, and solicited by him to enter into ihe 
service of the prince. Most of the officers and one 
hundred and fifty privates consented : thii le^t were made 
priauners, but afterwards diseharjijed *. 

To James ihe loss in number of men was inconsider- 
able, and minht speedily be repaired : there was even 
miieli lo enwmraiie liim in the spirit of loyally displayed 
by Ihe ra.ijoriiv of ibe officers and privates; but the ex- 
ample was proluclive of llie most disastrous conse- 
quences. It spread doubt and distrust thiougb the 
army, no man darinjj to rely on the fidelity of hLS com- 
panion : it shook the loyally of the wavering, and it 
iveakeneil or dissolved the only tie whicb had hhherlo 
reslniinod many, the disf^race of being the ftrst to de- 
sert the royal colours. The report soon reached every 
corntr I tne k n^dom it was said Ihat three legp men ts

Oil the other hand the kin^sahiaers in despairof 
success, conjured him to seek an accommodation with 
his nephew, and to prevent at any price th total sub 
version of his throne. But James refused to 'ee «hat 
was evident to all hesides himself; he still believed in 
the loyalty of the army, and was confirmed in this confi- 
dence by the number of those who had returned to their 
colours out of the three regiments*. In a military coun- Not. 
cil at Whitehall he informed the members that he had '"■ 
taken measures for the nailing of a parliament as early 
as was possible, with the intention of making every con- 
cession that might be demanded ; that he could not be- 
lieve there were many Cornburys amou^; suuh iionour- 
ablo men ; but that, if any one felt an objection to his 
seivice, he would spare him the infamy of so foul a 
desertion, and give him full liberty at that moment to 
leave the army and to go wherever be pleased. They 
replied with protestations of the warmest attachment, 
arid declarations of their readiness to shed Iheir blood in 
his cause. It was observed that the duke of Grafion 
and the lord Churchill were the first to answer in this 
manner; and yet there cannot be a doubt that, with 
siifh expressions of loyalty on tlieir lips, they at the 
very moment meditated treachery in their hearts h. 

The next day, a few minutes before the king's depar- 
ture, the archbishops of Canterhuiy and York J. with 17. 
tile bishops of Rochester and Ely, solicited an audience, 
and delivered to him a written address, subscribed by 
tbemsflves, the dukes of Grafton and Ormonil, the 
earls of Dorset. Clare, Rochester, Clarendon, Anglesey,

" a foreign force, has it in his power to return one hun- 
" dfed memliers *." 
Not. James proceeded lo the array, reviewed that portion of 
19- it which lay at Salisbury, am) appointed the next day fur 
the inspection of ihe division at Warminster under gene- 
ral Kirk. But he was prevented from executing this 
20. desijin by a profuse bleeding at the nose, which renurred 
at in(«rvals on that and the following days, and pro- 
cured liim relief frjin some very alarming symptoms, 
the consequences of intense application and mental dis- 
tress. During this short indisposition ihe rount de 
Roye repeutud his arguments against the advance of 
the army. Tiie enemy were already at Wincaiuon : the 
rorai artillery h^d not arrived ; the positions of Salis- 
bury and Warminsfer were untenable ; and it was bet- 
ter to withdraw of his own free choice, than to Incur ihe 
disgrace of a forced, end perhaps a disastrous, retreat. 
22. James still listened to him with reluctance ; but his con- 
sent was extorted by information that, had he pursued 
his previous intention of inspecting the coips at War- 
minster, he would that day have been seized on the

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road, and conveyed a prisoner to the enemy's quarters. 
The persons charged with this conspiiai.y were of high 
rank in the army, the lord Churchill, major-general 
Kick, cilonel Trelawney, and some othei's. Jitmea 
deemed it imprudent to lake theni into custody, or even 
to betray his knowledge of the plot. He snmmoned 
theni to a military council, in which he proposed the 
queslion of a retreat beyond the Thames. It was sup- 
ported by Feversham, Dunbarton, and Roye, but warmly 
opposed hy Churchill, who strongly urged the king to 
resume his design of vislling the post at Warminster, 
But James adhered to the resolution whic^h he had pi'e- 
viously taken, the council broke up at midnight, and 
immtdialely the (Juke of Grafton and Chur<:hill wentN", 
over to the enemy. They were followed in the morninR ''■'• 
by the colonels Trt-lawney, Chundiill, Barclay, and 
about twenty privales. Kirk was arrested on suspicion 
by lord Feveraham : but he declared that though lie 
had been unlbrtunate in the selei-tion of his friends, ho 
waa incapable of imitating their baseness ; and the 
king, who perhaps believed his assertion, ordered him to 
be set at liberty. .The deserters were graciously re- 
ceived by llie prince, with the exceplion, perhaps, of 
Chuicliill, of whom Schoniberg is said to Lave made the 
severe remark, that he was the first man of the rank of 
lieutenant-general, who had been known to run away 
from his colours*.

Six days 
before this, Ihe princess Anne had pledged hor votd to 
William for the defection of her husband : but George 
indulyed in habits of indolence, and lost the opportu- 
nity offered him at the departure of his Mentor, lord 
Churchill. He had, however, friends more active than 
himself: horses were already in waiting for him. when 
heleftihe rr>yal table; he mounted with the duke of 
Oiinond, the bird Drumlaniig, and Mr. Boyle ; and all 
four rode about midnight towards the nearest quarters 
of the enemy. The king received the news with an air 
of indiff^ereTiee. " What," said he, " is est il possible

She passed the 
night at 1 he prelate's house in .Aldersgate-sireet, hast- 
ened in the morning to Copt-Hall, the seat of the earl, 
and proceeded ttienee to a meetins of the prince's ad- 
herents at Northampton, Beliind her she haS left a 
letter for ihe queen, composed in the same stylo of du- 
plicity which charoiiterised those to the kinsj from prince 
Ot'orffe and lord Chuirhill. It stated that in her sur- 
prise at the departure of her husband, she had thouc;ht 
it best to express in writin'r her dutiful feeling's towards 
their majesties. Unable to face her father, as lung as 
the prim* should be under the royal displeasure, she had 
trithdrawn, till a reconciliation might be effected ; and, 
as her husband had ){one solely to provide for the king's 
preservation, so she would follow him fur that purpose 
only. She was in fact the most unhappy of women.

pressed a reluctance to draw their swords against bis 
opponents; Newcastle, York, Hull, Bristol, and Ply- 
mouth had been seized by the partisans of the prince, 
and numerons meetings had been held in York, Derbv, 
and Nottingham, where resolutions had been carried in 
fevour of a free parliament, and the support of tlie pro- 
testant religion. But the lan^iuage of these resolutions 
was niore alarming to the kin^ than their purport, 
" We own " said the declaration from Nottingham,

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" that it is rebellimi to resist our king that poverns hy 
" law, but he was always accounted a tyrant that niada 
" his will tlio law. To resist such a one, we justly es- 
" teem it no rubellion, but a necessary defence." In 
this esEremity he consulted his confidential advisers. 
One [■esolution he iiad taken, to provide in tlie first 
place for the safety of the queen and his son : for lie had 
persuaded himself, from the past conduct of his oppo- 
nents, and from more recent advices, ihat they deemed 
it of the first importance tu take the life of the young 
prince *. The next question was, should he also with- 
draw, or keep his post to the last. The earl of Melfort, 
and several other catholics advised hjm to tiee: Were he 
out of the kingdom, his person would be sate ; he would 
Bti 11 retain all his rights; and the opportunity of reco- 
vering the crown would not he wanting lo him, any 
more than it had to his predecessors in similar circum- 
siances. But the lord Belasyse, with the two secreta- 
ries, and the lords Halifax and Goilolphin, earnestly 
advised him to remain. He had only to assent to the 
securities which would be demanded tor the laws and 
religion of the country, and his person would be safe. 
His subjects, many of whom bejian to suspect the ambi- 
tious designs of the prince would rally around tlie 
throne, and defend Ihe mo a h f m ole ce James 
himself, though he saw no p ospect of success felt

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It was, however, necessary that he should put on a 
cheerful couiilenaiioe, were it onlj' to gain lime for the 
escape of the infant prince. In eonlbrmity wilh the 
Buggeatioii of certain lords, lie summoned a great coun- 
cil of peers, forty in number, a.nd all protestants, to 
,,_ assemble at VVIiileball. They spoko to him witli ftee- 
', dom ; but it was observed that Clarendon trans^'ressed 
the bounds ofileeency, and employed language so uii- 
feelin^; and insulting, " that no one wondered at his 
" going a day or two after to meet the prince of Orange 
" at Salisbury •." The sum of their advice, though 
they were fur from being unamnious, was that, besides 
calling a parliament, the king should grant a pardon 
without any exceptions, should appoint eommisnoners 
to treat of an act'ommodation, ajid should immediately 
dismiss every catholic from his ser^ii-e. Jame« assured 
them that he was not offanded wilh any man on account 
of his freeilom ; that he certainly meant to call a par- 
liament, hut that some of their sug^eslions were of i-uch 
imporlance, thnt no one could wonder if he took a sintrle 
' night to deliberate. He was convinced that, though 
many had deserted him, many still remained to stand 
by him. Accident (he meant bis indisposition at Salis- 
bury) had providentially saved him from the treachery 
of Churchill ; and, as he had read the history ol' Rich- 
ard II., he would take aufficienl care not to fall into ihe 
hands of a nephew who sought to place the croivn on 
his own head'!'

tion to the wisdom and decision of puliaraent. The 
iact was that he felt unwilling to deprive himself of 
their services before he had secured the retreat of his 
wife and son ; but, to satisfy' the citizens, he liad already 
removed sir Edivai'd Hales from the command of Ehe ^"^ 
Tower, and substituted for him Sbelton, whom he liad '*• 
so lately coufiiied in that fortress *. 

Lord Dover had been appointed lo the government of 
Portsmouth. In a few dais the prince of Wales ar- 
rived in that town, under the care of lord and lady 
Powis i a yacht was ready to take him on boai'd ; and 
lord Dartmouth, whose fleet lay at Spithead, received 
instructions to watch over his safety, and ti^ facilitate his 
escape. But tlie very presence of the prince betrayed 
the royal secret; and a body of "associated" officers 
represented to the admiral the charge to which he 
■would expose himself, and the evil which might befail 
the nation, if he should suffer the heir apparent to quit 
the kingdom. By this time at least, Dartmouth partook 
of that spirit of consternation wliich pervaded all ranks 
of tlie royalists, and he returned an answer to the kin^, ^^ 
conjuring him to recede from his intention, and excusing, 
in humble and aRectionate language, his own disobe- 
dience. The unfortunate monarch had little time for 
deliberation ; the delay of a feiv hours might place his 
son ia the power of his enemies ; and he sent orders Itir 
three regiments, under the ear! of Salisbury, to escort 
him in his return to the capital, while Caryll, the queen's 
secretary, made arrangements with the count deLnu- 
J!un for his escape down tlie river t. 

In the mean time much had occurred to persuade the 
Ung that there remained no other chance of safety for 
bimaelf but the same which he had chosen for his son.

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In aoi^otdanoe wiih the advice of the great council, lie 
bail sent three commissioners to the prinoe the lord^ Ha- 
lifax, Nottinijham, oVid Gudolphiii : but William, umler 
diffeient pretexts, erased the audience which they soli- 
nited, and at the same time ursjeil fjrwaid the march of 
his army towards the oapital.

lounion, to extii-pale protestantism out of Europe. Tliis 
instrument wos alterwards disowned by William, and 
Bonie years later Siieke, the libeller, camo forward to 
claim the meiit or infamy of the imposture : but at 
the time of publication no one doubted its-autlient icily ; 
an^l the spirit of vengeance which it breathed, with tlie 
l!*ue of BUthoritv which it assumed, strongly served to 
confirm (be jealousies and apprehensions that agitated 
the mind of the king. He drew from it the inferenco 
th'At it was intended to deprive him of every indiviuual 
in whom hn could repose any conSdenco, to plwt him 
g.ifi^oii unil bound in the bands of his enen-ie^ ; aiiO, of 
the fate he might e.tpect in sunh circumstances, he had 
before his eyes a preguant instance la the eveutJul history 
of his father*. 

The queen had hitherto refused to separate her lot

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from that of her husband ; liut now that he had made 
up his mind to leave the kinRdoHi, and that he aoleiimly 
promised to follow her within tweiity-four hours, hIib 
ounsented to accora|iany her child. The time for iheir 
escape was fixed at two after midnight. Disguised as 
an Italian lady, with n female Italian Bervam, and the D^e. 
nurse carrying the infant, she stole silently down the 10, 
privy slairs to the water-side, and, though the ni^ht wua 
dark and stormy, stepped, intrepidly into a small open 
boat, crossed the river, and landed on the opposite hank 
at Laraheth. But the carriage which had been ordered 
was not there ; the rain full in torrents ; and the royal 
fupilive was compelled to wait under the shelter of a 
high wall, exposed to the danger of discovery from the 
cry of the child, and the accidental curiosity of the 
inhabitants. At length iliHy were tfjiahled to depart, 
and drove to Gravesend, where a yacht, with lord and 
lady Powis, and three Iti^h officers on board, was ready 
tn receive tliem, and conveyed them in safety to Calais. 
St. Victor, a French f.'cntleman, saw the exiles depart, 
and hastened hack with the consoling information to 
the monarch 1'. 

James had passed the early part of the morning in 
considerable agitation ■ the return of St. Victor enabled 
him to aBHumeamore cheerful air, he ordered the guards 
to he in readiness to accompany him to Ujthrids^ the 
nest day, and talked of offering battle to the enemy, 
though at the same time he confessed to Baiilbn. that 
he had not a single corps on whose lldelily he could rely. 
Up to this moment he remaineil in ignorance of the pro- 
gress of the negotiaiion ; in the eveniiii^ a messenger 
from his commissioners brought him an account of their 
proceedings since the laat Monday, on which they had pro- 
cured passports in Reading. Had it been allowed, they 
might have found access to the prince in a few hours : hot 
every poswble obstacle was thrown in their way, while his 
army steadily pursued its march from Wincanton towards 
the metropolis. On Thursday it took possession of New 
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bury : William fixed his heacl-quartora in Hungerford, and 
inforuied the commissioners, wiio were at Eamsbarj, that 
he would receive them on the Satui'daj. They found him 
in the laidat of a crowd of his adherenta summoned for the 
occasion, put into his hand their credentials from the king, 
and were desired to withdraw to a neighbouring apartment. 
He then read these credentials to his followers, but evi- 
dently under strong emotion, wondering, as he Hiud, why 
the king wrote to him in the French language, and not in 
the English, as he had always hitherto done. " When 
" he wrote to your highness in English," said the earl of 
Clarendon, " it was to you as a member of his own family ; 
" now you are a foreign general, at the bead of a foreign 
" army, in the midst of his dominions. lie therefore 
" writes to you in diplomatic language." 

The reader will probably start at the name of Clarendon. 
Yet so it was : the very man, who but a month before so 
feelingly lamented the defection of his son, was now found 
at the head-quarters, and acting aa the confidentiiil agent 
of the prince. In fact, he had imprudently persuaded him- 
self that these conferences would lead to the formation of 
a new ministry, in which, if he ware not wanting to his 
own interest, he might hold a distinguished place. With 
Dec. this view he hastened from London, to pay his worship to 
1- the rising sun : but a few days convinced him of his mis- 
take. He saw that William's ambition would be satisfied 
with nothing short of the crown ; and, from the manner 
in which he was treated now, had reason to conclude that 
he would be treated with greater contempt afterwards, 
when the prince should be seated on the throne •- 

The marshal Schomherg and the earls of Oxford and 
Clarendon were directed by the prince to meet the royal 
commissioners, and to require from them a statement of 
their proposals in writing. They rephed that since the 
bing had already convoked a parliament, nothing remained 
for deliberation but the measures which might be thought 
necessary to insure the Jree election of the members, and

answer th j n ce 1 ft w h the meeting, desiring tliem to 
take it into deliberation, and to send to him their opinion 
at IJttlecote, a manorial mansion not &r from Hiingerford. 
The chief suhjeot of discussion was the king's convocatjon 
of a parliament. The most violent demanded that the 
writs should be cancelled*. They were of no value : had 
been issued by incompctont authority : by one who was no 
longer king. Thia rote was carried by the majority : bnt 
it accorded not with the plans of the prince, who wished 
to be raised to the throne by a parliament legally convoked. 
He ordered the meeting to reconsider the question on theDeo^ 
nest morning. They came to the same conclusion : Wil- 0. 
liain inasted that the vote s'l'mld lie expunged : they de- 
murred : the point was arguiMi in his presence : he refused 
to yield, and, taking his pen, atruclc out the noxious resolu- 
tion. After this the other demands to be made on his part 
were speedily settled : that each army should remain at the 
distance of forty miles from the capital ; that all papists 
should be dismiwed from office ; that all proclamations re- 
flecting on the prince or hia followers should be recalled ; 
that the invading army should be supported at the public 
expense ; that the king and the prince should I'eside in 
London, or at an equal distance from London, with the 
same number of guards ; and that the Tower and the fort 
at Tilbury should be placed in the custody of the city, 
and Portsmouth in that of such person as should be 
agreeable to both parties. To adjust these particulars, 
William offered not to advance within forty miles of the 
capital during the four following days ; an offer which, 
while It bore the appearance of moderation, was equally 
convenient for himself f- 

Though these conditions were more favourable than

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the king espeeted, tbey did not induoo him to alter his 
Eeo, resolution. The ohaervation of the commissionera, that 
10. " there appeared a posaibilitj of putting mutters into a, 
" way of accommodation," was not calculated to estate 
any very sanguine hopea ; and their private letters were 
stiii more discoura^ng than their official despatches. 
He was ignorant then of what wm kuo\rn later, that 
both Halifiix and Godolphin were already candidates for 
the favour of the invadei-, and desirous of rendering him 
an acceptable service, by ioducing the king to quit ihe 
kingdom. Under this ignorance he drew from their 
letters the conclusion, that it was the object of his 
nephew to effect his deposition by a legal parliament of 
his own calling, unless he were previously removed hy a 
conspifa(7 against his life. Before he retired to rest he 
deliver d h co n d Roy a letter for lord Fever- 
sham, a un K h etition of providing for his own 
safety b hd ntf m the kingdom, thanking him 
and tji Ih nd p ates for their past loyalty, and 

remark g h nger desired them to expose 

themse d b "rHsialanee to a foreign army 

" and a p IS ' Then, having received from 

the lord chancellor oil Ihe parliamentary write wliiidi 
had not hitherto been issued, he threw them with his 
own hands into the fire, to disappoint by their destruc- 
^'- tion one great object of his enemieat. Soon after 
midniglit he rose, disguised himself in the dress of a 
country gentleman, and ordered the duke of Norlhum- 
berland, who slept on the pallet-bed, to keep the door 
locked till the usual hour in the morning. Descending 
the back stairs, he was joined by sir Edward Hales, 
wliom he afterwards created earl of Tentenlen; a hack- 
ney coach conveyed them to the horse-ferry; and, as

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tliey criMsed the Tv/ex with a pair of oars, the king tbrew 
the great seal into the water. At Vavixhall they found 
horses in readioesa, and with the wd of a relay provided 
hy Sheldun, one of the rojal equerries, reached Emley 
ferry, near Feversham, by ten. The custom-liouse hoy 
had been engaged to oonyey some strangers to France, 
but the ship wanting ballast, thoy were forced to rua 
her on shore near Sheerness: where, about eleven at 
niyht, they were boardud from three boats, cruising in 
the mouth of ihe river to intercept the fujritive voyaliats. 
The hoy Hoating with the tide was taken back to Fever- 
shiim : and the kini;, having remained for several hours 
in the hands of his captors, was compelled to land and 
proceed to the principal inn. Tliere he saw that, not- De& 
wilhsionding his disguise, be was recognized by several 12. 
persons in the crowd, of whom one, bursting into tears, 
knell to kiss his hand ; and, as the secret had now 
transpired, be acknowledged himself, sent for lord Win- 
chelsea, whom he appointed lord lieutenant of the 
county, and was at his own request transferred fiom the 
inn to the house of the mayor, where he remained under 
a strong guard of Ihe seamon and militia *. 

ijfird Feversham had given little proof of ability as a 
general: but he showed, amid.it the general defection, 
that he possessed the feelings of on honourable mind. 
Instead of seeking to secure the favour of the prince,

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by Bolieitiog orders from hiin, he caused the king's let- 
ter to be read to the diffewnt regiments, announced to 
them tlie expiration of his commaod, and then informed 
the prince of what he had done. Manj of the officera 
and men received the intelligence with tears, and, con- 
ceiving themselves at liberty, withdrew to their respeotirti 
homes. The greater portion remained in their cantun- 
ments, awaiting with anxiety the issue of events*. 

In London che news of the kin;;'s lli<>hl created sur- 
prise and ennsternalion About thirly spiritual and 
tempnial peers joined the lord mayor and aldermen at 
the Guildhall, and, after some consultation, forrailie; 
themselves into a separ^e couneil, assumed for a time 
Di'c. the supieme authority. They published and sent to the 
ll. prince a declaration of (heir adhesion to him in liia 
endeavour to procure a fiee parliame;it, in which tbe 
liberties of the people, and in particular of the church of 
Endand, mis;htbe secured, and at the same time due 
indulgence lie granted to pr.itestant dissenters; a de- 
claration which, tbouE^h equivalent to a renunciation of the 
authority of James, did not come up to WJllLim'a especta- 
tiona, and was therefore received by him with evident marks 
of dissatisfaction ; while a most gracious reieption was 
given to tbe deputies from the common council and the 
city, who begged of him to hasten his miirnh to the 
capital for the completion of the great wotk which he 
had so gloriously begun ; for, as hitheito they had 
looked up in vain to the king for redress, "now tbey 
presumed to make his highnesa their refuget." In ad- 
dition, the lords, to calm the feard of the citizens, took 
advantage of the absence of Skelton from the Tower, lo 
transfer the government of that fortress to the care of 
lord Lucas, whose company formed part of the garrison, 
and they issued circular orders to the naval and military 
officers to watch over the preservation of discipline in 
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Ihe fleet ami army. But the great diffieultf was to 
taainlain tranquillity in London and Westminatei-, where 
their epllemeral aulhorily, though respecled by the 
higher classes Was set at nought by (he passions of the 
people, authoused, as Ihey Biipposud themselves to be, 
by the recently forged proclamation of the prince. 

Large bodies of men had collected in llie streets, and, 
under pretence of searching for arms, burst into the 
houses of the catholics, whence, if they did not proceed 
to the demoliiioa of the buildings, they carried off every- 
thing that was valuable. The office of Hills, the kin<;'s Di 
printer, was laid in ruins, and its contents given to the * 
flames; the several catholic chapels in Lincoln's-Inn- 
fields, Lyrae-street, St. John's, and Clerkenitell, were 
either destroyed or burnt ; and the ambassadors of the 
catholic powers were insulled or threatened. Ronquillo, 
the ambassador from Spain, trusted to his popularity 
(for his constant support of the prince had made him a 
public favourite): but the plate of the rayal chapel and 
of several catholic families, which bad been committed 
to his custody, offered too powerful a temptation ; and 
his doors were forced, his house and chapel were rifled, 
and whatever the riuters could not ciirry anay was 
burnt, together with his library and manuscripls. Of 
the other ambassadors the Florentine experienced the 
same treatment ; but those from France and Venice 
applied to the council, and obtained for their protection 
strong itetachmeiita of military, who repelled with diffi- 
culty the repeated assaults of the populace *. 

On tlie second night the citizens were awakened from IS 
their sleep by a sudden cry of " The Irish are up and 
" cutting throats !" And the same terrifying denunci- 
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ali<Sn wai Biraultaneously echoed fi-om every part of the 
matropolis, Lights were instantly plated in the wiii- 
duws; a Imudred tlwusanJ men rushed iaju llie sireets; 
parties prjcoeded in dilf'ureat directions to oppose the 
ima[^iiiaiy foas; and, Ihuugli the murderers eould no- 
where be discovered, still the report obtained (credence, 
and the terrors of the citizens were protracted, (ill the 
retnm of daylight fjfradually dispelled the delusion. At 
the same time a similar alarm was excited in most of 
the neighhouriiig towns, but it failed of provoking, what, 
if it were not accidental, its authors probably meant to 
provoke, a massacre of the catholics. Speke took to 
himself the morit also of this dangerous contrivance *, 

The mob repeated^ called fur the blood of father 
Petre. But he had disappointed their vengeance by 
reiiring beyond the sea about len days before; and his 
example had beeii imitated by lord Melfort. the Scottish 
secretary. As soun as the flight of James became 
known, numbers, apprehensive of the consequences, 
attempted lo follow him ; and the roads towards the sea- 
eoaat were covered with fug.tives endeavouring to escape, 
and with persons on the watch to arrest every stranger 
proceeding in that direction. Even during the short 
stay of the royal captive at Feversbam, Mr. Justice 
Jenner, Burton and Graham, the kii.g's solicitors, 
Giflbrd and I.eyljurn, two of the vicars apostolic, Ohadiah 
Walker, and several otiiers were brought prisoners into 
the lowii. The nuncio hatl placed himself as a seivant 
behind the carriage of the envoy from Savoy : but that 
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miniBler with his suite was intercepled and detained, till 
William, wlio sought not to offend hia calliulio allies, 
fnrniBbed him witli a pasBport. The loi-d «iiani;dlor 
Jeffreys was discovered at Wiipping in a strange dia- 
Kuise. A paity of llie trained bands rescued him fiom 
the fury of the mjh: but they stUl pursued him with 
whips and halters, and, as the lord major was too muoh 
alarmed to tuke his examination, he was at his own 
desire cotiducled under an escort of two regimeuts to the 
Toiver. The lords in council soon afterwards sent a 
warrant for hia detention, and in the eoiirsa of a few 
months he died of the stone without having been dis- 
charged from confinement*. Penn being hriiuijht before 
them, gave security lor hia appearance in 6,i)01p£i-, and 
the earls of Peterborough and Salisbury, both converts 
to the church of Rome, were comraitted to tUo Toiver. 

On the third morning a rumour was heard of the 
king's arrestation in liia flight. It obtained no credit ; 
but a pounti yman. standing at the door of the council- jjg« 
chamber at Whitehall, put into the hands of lord Mul- 14, 
grave a letter from James, which bore no address, but 
stated that the wriier was a prisoner in the hands of ihe 
rabble at Feversham. Most of the loids, afi aiil of offend- 
ing the prini-e, would gladly have passed it by without 
notice, and for that purpose Halifax, the chairman, sud- 
denly adjourned the meeting; but Mulgrave ronjui-ed 
tbem to resume their seats, and extorted from them by 
his remonstrances an order that the earl of Feversham 
should take two hundred of the life-guards, and protect 
the kind's person from insult. Feversham solicited en 
explanatioxi uf this order, but was merely told that it 
gave him no authority to interfere with tlie liberty or the 
motions of the sovereign; Halifax, to mark his dissatis- 
faclion, or to make his court, immediately left London, 
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and repairecl to the head-quarters of the prince who was 
then at Henley *. 

The king, on the arrival of Feversham, determined to 
Dec return to the capital. To account for this resolution, so 
15. contrary to that which he had adopted four days before, 
it should he known that, during his eonEnement, loid 
Winchelsea had atronfjly advised him to lay aside the 
design of quitting the kingdom: his friends from I^n- 
don had excited his hopes by representing to him that a 
sentiment of pity for his misfortunes had rekindled the 
flame of loyalty in the breasts of numbers; and Godol- 
phin, though he dared not advise him to retui'n, had 
blamed his flight, under the notion that the conditions, 
if they had been approved by the king, would probably 
have been executed by the prince +. James resolved to 
make the experiment From Rochester he despatched 
Feversham lu William at WiTidsor, wilh verbal instruc- 
tions on several points, and with a written invitation to 
a personal conlerence in the capital, where the palace of 
St James's would be ready for his reception. The 
messenger found the prince and his advisers perplexed 
and confounded. On the supposition that James had 
left the kin^'dom. he hail assumed the exercise of the 
sovereign authority, and had issued orders to the royal 
ai'my, and the officers of government, in the style of a 
king or a conqueror ; and they, in the confidence of 
success, had paicelled out among themselves the great 
offices of state, and the rewarils to which they were 
entitled for their services. But Feversham, the moment 
he liad delivered his despatch, was arrested by order of 
William, and conflned in the Round Tower, under the 
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frivolous pretext that he had come without a passport, 
and had disbaoded the army without orders; but pro- 
bably io convince James, as it did in fact convince him, 
t!iat he would no lonser be treated iui Iho sovereifin. 
But. ivliatever was the motive of the prince, tlie arrest 
shook the confidence of many among his adherents. Ho 
had been sent for, they reinarkeil, ro proleet their liber- 
ties ; and one of the Rrst uses which he made of his 
power was to ini|irison a peer of the realm, without 
assit^ing any eSuse or observing any legal process *. 

From Feversham the fugitive monarch relumed to Dec. 
Rochester, where he was joined by his guards ; and 16 
from Rochester proceeded in royal guise throuBh the 
city to Whitehall ■»■, His prioress reseiaUed a triumphal 
procession. Ha was preceded by a body of genllemen 
with their heads uacovered; an immense crowdreceived 
him with loud acclamations ; the bells were rung, and 
the evening was ushered in wilh bonfires; It is not im- 
probable that, during these demonstrations of loyalty, a 
few rays of hope may have illumined the troubled mind 
oftlie king: but they were soon extinguished by tha 
ominous arrival of Zuyleistein, and the newsof thearrest 
of lord Feversham. Zuyleistein was the bearer of a 
letter from William, requesting hisnncle not lo advance 
nearer to the capital than Rocllester. But, James, ob- 
serving that tiie request had come too late, repeated his 
invitation to a perianal interview ; and to the remark of 
the messenger, that the prince could not venture his 
person in a city occupied by the royal troops, replied,

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" Then let him come with his own guards to St. James's,

'' as with those whom I dare not trust." This confeienue 
convinced tlie king of what lie had so long suspeeted. 
The language of ihe letter andof the messenger showed, 
thai William assumed the superiorilf of a conqueror, 
and noloiigei' looked ujioti his uncle as the aoverei:;n. 
Yet with these thoughts on his niind the unhdppy 
monarch was suffiuienllj master of bims^lf to hold a. 
court, which was numerously though not brilliahtly 
attended, to rfieet his ministers'in council, and to sup in 
?• public as in the dais of his .piosperity *. But tlie next 
mordng he sent a message to Lewis and Stamps, two of 
the aldermen, lliat, to leave no doubt of his sincerity, he 
was willing, if the civic authorities would guaranttre his 
personal safety, to place himself in their hands, till full 
security foi- tile religion and hlierties of the natioii had 
been established by parliameiit. Had IheofFet been 
accepted-, it woutd have thrown a most perplexing 
obstacle in the way of the prince: but it was declined, 
throngh the influence of sir Robert Clayton, on the 
ground that the city-ought not to enter into any engage- 
ment which it mfi,'ht not be in iis power to fulfil*. 

In the secret counsels of tlie prince a determination 
had been laken, to consider the reign of James aian end 
from the moment of his late escape Ironi the capital. 
Now, however, that he was returned to Whitehall, and 
had been joyMly received by his subjects, William 
deigned to consult his English adh'ei'ents. not collectively, 
but individually and in private, on the delicate and im- 
portant question, what course ought to be pursued with 
respect to the royal person. By several it was suggested, 
that James should he secured a prisoner in some for- 
tress in England, or perhaps in Holland. In that ease 
anxiety fjr the pteservation of his life would deter his 
H'iends from any hostile attempts, uni Ireland, which

Sion-houBi the lords Halifax, Shrewshuvy, and Deia- 
meve, with a harsh and peremptory order to his uncle. 
Hulifax was chosen for this office, iis Clarendon had 
been on « recent occasion, to try the sincerity of his con- 
No answer had been returned to the kin(!'s message 
by Zuyleiatein : but late in the evening Solms arrived, 
occupied the' palace of St.- James's, and, advancing at 
the head of three battalions, with their matches lifshted 
and in order of battle, demanded possession of Whitehall, 
The spirit of Lord Craven, the commander of the Eng- 
lish Guards, was roused : he declared that, as long as 
breatli reinained in his body, no foreign hvce should 
make a-lting of England prisoner in his own palace. 
James hesitateil: but a moment's reilection convinced 
him that resistance agains't such disparity of numbers 
could only lead to unnecessary bloodshed, and by dint of 
entreaty, and some exertion of authority, he prevailed on 
the old man (Craven was in his eightieth year) lb wiii- 
draw the Guards frdm their posts, which were immedi- 
ately, occupied by the Dutch t. 

The king was now in a state -of capfivitj. With a 
mishoding mind he retired to rest a little before mid- 
night, and after some time sunk into a profound sleep,

from wliich he was suddenly awakened by the earl of 
Dee. Middleton. Tliot nolilenian, who lay in the antwhiira-

come wilh S.jliui and the Dutuli guaril; but abiilaiiied 
from pre^enling themselves ut J!rst. probably tlat tlieir 
unextiected apjiearance in the middle of the liight might 
tiidke a more alariuin); impression on tlie unfortunate 
raonavch. James was sui'pri{<efl, but instantly recover- 
ini; bimselT, received them in bed, and listene4 to lord 
Halifax, who showed bim their instructions, and told 
him ihali for his own safety, and the preservation of 
tranquillity, it vtan deemed proper to remove him f)^>m 
Whitehall; that Ham, a house in Surrey belonging to 
the dowager 'duuhe.'.s Qf haaderiiA6, had been setticted 
fur hi^ residence ; and that at Ham henii);]it be attended 
by his own t-'uards. but must quit Whitehall by ten the 
next mornint;, because the firince intended to arrive in 
the otipital ubuut noon. From' suoh an intrusion at such 
en beur it is -probable thottbe kin^ anticipated some more 
painful announcement. He appeared to iieceive the 
order for )iis remuval with InditTerence, but objected to 
Hamasacold, damp, and unfurnished house; and ex- 
pressed a strong inclination . to return to. Rochester, 
where the prince had previously desired him to remain. 
About nine in the morning the commissioners came 
back fi'om Sion House with the permission which he had 
asked; but, in arranging the manner of his departure, 
James experienced much opposition from the morosity 
of lord Hali&x. who, as a recent convert, poujfht lo dis- 
play his diivolion to the prince, while-lord Shrewsbury, 
of whose political creed there ould benodoubt.behaveij 
vith deference to the unfortunate monarch, and laboured 
to soothe his affliction by gratifying him in every request. 
About twelve the king bade adieu to the lords and 
gentlemen and foreign ministers, who had assembled to 
give him this last proof of their respect, and who, for the 
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most part, burst into tears. Hastening to the river, he 
went on boarii the royal barge attended by the lords 
Arran, Dunbarton, Liclifield, Aylesbury, and Dundee; 
several boats carrying one hiindrod of the Dutch guards 
took their respective stations around him,- and. at the 
signal given, the roya! captive proceeded down the river. 
To most of the spectators it proved a mournful and 
humiliating -sight. They felt that powerful impression 
which is always made by the spectacle ofmajesty in dis- 
tress; and tljey could not behold without shame the king 
of England conveyed from his capital a prisoner in Iho 
hands of foreigners *. 

James slept at Gravesend, and spent four days at Dec. 
Rochester. There he received no oonimumcation from '"• 
William, but was visited hymany of hia servants and 
■adherents, who brought himaccount* of all that passed 
in the metropolis. From- Jhem he learned that about 
three hours after his departure the prince arriveil with 
SIX thousand men at St. James's, and was visited the 
same evening by most of the nobicmen in London ; that 
the next day he leceived the duke of Norfolk, who had 
raised, for him a powerful force in the eastern counties, 
and the aldermen, who presented to him an address in 
the name of the city; that some lawyers had advised 
him to proclaim himself kinc, and summon a parlia- 
ment, after ihe precedent of Henry VII, ; hut that this 
advice had been rejected, because it was impossible to 
reconcile it With the contents of the- declaration ; that 
he had, however, begun to exercise Uie sovereign au-

. advisers, ill place ufthejudges, live barristers stron^l}' 
devoted to the interest of the prince *, Jlverjlhinn con- 
curred to strengthen the king's contiction that his 
nephew intended to aisume the crown'; and, when he 
comjiaro'l the events of llie last few days with what ho 
observed ai'ound him ; that he was permitted to -com- 
municate freely with all who presented themselvos ; and 
that, while egress friim the house towards the town was 
closed by the uiilitary posted at the da6r, the road fi^Dm 
the giirden to the river was left entirely open, he con- 
cluded that his presence was an embarrass munt to hia 

. enemies; and- that, if they thus alTordeil him the means 
of evasion, it was with the hope Ihat he would avail him- 
self of the opportunity to withdj^aW'from <hc kin^om. 
Thisvoiy infi;rence forbed of itself-a sufficient arftu- 
meiit why he shauld remain ; it was himrly confirmed 
by leilcrsand nieicsengers from hi- most trusty adherents, 
and pofterfully uiged by 1 >rd Middletun in person, who 
plainly told him that if he were once to seek an jsylum 
abriiad, he must never expect to set his foot ai^am on 
English ground ■»■. On the otlier hand it was. repre- 
sen led to liim, that as lon^ as he remained, he lay ai. the 
mercy of an ambitious competitor, who could dispose of 
him as he thought St.; that he was, and would, be in

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fact a state prisoner, and must know that, according to 
the payinL! oi' his royal fUtlier, wlio bad proved the Irulh 
of llie adage in his own person, tlieie was but a sbuit 
distaiiKB between the prison of a king and liis grave; 
«ndlhatevvn lord Middleton, when the question was 
put, .did not dare to reply ihat he saw aTiy means of 
security for hia life on this side of the sea. Amidst 
these confliotiiig opinions, the unfortunate monarch re- 
peated, but wilii the prelalea, the experiment which he 
had unsueceBsfully made with the aldermen ; and through 
the bishop of Winchester offered to place himself in the 
custody of the episcopal bench, provided they would 
answer for his safety. The offer was, however, evaded ; Dee. 
and from that moment he took the resolution to escape 32. 
from durance, while the council of peers was-yet in 
deliberation respecting his future lot *, Before supper 
he sat down and wrote a declaration of the motives 
which.induced biia to withdraw. It was, he said, next 
to madness to suppose that his life would be iii safely, as 
long as he remaned in ihe power of a son in-law who 
had invaded his dominions without piovocation, had 
made him a prisoner m hia own palace, had aent him an 
order in the dead of the ntght to quit his capital, and 
had endeavoured to make him appear to the world as 
" black as bell," by imputing to him the crime of a 
supposititious child an imputation, which even those 
who made it believed m their consciences to be false. 
He was born free, and wished to continue so ; he had 
wntured his life in defence of his rounliy, and was not 
yet too old to venture it again for that puipoae he had 
withdrawn, while it »as in his power, but should still 
i-emain within call, ready to come foiward whenever Uia 
people should open their eyes to the false but specious 
pretexts of religion and propertt with which they had 
been deluded +. This paper he ordered the earl of

jjgj Soou allenvBrdshearose.and.ptissetl through the garden 

2J, to the river, in company with Macdonnel and Trevannion, 
two captains in the navy, his natural son the duke of 
Berwick, and Biddulph, one "f the grooms of the bed- 
chamber. The weather was stormy ; the wind and tide 
opposed tlieir progress ; and after aa ineflectual attempt 
to reach the Usliing smack which bad been liired for the 
occasion, the king went on board the Es^jle flreship, and 
was received by the ship's company with due respect. 
The next morning he proceeded to his own vessel. They 
were in all twenty men, Well provided with weapons of 
defence ; and aftet a tedious voyage of two days, in 
which ihey ran sotne danger from the weather, and more 

35. from the men-of-war lying in the Downs, arrived with- 
out molestation at Ambteleuse on, the coast of France. 

38 Tlience he hastened to join his wife and child at the 
castle of St. Germain's^ where the exile was received by 
Louis with expressions of sympalhyand proofs of muni- 
ficence, which did honour to the head and heart of that 
monarch. A royal palace was allotted forhis residence ; 
his wnnts, and those of his (jueen, were antiuipaled and 
supplied; and the same honoure were paid to him, aa if 
he had still been in possession of the two thrones of Great 
Britain and Ireland *. 

But it is time to leave the fugitive prince to mourn 
over his fall, in royal but borrowed splendour, at St. 
Germain's-; and to turn to his suci^ssful nephew, exer- 
cising, but under a dubious and unacknowledged title, 
the sovereign authority at Whitehall. 

If the reader baa carefully watched the conduct of the

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latter during the last two years, he will have to come to 
Ihe onnciusion that, whatever might be Ihe pretexts set 
forth in his liecla ration, whatever the motives altribiKed 
to liim by the policy or the partiality of his friends, his 
real object from the beginning had been the acquisition 
of the English crown. Though, hilhrrto, he had met 
with little resistancH, yet, as long as the king remained 
wilhin the realm, he knew not how to gialify his am- 
bition wiihout the incarceration or lie death of his ujiele, 
exreilLenls advised indeed by tlie more ardent of his fol- 
lowers, but hi his own judgment both disgraceful and 
dangerous. Now, however, that James by his flighl had 
relieved him from this embarrassment, the chief question 
that remained for hia decision was, whether he should 
seat himself at once on the throne, as belonging to him 
by right of -conquest, or should quietly wait till he was 
calledto it by the voice of the people. -Th«e were not 
wanting counsellors who urged the first part of the al- 
ternative: bjit the prince himself shrunk from the 
attempt. By it he would openly give the lie to his most 
soleren asseverations ; he would insult the nation which 
had hailed him as its saviour, and wnuld trample on the 
very rights and liberties of which he had praclairaed 
himself the champion and Ihe avenger. Hence be judged 
it more gi^ious, and at the same time much safei" to 
advance no claim. on his own pari, to leave the settle- 
ment of.the government, in appearance at least, lo the 
free choice of the people, and to trust for the accomplish- 
ment of his object to the zeal and influence of his ad- 
herents, his own vigilant, though temporising, policy, and 
the gradual march of events which he had it in power lo 
direct according lo his pleasure and to make subservient 
to hts purpose. 

At. his request the lords continued to sit at West- 
minster; but it soon became manifest that the majority 
would seek to hold him to the strict letter of his declar- 
ation, unless they were diverted from their object by ad- 
ditional prBssure from without: for which purpose, under 
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the prelext of taking the advice of the people as well as 
Pm. of the nobilily, he tailed together a meeling of a de 
23. scfipnon unknown in the history of the constitution — a 
meeting of all tlie meiiibers of any h u»e ot commons 
aumnioneij in the reign of Oiarles II , nho chanced at 
that moment to be in the metropolis togethei with the 
li>rd mayor, the court of aldermen, and litl\ citizens as 
rep rose ntativea of the common council All these he 
desired to meet him at St. James's, and to aid him with 
their advice, " as to the best manner how to pursue the 
" ewrfsof his declaration* "—a most politic proceeding, 
aaitflatlered the vanity of the middle classes ^nd nave 
a new impulse to the deliberations of the lords. The 
next morning the latter were reminded by William's ad- 
herents of the necessity of putting an end to the present 
unsettled and uncertain state^ of the government. It 
could not, indeed, be done by parltameut, for parliament 
could be summoneil by a king oitly. It might, however, 
be done by a convention. In the absence of Charles IT., 
a oonveniion had called him to the possession of the 
throne; in the absence of James II., a convention might 
remedy the e\ils arising from the dereliction of the 
throne by that monarch. By some of the king's friends 
it was proposed, that in the first [lace the declaration 
left by him at Rochester should be communicated to the 
house : but the demand was eluded by lord Godolpbiii, 
who declared that it contained nothing which bore on the 
Question in debate. Lord Claretidon then moved that 
an inquiry should be made into the birth of the supposed 
prince of Wales; but it was replied that such inquiry 
would not lead lo any satisfactory result. he(iause the 
child was in a foreign country where llis identity Could 
not be ascertained, and where, if he should die, another 
might be clandestinely substituted in his place. On the 
other hand lord i'aget, who was supported by the bishup 
of London, and lord North, demanded without delay thiLt 
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the prince and princess should be declared king and 
queen : but to ihem were opposed the earls of Pembvoke 
andNotlingham,who wilh great ability defendud the rit;ht 
of the fugitive king *. In conclusion, after a long and 
desultory debate, an address was voted 1o the prince, 
beting of him to assume and exercise the government 
of tbe realm till the meeting of a convention, and for die 
election of tlie members of that convention, to issue writs 
similar to those which the king was accustomed to issue 
for the. election ofmemhers of pariiamentl". 

That this was the most elii;ibla expedient in the exis^ 
ing circumstances is evident: whether it satisHed the 
ambition of the prince may be doubled : for it was based 
on the unwelcome principle that he possessed nij claim to 
authority independently of the choice of the notion, and 
must therefore submit to take it with such conditions 
and limitations as the nation might think fH to prescribs. 
When the address was presented, whether he had not Dec. 
yet subdued his dislike, or sought to ingratiate himself **■ 
with the commons, he bade the lords wait till the sense 
of the other meeting was ascertained. They, however, 27. 
after some debate, adopted the same address ; and Wil- 
liam replied lo each body separately, that he would 28. 
undertake lo pi'eserve the public peace till the meeting 
of the convention, would issue the necessary writs ac- 
cording to their request, would maintain the proteslant 
religion and interest in Ireland, and would always be 
ready to expose lus person to danger in defence of the 
laws, the liberties and the religion of the two kingdoms^. 

Hitherto no mention had been made of Scotland: nor did 
there exist in EnglaMd itny authority which couid pretend 
to dispose of the Scottish crown, so long the patrimony of 
the bouse of Stuart. Now, howevw, the Scots themselves 
were prepared to set aside the line of their ancient mon- 
archs, and transfer their alle^nee to the foi^gn conqueror. 
At first, indeed, the royal cauae, through the combined in- 
fluence of the government and the ohuroh, had possessed 
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a decided suporiority in Scotland. At the fumouDcement 
of the inteniied invaaon, the council of atate had pro- 
claimed, in an address to James, their determination to peril 
their lives and fortunes in support of the throne of their 
rightful sovereign ; and the clergy of the episcopal church 
— it was then the established church ia ScotJand — hod la- 
boured to diffuse similar sentiments among the people, 
parti; through tkeii belief in the divine right of kings, and 
partly through gratitude to the roja! fiimily ; for it was to 
the felher and graodfather of the reigning moHaroh that 
they, owed their present oomnjanding position. The 
bishops, twelve in number, Msembled,in Edinburgh, ajid 
subscribed an address to James, in wiiich they not only 
assured him of their own " firm and unbroken loyalty," 
but declared that "interminable and steadfast allegianca 
" was an esscnlitd part of their relipon," and concluded 
with espresdng their conviction that God wbuldwatch 
over the safety of his royal person, and " give to him the 
"hearts of his subjects and the necks of his enemies*." 

Their religious opponents, the covenanting presbjtcri- 
ans, who had in the last reign disowned both king Charles 
and his brother, had been of late, with hardly an eicep- 
tion, pent ap within a narrow district on the soath-west- 
em coast, or in a few localities in Fife, between the Tay 
and the Forth \. There they had been kept in doubtlul 
snlijection by the presence of a strong military force. But 
James felt himself compelled to call away, the regular army 
to his assistance In England, and the momept the pressure 
was withdrawn, the indomitable spirit of these sectaries 
revived ; they burst from the limits within which they had 
been enclosed, overran the neighbouring districts, and 
everywhere indulged in their former extravagance and fa- 
natidsm. In defiance of the local magistracy, they pub- 
lished the proclamations of the prince of Orange at the 
market crosses in Glasgow, Irvine, Ayr, and other burghs :

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at their religious meetings tliey inroked in the boldest and 
most solemn language the blessing of heaven on the inva- 
der ; and bore their testimony at Glasgow against the and- 
obristian institution of prelatiam as well as popery, carry- 
ing three images, made to represent the Roman pontiff and 
the protestant archbishops of St. Andrews and Glasgow, in 
prooesMon through the streets, and then throwing them, with 
shouts rftriumph, all three t<^ether, into the same flames*. 
In Edinburgh the support of the royal cause had de- 
volved on the energy and promptitude of the oounral of 
state. The members" of that body had been the foremost 
in their protestations of loyalty to James ; bnt when Wil- 
liam became lord of the ascendant, interest, if not patriot- 
ism, called upon them to deserve the gratitude or appro- 
bation of the conqueror. The example was shown by the 
marquess of Atholl, lord privy seal, who withdrew from 
the council, probably because he would not ait there in 
company with papists. A few days later the proteata,nt 
members, in a separate meeting, passed a vote excluding 
all papists from the board f. For some time. before there 
had been a contiriuBd inflns of covenanters into the capital, 
and with their dd crowds of students and apprentices and 
ruffians had been systematically organized, night after night, 
to parade the streets, and create alarms. On the exclusion 
of the catholics from the council, these riotous assemblages 
grew more numerous and more darmg. They called for the j^_ 
heads of the two chief. mini9tere,.--^the earl of Perth, lord 9.' 
chancellor, and the earl of Melford, secretary of state ; and 
the next morning these n6blemen were addsed — more cor- 10 
reody, were ordered — by the adverse section of the council 
to quit the capital f. Towards evening an attempt was

11. gates were forced ; the soldiers, drawn from their hiding- 
places, were massacred by the meb : the apartments of the 
obaneeilor, and the ehureh, chapel, schools and library, 
■were rifled, and the spoil was tiimnphantlj burnt in the 
court. Frojn the. palace the rioters carried the work of 
vengeance into Uie Oanongate and the town, and Edinburgh 
for two days bore the aspect of » place taken by storm, so 
many were the parties engird in plundering the houBes 
of reputed catholics and royalists; and so frequent the fires 

11. in which the plunder was consumed. Oh the third, tran- 
quillity was gradually restored by anorder of the council to 
the magistrates, commanding them to search all the houses 
of catholics, and seize the ammunition -and implements of 
war belonging to the inmates, preserving at the same time 
their persons from insult and outrage. But the authority 
of this remnant of the council, originally established by 
James, was now di-awing to its close. By another proc- 
lamation they called on all proteatants to put themselves 
in a posture ofdefencefcT the security of their reli^on ; and

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their anomalous career by assisting in all the pomp of office, 
and in compaoj with tlie magistraej of the city and nianj 
thousands of the populaco, at the very orthodos and sotU- 
iDspiring ceremony of burning the pope at the hiu-h cross *. 
While tlie capital passed through this purifying process, 
the country in the south-west had been abandoned to the 
covenanters, who, wherever they came, dispoaaeased their Deo. 
episcopal rivals, " the piiests of Baal," of their- livings and 25. 
manstea, fonang them, withtheir wives and families, to 
quit their homea In the oiidst of a most inclement winter. 
The clerieal aufferera are said to have amounted to two hun- 
dred. Moat-were ejected with aggravating oirciini stances 
of derision and contumely ; some met with treatment of the 
most revolting barbarity. In the wean while many of the 
leading, men in Scotland were on their road to the English 
metropolis, eager to pay liieir court to the prince of Orange, 
and to aeeure the good-will of their future sovereign. By '^^^• 
hia direction they aasembled in a room at Whitehall, and j™' 
after three days' deliberation agreed to follow, in substance 
though not in form, the precedent which had been set by 
the two English houses. A petition, subscribed by about 
thirty Scottish peers and eighty oonainoners, was presented 
to William, in which they prayed hia bighnesa that he 
would take upon himsdf the entire administration of the 
kbgdom till a general meeting of the estates could be hol- 
den at Edinburgh ; that he would issue writs after the 
Scottish fashion for sucii a meeting to be holden on the 
fourteenth of March ; and that ho would require all, not 
only merabera of the estatea, but electors of representatives 
for the counties and burghs, to be " protestanta, without 
"any other exception or limitation whatsoever." The 
prince, of oourse, graciously, signified hia asaent, and the 
writs were accordingly issued f . 

In England the .eynvention met on the appointed day. 
The lower house was compoaed chieSy of the men who had 
distinguished themselves in their respective counties by 
their oppowtion to the obnoxious measorea of James : 
from the upper the catholic lords, were excluded, not in

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Tirtne of any law — for the law knew nothing of eonTen- 
tiona — but because care had been taken to direct wuie 
to none but proteslant peers. In a fihort time die mem- 
bers of the two houses subsided into three parlies. 
1". One was composed of those who looked back with 
regret to the times of the common wealth, and wished to 
take advantage of ihe existing crisis for the introduction 
of a nominal monarchy with republican institutions. 
It was their plan to begin with the deposition of James, 
to proceed 1o the coaHaemei^t of the royal authority 
within the narrowest limits, and tlieff to offer the crown, 
shorn of its biighl«st prerogatives, to the prince of 
Orange. But the paucity of their number soon con- 
vinced them of the hopelessness of their cause ; and 
they contented themselves with giving (he weight of their 
votes lo those motions which approximated the most to 
their. own opinions. 2". Then came the partisans of 
William, who contended that James, by his vialation of 
the original compact betweun jhe sovereign and tho 
people had lorfeited his right : that by his departure from 
England the throne was ^eft empty, and that no one had 
a better claim to it now than the prince, who by his ex- 
ertions had freed tlie nation from the oppressive, sway of 
a despot. These forrned two-thirds of the lower house, 
but were in a minority in the house of lords. 3°. The 
third might be termed the conservative party, whose boast 
it was that they had no object in view but to preserve 
inviolate the constitution of the country. They main- 
tained, as an incontrovertible inference, that, since the 
crown of England was hereditary, the throne ciiuld never 

fill it, it became by law the property of his rightful heir — 
that to depose James was to follpw, and therefore to ap- 
prove, the precedent aet by those who condemned Charles 
I. to death ; and that to elect kings without liereditary 
right was to pave the way for republicanism, since each 
succeeding monarch would be compelled to accept the 
crown with the conditions which might be appended to 
it by the electors. But how then, it was aaked, was 
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the government in tlie present case to be ad mi n isle red ? 
A moiitli before, tliey would iiave answered.^lreat with 
tlie exiled monareh, and recall him lo llie possession of 
the throne under terms, which may prevent the repeti- 
tion of those arbitrary acts tliat have led to iiis expulsion. 
But much had happened in that short interval lo render 
the 0[ien expression of such sentiments inexpedient, per- 
haps dmia:eroua. Hence in the convention they sup 
ported a molified opmjon that the ro»a! exile was 
constitulionally k ng of England bi t in a condition 
similar to that of a son.rei,i[i in infanpv or labouiing 
un'rier ineapao;t( and ftom these premiaes Iheydrew 
the conclusion that William should be appoinled his 
locum tenons lo exercise the roval authority in- the name 
of James dunn<; his lite but with the under't nding 
that, at, (ha death of4hat monarch, he should restore it 
to the rightful heir. This party could not boast of many 
adherents in the house of commons r in the lords they 
numbered a majority of the bishops and many of the 
temporal peers +. 

William had undeilaken lo exercise the powers of 
govemmenflill the fneeting of the convention ; at the 
prayer of the contentioti he consented to exercise them 
till he should receive from the Iwo houses an adcJress 
respectins-the settlement of the nation +, This momen- Ja 
tons question immediately engaged Ihe attention of the 21 
house of commons. By some of Ihe friends of ihe prince 
it was contended, thai; the voluntary wilhdi'awal of 
James, williout any provision for the government of the 
realm during his absence, was equivalent in law to a 
demise of the crown ; by others that it was in fact an ab- 
dication of the sovereignty. Not a voice was heard -in 
his favour, though some ventured to deprecate a hasty 
vote before the house would be fully aware of the conse- 
quences. Whether tliB kinj? had resigned, or had for- 
feited the crow ii, matte i-ed little; he could resign and 
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ftjrfeit for himself onlv. No action, no cession of liis, 
could invalidate the right of those who weia his succes- 
sors by law. Neither had the two houses, as then con- 
stituted, the power to fill the throne, even if it were 
cmpiy. That power resided in the nation at large : hut 
the lords represented only Ihemselves, the commons only 
the few electors in the cities and boroughs, and the forty- 
shilling freeholders in the counties, forming altogether 
but an inconsideralile poHion of the English people. 
Their opponents, however, possessed an irrcnislible ma- 
jurity ; and the house, afteralong and interesting dehate, 
Jan. oametft two resolutions: 1°. That the king," having en- 

28. " deavoured to subvert the constitution of the kingdom by 
"breaking the original compact hetw.een him and Ihe 
" people, and iiaving by tho advice of Jesuits and other 
" wicked per-ons violated the fundamental laos, and 
" having withdrawn himaelf out of the kingdom, had ab- 
" dioated the government, and that the throne was there- 
" by vacant, i" That experience had shown it to he in- 
" consistent with tlie safety and welfare of the protestant

temporaiy regency The king was a cttholie to him, 
therefore iccordiug to their vote the p mers of govern 
ment could not be intrusted with safety let then some 
person or persons be appointed to enercise those powers 
" under the style of king Jimes II and duiins; Ihe life 
" of the said king Jjme= ' The motion was supported 
with great ability and learning by the earls of Notting

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bam. Clarendon, and Rochester, and fiercely combated 
by the marquess of Ha!ifd\, and the earl of Dnnby, two 
rival candidates tor the faiout of Wdliam. They were 
successful, but. gamed tlie viclorj by a majority of two 
voices only*. 

Every eye was now fixed with intense mterest on Ja 
the proceedings m the house of lords, where the two ^ 
parties were so nearly balanced. The next day, when 
that clause of the first i-^sulutioa which staled that James 
had broken the oi'iginai compact between the throne and 
the people was submitted to the consideration of the 
house, the conservative tauntinsly inquired what could 
be meant by the phrase orisjinal cortipact : where was it 
preserved ; what were its provisions ; in- what -writer, or 
in what record could they be found ? Their opponents 
replied, that the people were the real source of power, 
and could not be supposed fo place them selves under the 
Rovernment of others without some previous stipulation 
in their own fiivour. That the crown was- hereditary in 
the same family they did not deny, but Ihey contemled 
that it was elective as to the person, both from historical 
records, and fi-oiM-the practice still preserved of asking 
the consent of the people at the coronation of a new 
sovereign, \Cho was himself compelled to admit virtually 
the existenoe of the cdm pact, by taking the oath ui-uai 
on sudi o'ccasiona. To this veasonini^ the oonservaiives 
objected, that it supposed, as a principle, that the new 
sovereign derived his authority from his coronation; but 
this was contrary to the fact: foi' he became king from 
the moment of his predefessor's death', previously to any 
oath or election. On a division, however, the clause was 
saved by ft majority of seven+. 
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The conservative party now made a siatid on otlier 
ground. They denied that the king had " abdicated - 
Hie government. To " abdic'ate" was applitable only 
to a voluntary cession ; it could not be predieatetl of a 
compulsory flight, such as was evidently that of James : 
as well might you say of a man who had been driven 
out of his house by the flames, that he had abdicated 
his property. The, leaders of, the Orange party replied, 
that the kins ^'^^ ■"**' i™ieed, renounced th? govern- 
ment by any formal instrument ; but lie had voluntarily 
dona that with which the forfeiture of the crown was 
necessarily connected, and consequently had abdicated 
it by his actions though not by his words. But the 
judgment of the house was not satisfled : they yielded, 
and it was agreed to substitute the word " deserted" in 
the place of " abdicated *." 
"■ All this, however, was but preliminary to the discus- 
' sion of the grand constitutional question, whether it 
followed, from the " desertion" of lite government by 
James, that the throne was now vacant. "The next 
morning was spent, iii obedience to a proclamation by 
William, in religious exercises, to return tlianks to God 
for the liberation of hfs people .from popery and arbi- 
trary power; when the lords met in the afternoon, .the 
court party, aware of the geneial feeling in the house, 
sought to elude the ^ireet question, by mowing an 
amendment calculated to inHuence ail who had any- 
thing to hope or fear from the present government; 
that, in consequence of the desertion of Jaipes, " the 
" prince and princess efOrange should be declared king 
" and queeii." The debat^ was long and stormy, during 
which several ofthe members, particularly the lords 
Montague and Delamere, uijable to control their vexa- 
tion, indulged in warm and aerimttnious language. But

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their elTurls were fruitless : io a house of iiinety-ninB 
members, tho previous question was carried by a majo- 
rity of five voices, wbich increased to eleven in support 
of another motion to stdke^out the clause afflrmmi; that 
*■ Ihe throne was lacaut." Thirty-six peers immediaiely 
entered their dissent in the jouriiala * 

The result of this debate- awake ninj; hope in the oneFi 
party, and apprehension in the other, slimulaied botli to 1 
new exertion. The lord Prealon sent to the two speak- 
ers letters from James, in whioh he first recited his pre- 
vious letters of the 4th of January lo Ihe lords of the 
council, slating the necessity which had compelled him 
to withdraw, and his intention of returning as soon ■as it 
could be done with aSlfely ; and then proceeiled ■ to de- 
clare that he was ready to come back to Enuland, and, 
with tho advice of a parhament called according^lo law 
and held without constraint, to redress every grievance, 
to secure to the^ established church all its rights and 
pre-eminence, and io extend to dissenters indulgence in 
such way as should ipinisler no reasonable cause of sus- 
picion or jealousy- The chief object of this letter was 
to furnish piopf that James had not abdicated the throne ; 
buf his opponents were on the. watch, and/obtaingd a ' 
vole in each house that the letter Should not l^e opened, 
on the pretence that there was no satisfactory prouf of its 
authenticityt. On the other hand, the lord Lovelace and 
William KilligreW called together the populace, and, at 
their head proceeded to Weslminster nith a petition that 
Ihe crown shoulu be gi^rt without delay t« the prince 
and princess of Orani;e. But both houses resented this 
atteppt to influence, by external force, their delibera- 
tions, and refused to receive the petition on a point of 
form, because it Was without signature $. 
Hitherto the prince had appeared to act as if he felt

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BO personal interest in the proceeJini^s of llie convention, 
and was nothing more than an officer of government 
appointed to preserve the public. peace. Now, however, 
that lie suw the crown slidina; from his grasp, he deemed 
it advisable to break iliat silence wliich he had hitherto 
maintained, ami to disclose in conveisation his opinions 
and feelings vf'vh respect to the royal autborit)' ; but 
still with a .coldness of manner and a tone of indiffer- 
ence whieh, though intended to di^uise, served only to 
betray, his, disappointment and vexation. He began by 
cofflplainlnR of the time which had been wasted in use- 
less, debate— not that lie was interested in Ihe result — 
but because it detained bim inactive in England, when 
the events fassinoi on the continent imperiously. de- 
mand his preitence in Holland. In a great meeting of 
hia adherent'* at lord Devonshire's, atler a loiji; debate 
between Hiilifas, who maintained that the crwim ought 
to be offered to the prince, .and Danby, vho contended 
in favour of- the princa^s, the former turning to Fagel, 
the Dutcii couHsellorj inquired wjiaj was the real wish 
of^ilbairi, li'ageU tvith true diplomatic linesse, made 
many apologies, knew -nothing of William's mind ; but, 
if he mtJat.give an opinion, hetbougbt tht^t the prince 
would never submit to be gentleman- usher to bis wife. 
" Then," said Danby, " you all know enough, and I far 
"too much'.* 

After this, opening, 'William, sending for Halifax, 
Danby, Shrewsbury, and the leaders of .bis party, said 
that if any persons intended -to appniiit him regent, 
they might spare themselves the tro.uble ; for the regency 
was ap olTice which, he would never -accept, adding, in 
allusion to the schism among themselves, that he long 
ago made up his mind on the nature of tlie relations 
between husband and wife, and that as'long as be was 
mariied, he would be the'bead of bis family. Ko man 
was more ready than himself to acknowledge the per- 
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sonal worth of the princess. She deserved a, throne, 
and he should rejoice to see her sealed on it; but nhile 
he \\as lier husliand, he tvould never be lier sutiject, nor 
consent to hold the crown by her apvon-sWings*. 

These hints produced llie intended eflect. They 
painted olit to his parliaans the duty, expected^ fioni 
them, and made it a Eubject of ci inside ration ijcilh his 
opponents, whether it were uot more advisable to offer 
the crown to hiih aist voluntary gift, than tQ compel 
him to seize it by open forc^ Tlw commons rejected, Feb. 
without hesitalion, the amendments made by the lords ; 4. 
and a first Conference" between the two houses, which 
produced noreault, was followed by a second i. under the 5. 
name of a free conference, in wbich the loMs. main- 
tained, as they had done Iwfore. that the king, havinL; 
deterted ihe govCTttment, might be considered civilly 
dead ; and that a regent must of course be appointed to 
exercise the office in bis name during his natural life, 
but that at his death the royal authority would devolve 
by law on the next heir. Hence ihe throne could not 
b^ vacant : if it were, the nation would have to cboose 
a king, and would thus render that crown elective, 
wbirh. by the conetitulion, is hereditary. Tbe commons 
replied Ihat ihfey bed no eommission lo discuss conse- 
qnenceS, but to maintain, the fact, that, by the forfeituie 
fcf James, the throne was actually vacant. That was 
a position which the lords could not dispute. They had 
established it by their own vote, callin!; uponthe prince 
to assume the temporary government of the lealra. I'or, 
if the throne was not vacant, -the government would 
of right belong to the pi'ince in possession. To this rea- 
soning no direct answer was returned: but the lords 
inquired whether, ateording to the doctrine of the com- 
mons, James had forfeited for himselE only, or fur all 
hia posterity ?— a perplexing question, on account of the 
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while she on her part begged .as a personal favour that 
the whole burden of Ibe government might be laid on 
Feb. her husband. When the house met aller the last con- 
6. ference, it appeared that some of the conservatives were 
absent, and that the party of the prince had been rein- 
forced hy the an'ival of a few lords, wbo bad hitherto 
kept aloof, some through infirmity, and some throu<;h dis- 
inclination. Halifax rose. .Me praised the motives, but 
disputed the wtsdomi of his opponents. The present was 
a case of necessity, which had not been Ibreseen. To 
adhere to the strict line of succession was impossible : it 
was then their duty to supply the existing defect in that 
manner which in their judgment .would prove most be- 
neficial to the naUon. When that was done, they mi^ht 
provide thai the crown should in future times descend 
ucRording to the law of inheritance. On adivisioi\ the 
house agreed to the original votes of the commons by 
a majority of four ; and that majority, on the motion 
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l!iat the prince and pimcess of Orange be proclaimed 
king and queen, instantly increased to about twenty*. 
Against this second vote no protest was entered on ihe 
journals: but tbirty-eight peers recorded tbeir di^aent 
to Ihe first +. 

In the next plaee it was agreed, in compliance with 
the alleged wish of, the princess, that, thoui"h Wiltinm 
and Mary were equal in rank au-kjng and queen, yet 
the exercise of the royal authority should he vested in 
William exclusively during; his lite ; an arrangement to 
which her friends assented with the less reluctance, he- 
cause, from the inHrmities to which he nas subject, ihey 
cherished the expectation tliat she would survive him. 
At the suggesiiou of lonl Notiin);ham, an alteration was Feb. 
made at the same time in the oath of allegiance by the f- 
omission of theepitheis rightful und lawful, which it was 
contended referred to a pre-existing title, and could no^ 
therefore, he applicable to sovereigns succeeding not in 
accordance with, but in opposition to, law and right. 
William made no objection, under the notion tliat such 
omission might abate some of the scruples maniresteil 
by the more coni-cienlious adherents of the dethroned 
monarch, though it afierwanls led to an iuuonvenience 
which had not been foreseen, Ihe doctrine that, accord- 
ing to the oath, William and Mary were king iind queen 
not dejure, but de facto only J.

Was tbe nation, after tbe expulsion of Jamrs, 
to be placed at the mercy of William, wilhout any jiro- 
vision against ihose acts of oppression on the pact of ihe 
crown, I'rom whioh tbey had renenijy liecn deiiverud ? 
Why should not the original comi>aot between the kiuir 
and ibe people, to wbiuh so many appeals had iieen 
made in the reuKot debates, he now at lea>-l reduci?d to 
writing? Wliy should not the new kinp; be told what 
were the rights of Britoas, ami on what iiondiliciis he 
received the crown from [heir band* ? At tli-se ques- 
tioiis William was olfended and alarmed. Hiniti were 
conveyed to the leaders in the commons, that be seii- 
OHsly entertained the depigii" of abandoning England 
allogelher, and of hastening with the Dutch army lo 
the defence of HolUmd against the Frenc^h nioiiarcli ; 
and his adherents were inBlriicted to argue, thai llie 
convention had been culled for one object only, to fill up 
the vacancy left by the withdrawal of the Lite king : 
that lo pass laws which should define or re^triet the 
prerogatives of the crown, was the office, not of a cua- 
venliiiii, but of a parliament ; and that the evils arising 
from the present interregnum were so grpat ami s.i lui' 
merous, that the safety of the notion allowed notaulll- 
cient leisure for the consideration of a qiieslion mvulv- 
ing interests so complex and important. But tlu-^e 
evasions were urged to no purpose. The prince himM:lf

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saw that something was to be conceded, to satisfy the 
just expeclations of the people : and a compromise was 
made between the opposite leaders, that the offer of the 
crown should be pi'eceded by an enunieratius of the ar- 
bitrary acts attributed to James, and a declacation of 
the rigbla claimed by the nation in opposiiion lo those 
acta: but thai, if any amendment of the old lows.ov any 
introduction of new laws, should be thought necessary, 
that task should le reserved to the wisdom of the suc- 
ceeding parliament*. 

With ihis undHislanding an instrument was framed, Feb. 
which, after several conferences and amendments, ob- 13, 
tained the approbation of both houses. It Mated that, 
whereas the late king James II, had assumeil and ex- 
ercised a power of dispensing with and suspending laws 
- without consent of pari ament ; and had committed and 
prosecuted ceriain prelates, because (hey had petitioned 
to be excused from concurring with the said assumed 
power; and had erected a court of commissioners for 
ecclesiastical causes; and had levied money for other 
time and in other manner than had been granled by 
parliament ; and had kept up a standing army in time of 
peace without consent of parliament ; and hart quartered 
soldiei-s contrary to law ; and had disarmeii several good 
subjects, being protestanta, when papists were both 
■armed and employed contrary to law ; and had violated 
the freedom of election of members to serve in parlia- 
ment; and had prosecuted m the court of Uin^^'s bench 
for matters and causes c<^nizab1e only m paihament 

And whereas— besides these tho personil acts of the 
late king — partial, corrupt and unqualified persons had 
of late years been returned on jurie?, and juiors not 
freeholders had been admitted to sene on liials for 
high treason ; and exeessue fines had been imposed 
and illegal and cruel punisliment'* had been inWictea, 
and grants of fines or fotfeiturea had been madt before 
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couvictian or judgmenl ; aU of these praetiees being 
utterly end directly contrary to the known laws, and 
statutes and fieedom of the realm. 

And whereas the said Sate king James II., having 
abdicated the government, the tlirone waa thereby bo- 

Thererore, the lords spiritual and temporal and the 
commons assembled in a full and free representative of 
the nation, did in the first place, for the vindieetion and 
assertion of their ancient rights and liberties, declare — 
Thai to suspend .the execution of the laws by regal 
anthoriCy without coniient of parliament, or dispense with 
laws or the execution uf laws by regal authority, as il 
had been assumi^d and exercised of /n!i«;»that to erect 
courts of commi^flionei's for ecclesiastical cauee^, and 
such like courts and commissioners ; that to levy money 
in any other way or for any other purpose than granted 
by parliament ; that to prosecute the subject for petitiun- 
ii^, which is the subject's right, and to keep a standing 
army in time of peace without consent of parhament, are 
all cuntrary to law ; that protestant subjects may have 
arras tor their defence, suitable to their condition ; that 
the election of members of parliament ought to be free ; 
that freedom of speech in parliament ought to be im- 
peached nowhere but in parhament; thiit no excessiva 
bail, nor excessive fines, nor cruel and unusual punish- 
ments oujihi to be awarded ; that jurors ought to be 
duty impannelled, and in trials for high treason ought 
to be freeholders ; that grants and promises of lines and 
promises before conviction are illegal and Toid; and that 
fur redress of grievances and the amendment ol'laws par- 
liaments uu^lit to be frequently held: 

And they did claim, demand, and iiii^ist upon all and 
Angular the pvomiaea as their undoubted lights and liberties ; 
and having an entire confidence that the prince of Orange 
would preserve them from the violation of all these rights 
and of all other their rights, they did therefore resolve, —

Hilheito Mary had been suffered to remain unnoticed 
in Holland. It wag believed that the pi inee, jealous of 
her title, was resolved to owe nothing to the presence or 
tbe pretensions of his wife: but the moment he became 
sure of his object, of obtaining tbe crown as his oivn for 
life, she received directions to come to England, and 
readied St. James's in tbe eighth week after ibe expul- 
sion of ber father by her husband's order from thu same „ 
palace. Hers was undoubtedly an extraordinary situa- j 
tion ; and curiosity was alive to watch her conduct, when 
she met tbe numerous and brilliant court which had 
assembled to greet her oil ber arrival. That conduct 
was not such as to do her honour. There was a levity 
in her manner which hurt the feelings of many even 
araoni; her adherents ; an affectation of gaiety, which 
suited not a daughter taking possession of the spoils of 
an exiled and aifectionate father. She was herself 
aware of this impropriety, and afterwards alleged in 
extenuation, that she had acted a painfnl and unnatural 
part in obedience to the stern command of ber husband. 
But if the reader recollect the celebration of the fast- 
day previous to William's departure from Holland, he 
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will remark that her behaviour on this, was pGrfecllj' in 
keejiiug with her behaviour on that, occasion *. 
Peb. Tliit next morniiij; the two houses |iroceede<i in state 
13- to wail on the printe and prineess at Whileliail. The 
lords were piuced on the right hand, the caramons on 
the left, at Ihn lower end of tile banciueting house. 
William and Mary, entering at the opposite end, stood 
\inder the canopy of state; and the speakers of the two 
houses with the members following them were con- 
ducted as fjr as the step by the usher of the black ri^d. 
The clerk then read the declaralion of rights, and the 
marquess of Halifax made to the prince and princess the 
tender of the crowns of England, France, and Ii'eland.in 
the name of the convention, " the representative of the 
" nation." Wdliam replied for himself and his wife, that 
they Ihankfully accepted the offer; the more so asjtHas 
aproof of the confidence reposed in them by le vl le 
people. " And,'' he added. " as I hud no o he n en

Monmouth's letter to tlie king contained several myste- 
rious expressions, which have given birth to numerous con- 
jectures. "The chief end ol' this letter is only lo beg of 
you that 1 raay have that happiness as to speak to your 
majesty ; for I have that lo say to you, sir, that I hope may 

give you along and happy reigii I can say no more 

to your majesty now, being this letter must be seen by tliose 
that keep me Ccmid I but say one word in this let- 
ter you would be convinced" (of his zeal for the kings 
service) ; " but it is oF that consequence that I dare not do 
it.'' Hia tetter to lord Rochester is in the same mysterious 
style, " I have that to say to him which 1 am sure will set 
him at quiet for ever. .... I can give lum such infullible 
proofs of my IruCli to him that, though I would alter, it 
would not be in my power." Clarend. Corresp. i, 143. 
See also his letter to the queen dowager in Ellis. 

From these passages it is evident that Monmouth pre- 
tended lobe in possession of some information of tremendous 
importance to the kin«, and of such a nature thai it could 
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not be safely committed to writing, yet would, if it were to 
reach the royal ear, merit for hiia the pardon of his treason. 
To what could that information relate? Some say to the 
secret participation of the prince of Orange in the late at- 
tempt. But, as Mr. Fos has ob=rirved, this hypothesis ia 
totally destriwed by the appeal of the duke to the prince and 
princess of Orange, to bear testimony of the assurances 
which he had given them of his resolution ''never lo slir 
against the king." Othei's have supposed that it related lo 
Suuderland.and that that minister was in reality an aecom. 
plice in tlie treasonable attempt. Tliat such was afterwards 
the prevalent opinion among the followers of the exiled mo- 
nai'ch at St. Germain's, is certain : but they were prepared 
to believe anything to the prejudice of Sunderland, and had 
read in Ferguson's narrative that Monmouth had promised to 
Sunderland the office of secretary which he held Hnder the 
king. From the printed raemoirsofjame^ we may infer that 
the same was also the belief of that monarch's eon: but the 
story which is there told in support of the charge is not 
worthy of credit. It is pkiidy derived, not from the kind's 
memoirs, but fromsome other source. It lells us that Mon- 
mouth confided his secret to Sheldon, to he by him communi- 
cated in private to James ; that James commanded Sheldon 
to deliver his message in, the presence of Sunderland : and 
thai, when be told him from Monmouth that Sunderland 
was a ti'aitor, the seci-etary treated it as a ridiculous aubtei- 
fuge adopted by the prisoner to save his life (ii. 34). But, 
if this were so, how can we account for the silence of Mon- 
mouth on that head, both when he was in the presence of 
the king, and ailorwards, when lord Feversham visited him 
in the Tower by order of the king, to receive any communi- 
cation which he might have to make? 

ITiero is another traditionary version of tha story, 
which conveys the information in a letter from Monmouth 
after he was sent to the Tower, and makes Sunderland in- 
tercept it at the door of the royal closet, where he refused 
entrance to the messenger under pretence that the king 
was changing bis shirt. (Clar. Corrijsp. i. U4. Uo.) But 
we know that the letter which Monmouth sent from the 
Tower was actually delivered to the King, and that in con- 
sequence Feversham waited on Monmouth to receive his 
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a, which proved to be nolhing more than what 
he had previously madt'. 

Ailei- all, it is most probable that tliis unfortunate noble- 
man liad in realiiy nothing of great importance to disclose, 
onit that he put forth these promises merely lo excite curi- 
osity and obtain an interview with the king. It was not the 
first time that he had employed such an artifice. Expres- 
sions of very similar import' may be found in his letter lo 
Cliailes II. at the time when be was charged as an accom- 
plice in the Rye-house plot. That lie would endeavour to 
redeem his pledjre durinj; his conference with James, which 
lasted forty or fifty minutes, by making every discovery in 
his power, tliere can be no doubt. He is said to have nar- 
rated the whole progress of his own allempl ; he misiit per- 
haps add wljot he had learned of the designs of William 
fnnii his conversation with that ^prince, perhaps detail the 
particulars of the intrigue for the banishment of Junes to- 
wards the close of the last reign, so artfully coniiucted by 
Halifax, who, it will be observed, was soon af.er this inter- 
view dismissed fhim office by James, with the rema.rk thai it 
was for reasons IcK-ked up within his own breast— but, nliat- 
ever were the dfsclosures of Monmouth, they were not 
deemed of suflieient importance lo atone lor his repeated 
offences. James, in his letter to the prinre, of July Uth, 
says '■ the duke of Monmouth and lord Grey desired very 
eainesily lo speak with me, which they did, hul did not an- 
swer my expectalions in what they said to me." According 
to BariUon, "il a declarfi n'avoir eu aucun secours de per- 
sonne, et qu'il est venu ici avec deux cent pieces seulemeiit, 
que les armes qu'il a achet^s ne hit eoutoieut que VOO 
pi^es, et que ses pierreries avoient etfi suffisant«s.

In the spring of 1689 Sunderland pubiisheil a vindica- 
tion of himself (Cogan'a Tracts, vol. iii.), in which be ac- 
knowledged his error in consenting to form part of an 
ad minis [ration so hostile to the -interests of ihe country, 
but maititained that, instead of advising, he had ahvays 
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opposefl those illegal and iiritating measures which pro- 
yoki'd the dUconlenl of the people, and led to Ihe ex|)ul.-ion 
of James. But the circiinistaiu'ea in wliiih he wiote de- 
tract from his credit, and the despalthes of Iiib I'riend 
Biirilton shovv ihat several uf his assertions are false. 

By tile nartisans of -Ihe exiled puiice he was charged not 
only with lia'ing aibised and |iromoled the measures which 
deprived James of his ci oun, but a1^ with having duoe it 
for that very purpose. But of the l^itter part oi" the charge 
there is no proof: and his conduct tnay be fairly expUined, 
hy attributing it to bia desire uf gralitj'in;; the kin^, and 
thus acquiring power. This is the li^'ht in which il vd» 
considered at flie court, and by the fitreign envoys,

On the ^ July, 1678, Bonrepaus writes to Sei-jnelay; 
" Myl. Sonderland semhle 6lre enlifirement devout au Roi 
sun maitre, et va au deli de tout ce qu'ii petit souliaiter 
pour I'avancement ^o ia religion catholique, mais il fiiit eon- 
noitre, de I'autre cot^, que cetle mSme conduite, dont il ne 
se cache point, doit persuader au prince d'Otange qu'il est 
capable de tout hazarder pour lui, lorsqu'il sera temps. Ce 
raisonoement est appuyfi de la connoissance que j'ai, qu'il 
entreliejit un commerce secret avec le P. d'Orange par le 
moyen de sa femme. On leur pril, il y a quelque temps, 
des leltres qu'elle Scrivoit i Mr. Sydney, qui est presenle- 
ment aupr^s ilu P, d'Oranne, el fort bien avec lui. Le Roi

Tbe contents ol* tbese intercepted letters aje noticed in a 
memorial in tbe dep6t, in volume 154, Supplement, 1687, 
Ifi^a. " Miidamo de Sonderland le prioit de faive com- 
pren<lre au P. d'Omnge que son mari ^tuit oblige de con- 
sentir mal^S lui iL tout ce qui se faisoit k I'avantaee de la 
religion catho1ic[ue ; mels que, puisque la Adelite qu il devoit 
au Roi son maitre le I'ur^nit d'at^ir coiitre ses pcopres senti- 
ments, c'^toit une assez grande preuve de la fidelity qu'il 
auroit pour le P. d'Ordnge sil se trouvoit en pbice lorsqu'il 
viendruit a la couronne. Ces lettres ont el6 desavou^s de

On the 1st of Aujjust, probably in consequence of this 
infotmalion, Louis wrote tnBarillon : "Jopprends d'ailleurs

tfirSts de te prince, qu'il entrelient des correspondences 
secrettes nven lui. noD aeulement cuntre mes int/i^ts, mala 
aUGsi contre ceux du Koi de la O. Bretons.

Barillon defended his friend, as far at least as he durst, 
in iiis answer of August i,". "A I'ejtard des avis qu'a

siderable en ce pays-ci avec !e P. d'Oianae, je n'ai garde de 
conlester uu fiiit, ni de revoquer en doule la verile des avis 
que V. M. peut avoir, quoiquecelan'ait aucun rapport avec 
tout ce que je sais. Je serai autant appliqufi que je le doia 
[lp£n£irec ce qui en e«t,. M. d'Avaux men avoit mand6 
qiielque chose, il y adeux ou trois mois, niais je criis en ce 
temps lil que cela n'avait d'autre fondement que des dis- 
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Eours tenus ioi. dontltt pereonne interessSe s'est mccquee. 
La chose en soi est si impoitanre qu'un ne peut trop iiren- 
dre lie aoin pour I'ficlaiieir.

About ibe end of the year Louis infotmed Barillon that 
the same charge against Sunderland had heen retendf 
made by Skeltun, tlic English ambassador at Paris. Baril- 
lon replied that he could diKCOver nothinft to eonflrm it : on 
the contrary Sunderland constantly acted in opposilion lo 
the views of the prince, was the warmest advocate of every 
measure in favour of the catholics, and wax even resolved 
to declare himself a catholic whenever the king should 
require it. Barillon, 9 Janvier, leSH. 

On May ^, 1688. D'Avayx, in answ;er to an inquiry made 

S Louis, replies that most vertainly the prince and princess 
Omnge aie mad« ai^nainted with everything that passes 
in the most secret councils uf James; that he has otten com- 
plained to Harillon of the many visits paid by Sydney to 
the pi'ince ; and ihst Baiillon in ansiver has acknowledged 
the consideration which Sunderland has fur Sydney, and 
alleffed the hardship it would be to prevent the latter from 
paying his court to tlie prince, as he had nothing to hope 
from the king. D'Avnux' concludes thus : " J"ai toujours 
crO que myl. Sunderland n'a pas hi6 I'ach^, que M. de 
Sydney Cut si bien auprSs du 1'. d'Orange, pour avoir dans 
unchangement degouvernement un hoinmequile niaiiitint 
Quoiqu'il en Boit, on est persuade ici, que M. de Sydney 
igiioie peu de choses de ce que savent M. et M" . de Sun- 
derland, et il eat certain ijue le 1'. d'Oranae nignore rien 
de ce que salt le sieur de Sydney."

Though these passages contain no direct proof, the charge 
contained in them is strongly con II rmed by a letter frum the 

friTOlecabinelof William, published by Dalryniple(p. 187). 
t is written Eo the prince by lady Sunderland on M^irch 7, 
16&7 ; and in it she warns him of certain propositions to be 
oltered (o liim by the king, advises him to reject them, and 
apologizes tor having addressed him directly, on ai'coutit of 
the ateence of Mr. Sydney, the " only person whom she 
trusted.'' 

Barillon, on the disgrace of Sunderland, was careful to 
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inform his sorereign that the king did not believe that 
Sundeilanil haU helrajed him. On ^^—jj he mentions him 
again, but in a different maaner. " Myl. Sunderland est 
ici, et a quitifi Windsor. Le Rol d'Angleterre s'expUijne 
durement A son siijet." James, in his memoirs, appears to 
coonlenanee the belief of his duplicity and treachery. Me- 

At the revuluiion Sunderland left En)(land for Amster- 
dam, but wrote to William that it was by the advice of his 
friends, and not in pursuance of his own judgment: "for 
1 thought I had served the public so importantly in contri- 
buting what lay in me towards the advancing of youi- glori- 
ous undertaking, that the having been in an odious minis- 
try ought not to ha»e obliged ma to be absent" Mar. Sth, 
1689. Dalrym. Ap. jrart 1 1, p. 3. 

Rome years later William gave i 0.000/. to lord Dorset to 
quit the chamberlain's staff, whtch lis bestflwed upon Sun- 
derland. " I have always been persuaded," says lord Hard- 
wick, "from the s^nal couHdence wiiieh king William 
reposed in this lord through the whole course of his reign, 
that he had received some paiticular services from bim at 
the time of the revolution, which no one else could have 
performed: and perhaps ibis reserved and cautious prince 
liked him the belter tor being only his man. Both parties 
(Whigs and Tories), and no wonder, were much embittered 
against him." Note m Burnet, iv, 369. 

On the whole, there can be little doubt that Sunderland, 
to secure the favour of the prince of Orange, betrayed lo 
him, occasionally at least, the secrets of his sovereign, in 
violation of hiii duty and his oath. His assertion that he 
had " contributed all that lay in, him to the advancing of 
tlie revolution" may also be true; hut most prohubly it 
was nothing morethaii an afterthought, artfully put forw'ard 
for the purpose of claiming merit to himself ibr that from 
which he bad hitherto incurmd blame.

The following will prove a more oorreot account of this 
celebrated election. Neither of the oorapetitiora (not the 
cardinal, for he was already biahop of Strasburg, nor the 
Bavarian prince, fur he was already bishop of Ratisbon) 
was eligible, according to the canon law. Both, therefore, 
had solicited an indult of eligibility from the pontiff, who 
a<!oeded to the petition of Clement, but reftised that of 
FuiStemberg. On the appointed day tJie- capitulara as- 
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Benbled ; cine joined in the election of the Bavarian, who 
■was now eligible; thirteen " ^tulafad" in favour of the 
cardintil, who was still ineligible. Tlie ]att«r contended 
that the ninjoritj of the postulatora ought to prevail over 
the minoritv of the electors. The queetion was maturely 
debated in Borne, before a concn^ation of canonists, who 
decided that in this case the Section was perfectly valid, 
and their decision was solemnly confirmed by Innocent 
himself. It v/aa found on this principle that the election 
must prevail whsjever the votes in its favour exceed one 
third portion of the whole number of voters. Ilere they 
were nine out of (he twenty-two.
